STATEMENT OF PRIORITIES 
June 2007 
Introduction 


The Financial Services Commission of Ontario (FSCO) is a regulatory 
agency established under the Financial Services Commission of Ontario 
Act, 1997 (FSCO Act). 


Section 11 of the FSCO Act requires FSCO to deliver to the Minister of 
Finance and publish in the Ontario Gazette (by June 30th of cach year), 
“a statement setting out the proposed prioritics of the Commission for 
the fiscal year in connection with the administration of this Act and all 
other Acts that confer powers on or assign duties to the Commission or 
the Superintendent.” 


This is FSCO’s tenth Statement of Priorities. It identifies key challenges 
facing FSCO, outlines proposed strategic priorities for the coming year, 
and notes recent progress on significant projects. 


FSCO is comprised of three parts: the five-person Commission; the 
Superintendent of Financial Services and staff; and the Financial 
Services Tribunal. FSCO regulates insurance, pension plans, loan and 
trust corporations, credit unions/caisses populaires, mortgage brokers 
and co-operative corporations in Ontario. 


As of March 1, 2007, FSCO regulated or registered 394 insurance 
companics, 8,086 pension plans, 219 credit unions and caisses 
populaires, S51 loan and trust corporations, 1,007 mortgage brokers, 
1,599 co-operative corporations, as well as approximately 36,900 
insurance agents, 3,837 corporate insurance agencics and 1,100 
insurance adjusters. The regulated sectors represent a large, dynamic and 
evolving industry that plays a vital role in the economy of the province 
and the financial security of individuals and families. 


Our Mandate 


To protect the public interest and enhance public confidence in the 
regulated sectors, FSCO provides regulatory services that protect 
financial services consumers and pension plan beneficiaries, and support 
a healthy and competitive financial services industry. 


Our Vision 


We are committed to being a vigilant, fair-minded and forward-looking 
regulatory agency with a constructive and responsive presence in 
Ontario’s financial services marketplace. 


Key Challenges 


FSCO engages in planning exercises to identify current and future 
strategic prioritics to guide activitics toward the achievement of its 
objectives. For this process to be effective, external factors affecting the 
financial services industry must be considered. FSCO continues to take 
into account the following challenges. 


Globalization 


The continuing trend toward globalization and international 
consolidation in the financial sectors is blurring jurisdictional lines. 
Today, financial services providers can reach out to consumers via the 
Internet and e-commerce technologies, depending Iess on the bricks and 
mortar based business models of the past. This has led to consolidations 
and mergers among financial institutions, increases in the number of 
multi-national companies providing financial services and vast changes 
in the way these services are delivered. In this online global marketplace, 
companies are no longer tethered to one or two business lines and can 
offer a broader range of financial services, many of which are subject to 
different regulatory regimes. 


As a result of these factors, the production, marketing and delivery of 
financial services products has also changed, resulting in a further 
multiplication of regulatory issues. The new borderless frontier facilitated 
by technology challenges financial services regulators to address regulation 
using a broad cross-jurisdictional, cross-sectoral approach. 


Regulatory renewal 


Regulators must keep pace with today’s rapidly changing financial 
services marketplace. For FSCO, this requires the adoption of refined 
methods of multi-sectoral regulation that address issues facing financial 
services providers both large and small, in a manner that best utilizes 
resources. Risk-based methods of regulation provide a means to achieve 
this aim, by using regulatory resources more efficiently and in areas 
where they have the greatest potential return. To employ these methods 
in the most effective manner possible, it is essential that regulators have 
tools at their disposal to collect and analyze relevant data. 


Market conditions 


Recent shifts in global economic activity have been reflected in the 
Canadian economy, contributing to uncertain market conditions. Despite 
the cooler economic climate, Ontario’s growth has rebounded and is 
expected to strengthen as U.S. demand picks up steam and the lower 
Canadian dollar and oil prices stimulate economic activity. As a result, it 
is essential that regulators continue to effectively monitor and manage 
risk to enhance consumer confidence and public trust in the regulated 
sectors and contribute to a healthy financial services marketplace. 
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Consumer protection and education 


Technological innovation in the financial services marketplace has 
empowered consumers, providing them with more products and services 
to choose from than ever before. While providing the benefit of 
increased opportunities, the complexity of a more diverse marketplace 
can also make it more difficult for consumers to make informed choices. 
More than ever, consumers are turning to professionals for assistance 
when making financial decisions. The expansion in financial services 
providers requires investment in a variety of initiatives by FSCO, to 
ensure we have the tools at our disposal to provide consumers with 
reliable information, protect them from illegal activity and assist them in 
resolving disputes when they arise. 


What this means to FSCO 


To meet these challenges, FSCO is guided by established strategic 
prioritics. These priorities build on the delivery of the core activities 
FSCO carries out to achieve its mission. As each is significant, FSCO’s 
strategic prioritics are not ranked in any particular order: 


I. Promote a coordinated national approach to regulatory issues. 
Il. Enhance the risk-based approach to regulation. 


Ill. Review and recommend amendments to the regulatory framework 
to keep pace with changes in the marketplace. 


IV. Improve delivery of services. 


FSCO believes these strategic prioritics and their associated initiatives, 
which are outlined on the following pages, will have a positive impact 
on consumers and pension plan beneficiarics. The pursuit of these 
priorities allows FSCO to fulfill its mandate to protect financial services 
consumers and pension plan beneficiarics and support a healthy and 
competitive financial services industry in Ontario. 


To fulfill its mandate, FSCO has adopted a culture of partnership and 
dialogue. FSCO continues to benefit from strong collaboration with 
consumers, industry and other stakeholders. For this reason, many 
projects undertaken by FSCO are complex, involving many participants 
and requiring implementation in conjunction with federal and provincial 
jurisdictions. As a result, many initiatives span several years, with work 
continuing on an ongoing basis. 


Technology plays an important role in helping FSCO maintain strong 
connections with stakcholders and provide information and services to 
them. To this end, FSCO has embraced all aspects of e-communications, 
conducting business with industry clectronically and offering consumers 
online access to services and information. FSCO believes that with 
improved access to information, consumers and _ pension plan 
beneficiaries will be better equipped to make wise choices and protect 
their interests. 


FSCO’s Statement of Prioritics includes a report on the progress of key 
initiatives identificd in the previous year’s statement. The report back 
section of this year’s statement lists FSCO’s accomplishments in the 
previous year and their intended benefits to stakeholders and the 
regulatory system. 


Our Strategic Priorities 
I. Promote a coordinated national approach to regulatory issues 


FSCO continues to work with other Canadian regulators in coordinating 
regulation of the financial services industry at the national level. 


FSCO supports the development of harmonized regulatory solutions 
through participation in the Joint Forum of Financial Market Regulators 
(Joint Forum), the Canadian Association of Pension Supervisory 
Authorities (CAPSA), the Canadian Council of Insurance Regulators 
(CCIR), the General Insurance Statistical Agency (GISA) and the 
Canadian Insurance Services Regulatory Organizations (CISRO).

* Continue work related to assessing and harmonizing point of sale 
disclosure for Individual Variable Insurance Contracts (IVICs, also 
known as segregated funds) and mutual funds to ensure consumers 
are aware of the risks and benefits of these investment products at the 
time of purchase. 


* Work with the Financial Services Ombudsnetwork to define 
performance standards for dispute resolution services; build 
appropriate measurement and reporting systems around those 
standards; and promote harmonization and consistency among the 
industry level OmbudServices (Ombudsman for Banking Services 
and Investments, Canadian Life and Health Insurance 
OmbudService, General Insurance OmbudService). 


* Continue to work with stakcholders to identify problems resulting 
from differences in investment rules for pension funds, mutual funds 
and other pooled investment funds. Develop recommendations for 
possible solutions and coordinate the implementation of adopted 
solutions. 


¢ Examine the regulation of intermediaries and recommend ways to 
minimize possible conflicts. Promote cquivalent consumer 
protection, focusing initially on intermediaries who sell mutual funds 
and [VICs. 


¢ Continue to develop mechanisms to allow for more effective sharing 
of information on regulatory enforcement issues and actions across 
sectors and jurisdictions. 


* Coordinate regulatory efforts on consumer information and 
education by creating an inventory of existing resources and content, 
looking at approaches taken in other jurisdictions and making 
recommendations for improvement. 


¢ Undertake a review of the guidelines for Capital Accumulation Plans 
(CAPs) released by the Joint Forum in 2004, in an cffort to measure 
the success of their implementation and determine if any additional 
work is required in this area. Examples of CAPs include: defined 
contribution registered pension plans, group registered retirement 
savings plans, group registered education savings plans and deferred 
profit sharing plans.

¢ Continue the development of a model pension statute that would 
serve as a model for federal and provincial governments to consider 
when they are making amendments to their pension legislation. 


* Continue to work on the development of a multi-lateral agrecment 
for the regulation of multi-jurisdictional pension plans to replace the 
existing 1968 Reciprocal Agreement.

* Continue to monitor the achievement of principles for managing 
conflicts of interest in the insurance industry. 


¢ Carry on efforts to put forward a model for privilege for documents 
created as part of insurer risk self-assessments and whistle-blower 
protection for persons who volunteer information about an insurer, 
insurance agent, insurance broker or insurance adjuster engaged in 
wrongdoing. 
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Ill. Review and 


Assist regulators in the adoption of methods for collecting insurance 
company complaint data, with the goal of creating a national 
complaint reporting data system. 


Develop and document a vision of risk-based market conduct 
regulation and appropriate tools to support such vision that 
individual regulators can consider for adoption in their jurisdictions 
or might employ collectively with other regulators in addressing 
shared market conduct concerns. 


Enhance the risk-based approach to regulation 


Evaluate the requirement for all defined benefit pension plans 
registered with FSCO to file an Investment Information Summary to 
streamline this risk-based approach to the monitoring of pension plan 
funds. 


Identify new sources and methods for obtaining information about 
the financial strength of pension plan sponsors, such as commercial 
credit and rating data services, to evaluate the safety and soundness 
of plans and enhance protection for plan members. 


Distribute a market conduct questionnaire to auto insurers to assess 
the risk of non-compliance with rate, risk classification and 
underwriting requirements under the Insurance Act. 


Develop risk-based compliance examination techniques for pension 
plans, mortgage brokers and insurance sectors to improve overall 
market conduct and pension plan governance and enhance consumer 
and pension plan member protection. 


Develop risk-based tools and criteria for use by staff in the review of 
applications from the insurance, mortgage broker and co-opcrative 
sectors. 


recommend amendments to the regulatory 
framework to keep pace with changes in the marketplace 


Continue to review partial pension plan wind-ups affected by the 
Monsanto decision to ensure compliance with obligations to 
distribute surplus on partial wind-ups. 


Develop recommendations for changes to the requirements for 
disclosure of plan information to pension plan beneficiarics to 
increase transparency and enhance protection for plan bencficiarics. 


Work with the Ministry of Finance and FSCO stakeholders to: 


Continue to develop proposed regulations, educational standards and 
implement licensing requirements under the Mortgage Brokcrages, 
Lenders and Administrators Act, 2006. 


Develop a plan to implement amendments to the Credit Unions and 
Caisses Populaires Act, 1994, once proclaimed. 


Develop proposals for the implementation of “Prudent Portfolio” 
rules to provide increased flexibility to provincially incorporated 
insurers in their investment decisions, while at the same time, 
maintaining adequate protection for the public. 


Continue to work with the cooperative corporation sector in Ontario 
to develop Co-operative Corporations Act legislation and regulation 
amendments. 


Assist the Ontario Expert Commission on Pensions with the 
examination of legislation that governs the funding of defined benefit 
pension plans, the rules relating to pension deficits and surpluses and 
other issues relating to the security, viability and sustainability of the 
pension system in Ontario. 


Transfer the responsibility for oversight of Statutory Accident 
Benefits representatives (paralegals) to the Law Society of Upper 
Canada.

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Continue work with the Facility Association to evaluate proposals 
for changes to residual market or risk-sharing pool mechanisms to 
ensure that automobile insurance continues to be available to owners 
and licensed drivers who are unable to obtain insurance through the 
voluntary insurance market. 


Develop and implement an assessment process for cost recovery 
from the pension sector. 


Draft recommendations for the licensing of wholesale brokers to 
enhance consumer protection. 


Conduct research to determine the feasibility of developing 
additional Pre-Approved Framework (PAF) Guidelines for the 
treatment of automobile accident injurics under the Statutory 
Accident Benefits Schedule (SABS) to improve utilization of health 
care services and provide certainty around cost and payment for 
insurers and health care providers. 


Support the implementation of the Health Claims for Auto Insurance

FSCO Funding 


Under section 25 of the FSCO Act, the Lieutenant Governor-in-Council 
may assess all cntitics that form part of a regulated sector with respect to 
all expenses and expenditures that the Ministry of Finance and FSCO 
have incurred. The Minister of Finance is also authorized to establish 
fees with respect to the regulated sectors for services provided by FSCO. 


In determining the administration of the funding system, FSCO has 
established that it will: 


Be fair 
Reflect the use of FSCO resources 


Enable reasonable predictability of regulatory costs 
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* Be simple to administer 
* Be flexible and easily modified 


FSCO has also made a commitment to the following principles in 
carrying out its funding system. 


* Revenues will not exceed forecasted expenditures for each sector. 


¢ Disruption will be minimized and changes will take into account the 
effect of fecs on the marketplace; and 


¢ FSCO will be accountable to its stakeholders for the efficiency and 
quality of the services delivered. 


For the insurance sector, FSCO has moved to quarterly calculation of 
assessments. This approach provides the insurance sector with estimates 
of annual costs carly in the year and allows for adjustments to be made 
in a more timely manner. 


Effective fiscal 2007-08, FSCO will begin to recover its costs from the 
pension sector via an annual assessment rather than through Annual 
Information Return (AIR) fees.

FSCO continued to work with other Canadian regulators in coordinating 
regulation of the financial services industry at the national level through 
the following activitics: 


Joint Forum 


¢ Continued to work with the Financial Services OmbudsNetwork to 
define performance standards for dispute resolution services, build 
appropriate measurement and reporting systems around those 
standards, and promote harmonization and consistency among the 
industry-level OmbudServices. 


¢ Developed prototype point of sale disclosure documents to enhance 
protection for consumers entering into a mutual fund, segregated 
fund or [VIC to ensure consumers are aware of the risks and benefits 
of these investment products at the time of purchase. 


* Conducted research on problems resulting from differences in 
investment rules for pension funds, mutual funds and other pooled 
investment funds. 


e Initiated a review of the guidelines for Capital Accumulation Plans. 
CAPSA 


¢ Finalized the non-contentious model law principles identified during 
stakcholder consultations in 2004. The development of a model 
pension statute is a step towards addressing requests from industry to 
improve harmonization and reduce regulatory burden and _ its 
associated costs. 


¢ Drafted a framework for the development of a multi-lateral 
agreement for the regulation of multi-jurisdictional pension plans. 
The development of a new multi-latcral agreement addresses issucs 
related to the regulation of multi-jurisdictional pension plans, 
improving the environment for industry and plan members. 


CCIR 


* Worked with the Canadian Insurance Services Regulatory 
Organizations (CISRO) to finalize and endorse principles for 
managing conflicts of interest. The Industry Practices Review 
Committee (IPRC), led by FSCO staff, will continue to monitor the 
implementation of these principles for managing conflicts of interest 
in the marketplace. 


* Worked with CISRO to introduce a reliance model of reciprocal 
licensing for insurance agents and brokers in Canada to harmonize 
the requirements for agents who want to be licensed in multiple 
jurisdictions. 


* Prepared a discussion paper for the purposes of obtaining stakcholder 
feedback on privilege for insurer sclf-assessments and whistle- 
blower protection. The Working Group on Privilege received 
fourteen stakcholder submissions, which will be used to develop a 
model for privilege and whistle-blower protection. 


GISA

information on GISA’s business objectives, governance structure and 
code of conduct as well as a manual detailing the revised Automobile 
Statistical Plan requirements. GISA is an independent statistical 
agency overseeing the collection and analysis of auto insurance 
statistical data to ensure rates are just and reasonable for consumers.

¢ Established a research project to identify unlicensed or unregistered 
activity in the mortgage broker sector to protect consumers and 
increase awareness of the licensing requirements for mortgage 
brokers. 


* Examined the feasibility of integrating the financial statement and 
the Investment Information Summary for all defined benefit pension 
plans registered with FSCO to further streamline the monitoring of 
the investment of pension plan funds. 


Ill. Review and recommend amendments to the regulatory 
framework to keep pace with changes in the marketplace 


* Reviewed partial pension plan wind-ups affected by the Monsanto 
decision to ensure compliance with obligations to distribute surplus 
on partial wind-ups. To date, more than a third of the approximately 
300 cases have been resolved and FSCO continues to monitor the 
situation to promote timely resolution. 


¢ Evaluated the delinquent filing process as it currently applics to 
pension plans registered with FSCO to enhance risk-based 
monitoring and protection for beneficiaries. 


¢ Revised Pre-Approved Framework (PAF) Guidelines for the 
treatment of whiplash-associated disorders (WAD) I and II injuries 
under the Statutory Accident Benefits Schedule (SABS) with input 
from stakcholders to improve utilization of health care services for 
the treatment of automobile accident injuries and provide certainty 
around cost and payment for insurers and health care providers. 


¢ Participated in a Ministry of Finance-led working group that 
prepared a consultation draft of proposed amendments to the Credit 
Unions and Caisses Populaires Act, 1994. 


¢ Worked with the co-operative corporation sector in Ontario to 
develop Co-operative Corporations Act legislation and regulation 
amendments. 


¢ Supported the development of the Health Claims for Auto Insurance 
(HCAI) database, a system that allows for the electronic exchange of 
health claim information between health care providers and 
insurance companies, supporting the need for access to timely 
accurate data to monitor the auto insurance system. A regulation was 
passed in December 2006 to support a pilot of the system in 2007. 


¢ Reviewed Regulation 283/95, Disputes Between Insurers, with the 
objective of enhancing protection of claimants and ensuring access to 
statutory accident benefits when two or more insurers are disputing 
which one has the responsibility to pay the benefits. FSCO has 
revicwed the operation of the regulation with stakcholders and 
developed recommended changes.

Reviewed proposals from the Facility Association on possible 
changes to residual market or risk-sharing pool mechanisms _ to 
ensure that automobile insurance continues to be available to owners 
and licensed drivers who are unable to obtain insurance through the 
voluntary insurance market. 


Worked with the Ministry of Finance to draft “Prudent Portfolio” 
rules to provide increased flexibility to Ontario incorporated insurers 
and Ontario-formed reciprocal insurers in their investment decisions, 
while at the same time, maintaining adequate protection for the 
public. Bill 151, which includes these amendments, reccived royal 
assent in December, 2006. 


Worked with the Ministry of Finance to develop a consultation draft 
of regulations to support the implementation of the Mortgage 
Brokerages, Lenders and Administrators Act, 2006. 


Conducted a review of proposed education requirements for those 
who would be licensed as mortgage brokers and agents under the 
Mortgage Brokerages, Lenders and Administrators Act, 2006. 


Examined possible options for conducting a five-year review of the 
auto insurance system to facilitate updates and improvements to the 
current system. 


Worked with the Ministry of Finance to complete regulation 
amendments required for the implementation of harmonized classes 
of insurance and applicable definitions in Ontario. 


Improve delivery of services 


Reviewed the current dispute resolution process to censure the 
delivery of dispute resolution services in the most effective manner 
possible. As a result of the review, modifications aimed at making 
services more user-friendly and efficient will be made throughout 
2007. 


In anticipation of new licensing requirements, developed a single 
online destination for the processing of licensing applications and 
renewals from mortgage brokers and agents. The current mortgage 
brokers case management system was upgraded to capture additional 
data and provide new functionality. 


Enhanced the current online system for processing licensing 
applications and renewals from insurance agents. The system, which 
has been re-branded as Licensing Link, now accommodates a greater 
range of licensing transactions. Effective July 4, 2006 all licensing 
transactions for agents must be completed online, climinating 
inefficient and costly paper-based processing methods. 


Conducted additional training for auto insurers on the use of the 
ARCTICS system to facilitate the submission of more auto insurance 
filings by electronic means to increase efficiency. 


Prepared and posted additional co-operative corporations sector 
guidance materials on the FSCO website and provided further co- 
operative corporations support through the FSCO/Ministry of 
Finance Co-Operative Corporations Sector meeting group. 


Created electronic forms in multiple formats for auto insurance 
stakcholders. These “smart” forms are automated and interactive, 
making the submission of information casicr and more efficient for 
stakeholders. 


Launched the Pension Bulletin online in September 2006. This area 
of the FSCO website delivers pension information that was 
previously found in FSCO’s paper bulletins, in an casy-to-navigate, 
electronic format. Subscribers to the Pension e-Bulletin get periodic 
electronic newsletters listing recent updates to the Pension Bulletin 
online to ensure they have the most up-to-date information at their 
fingertips. 
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The Financial Services Tribunal 


The Financial Services Tribunal (the Tribunal) is an independent, 
adjudicative body composed of nine to 15 members (14 members as of 
April 1, 2007), including the Chair and two Vice-Chairs of the 
Commission. 


The Tribunal has exclusive jurisdiction to exercise the powers conferred 
under the FSCO Act and other Acts that confer powers on or assign 
duties to the Tribunal. It also has exclusive jurisdiction to determine all 
questions of fact or law that arise in any proceeding before it. 


As well, the Tribunal has authority to make rules for the practice and 
procedure to be observed in a proceeding before it, and to order a party 
to a proceeding before it to pay the costs of another party or the 
Tribunal’s costs of the proceeding. 


For the year ahead the Tribunal has identified the following priority: 


¢ Produce literature/brochures to assist parties, particularly those who 
are unrepresented or unfamiliar with the Tribunal’s rules, practices 
and procedures. 


Conclusion 


This statement outlines FSCO’s proposed slate of activitics and projects 
for 2007. 


FSCO continues to benefit from strong partnerships with stakeholders to 
achieve its objectives.

Introduction 


La Commission des services financiers de |’?Ontario (CSFO) est un 
organisme de réglementation institué par la Loi de 1997 sur la 
Commission des services financiers de l'Ontario (Loi sur la CSFO). 


En vertu de larticle 11 de la Loi sur la CSFO, la Commission des 
services financiers de |l’Ontario (CSFO) doit remettre au ministre des 
Finances et faire publier dans la Gazette de |'Ontario, au plus tard le 30 
juin de chaque annéc, « une déclaration énongant les priorités que la 
Commission se propose de suivre pendant l’exercice pour l’application 
de la présente loi ct de toutes les autres lois qui conférent des pouvoirs 
ou attribuent des fonctions a la Commission ou au surintendant ». 


Le présent document constitue le dixiéme Enoncé des priorités de la 
CSFO. Il présente les principaux défis que doit relever la CSFO, décrit 
les priorités d’ordre stratégique prévucs pour l’exercice a venir ct fait 
état des récents progres accomplis dans le cadre des projets importants. 
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Trois entités composent la CSFO : la Commission, constituée de cing 
personnes, le surintendant des services financiers ct son équipe ct le 
Tribunal des services financiers. La CSFO réglemente les assurances, les 
régimes de retraite, les sociétés de prét et de fiducic, les credit unions ct 
caisses populaires, les courtiers en préts hypothécaires et les socictés 
coopératives de |’Ontario. 


Au 1" mars 2007, la CSFO réglementait ou avait inscrit 394 compagnies 
d’assurance, 8 086 régimes de retraite, 219 credit unions et caisses 
populaires, 51 sociétés de prét ct de fiducie, 1 007 courtiers en préts 
hypothécaires ct 1 599 coopératives, ainsi qu’environ 36 900 agents 
d’assurance, 3 837 agences d’assurance constituées en personne morale 
et | 100 experts d’assurance. Les sectcurs réglementés représentent unc 
industrie d’envergure, dynamique et en pleine évolution, qui jouc un réle 
essenticl dans |’économie de la province et la sécurité financi¢re des 
personnes et des familles. 


Notre mandat 


Afin de protéger lintérét public et d’accroitre la confiance du public 
dans Ices secteurs réglementés, la CSFO fournit des services de 
réglementation qui protégent les consommateurs de services financiers et 
les bénéficiaires de régimes de retraite et soutiennent un secteur des 
services financicrs sain et concurrenticl 


Notre vision 


La CSFO s’engage a demeurer un organisme de réglementation vigilant, 
équitable et proactif dont la présence au sein du marché des services 
financiers de l'Ontario est constructive et réceptive. 


Principaux défis 


La CSFO procéde a des exercices de planification afin d’établir ses 
priorités stratégiques actuclles et futures conformément a ses objectifs. 
Pour étre efficace, ce processus doit tenir compte de facteurs extéricurs 
qui modelent |’industric des services financiers. Cette année, la CSFO a 
continué de relever les défis suivants : 


Mondialisation 


La tendance soutenue vers la mondialisation ect le regroupement 
international dans les secteurs financiers cstompe les fronti¢res de 
compétence. Aujourd’hui, les fournisscurs de services financiers peuvent 
atteindre Iles consommateurs grace a Internet et aux technologics de 
commerce électronique ct dépendent moins des modéles commerciaux 
traditionnels fondés sur des succursales locales. Cette évolution a mené a 
des regroupements ct des fusions centre institutions financiéres, a 
augmentation du nombre de multinationales fournissant des services 
financiers ct a une transformation des modes de prestation des services. 
Dans ce marché mondial en ligne, les entreprises ne se limitent plus a un 
ou deux secteurs d’activité ct peuvent offrir un vaste éventail de services 
financiers, pour la plupart assujettis a des régimes de réglementation 
distincts. 


Sous l’influence de ces facteurs, la production, la commercialisation ct la 
prestation des produits financicrs ont également changé, ce qui a mené a 
une multiplication accrue des questions liécs a la réglementation. Le 
nouveau marché sans frontic¢res rendu possible par la technologie incite 
les autorités de réglementation des services financiers 4 adopter une 
démarche globale intersectorielle et pangouvernementale en mati¢re de 


réglementation. 
Renouvellement de la réglementation 


Les autorités de réglementation doivent suivre le rythme de |’évolution 
rapide du marché des services financiers. La CSFO est ainsi tenuc 
d’adopter des méthodes affinées de réglementation multisectoriclle afin 
de régler les questions auxquclles sont confrontés les fournisscurs de 
services financiers, quelle que soit leur taille, tout en optimisant 
Vutilisation des ressources. Les méthodes de réglementation fondées sur 


le risque permettent d’atteindre cet objectif en employant les ressources 
de réglementation plus efficacement et dans Iles secteurs ot clics auront 
probablement le rendement le plus élevé. Pour employer ces méthodes le 
plus efficacement possible, les autorités de réglementation doivent 
absolument avoir a lcur disposition des outils permettant de recucillir et 
d’analyser les données pertinentes. 


Conditions du marché 


Les changements récents qui ont touché l’activité économique mondiale 
ont cu des répercussions sur |’économie canadienne ct contribuent a 
Vincertitude au sein des marchés. Malgré la conjoncture ¢conomique 
moins favorable, la croissance a repris en Ontario ct devrait se renforcer 
parallélement a l’accroissement de la demande aux Etats-unis, alors que 
’économie subit limpulsion de la baisse du prix du pétrole ct du dollar 
canadien. Il est donc cssenticl que les autorités de réglementation 
continuent de bien surveiller et gérer le msque de maniére a renforcer la 
confiance des consommateurs ct du public envers les secteurs réglementés 
et a contribuer a la vigueur du marché des services financiers. 


Protection et information des consommateurs 


L’innovation technologique dans le marché des services financicrs 
habilite les consommateurs en leur donnant un choix inégalé de produits 
et services. Tout en offrant des possibilités accrues, un marché plus 
diversifi¢é peut aussi par sa complexité faire qu’il soit plus difficile pour 
les consommateurs d’cffectuer des choix éclairés. Les consommateurs 
font de plus cn plus appel a l’aide de professionnels pour prendre des 
décisions financiéres. En raison de |’expansion des fournisscurs de 
services financiers, la CSFO doit investir dans une varicté d’ initiatives 
pour disposcr des outils permettant de fournir de l'information fiable aux 
consommateurs, de protéger ccs dernicrs d’activités illicites et de les 
aider a régler les différends qui peuvent surgir. 


Enjeux pour la CSFO 


Afin de surmonter ces défis, la CSFO a établi des priorités stratégiques. 
Ces priorités reposent sur l’exécution des principales activités que la 
Commission méne en vue d’accomplir sa mission. Chacune de ces 
activités étant d’égale importance, celles ne sont pas énumérées dans un 
ordre particulier : 


I. Promouvoir une approche nationale coordonnée en mati¢re de 
réglementation. 


II. Amélhorer Vapproche axée sur le risque en maticre de 
réglementation. 


Ill. Etudier et recommander des modifications au cadre réglementaire 
de fagon a suivre le rythme de |’évolution des marchés. 


IV. Amélhorer la prestation des services. 


La CSFO croit que ces priorités stratégiques ct les initiatives décrites ci- 
aprés qui y sont associcées seront bénéfiques pour les consommateurs ct 
les bénéficiaires de régimes de retraite. En se concentrant sur ccs 
priorités, la CSFO sera en mesure de s’acquitter de son mandat, a savoir 
protéger les consommateurs de services financiers et les bénéficiaires de 
régimes de retraite, tout en soutenant une industric des services 
financiers saine et concurrenticlle cn Ontario. 


Pour exécuter son mandat, la CSFO a instauré une culture du partenariat 
et du dialogue. Elle continue de bénéficier d’une étroite coopération avec 
les consommateurs, les acteurs de l’industric et d’autres intervenants. 
Pour cette raison, un grand nombre de projets entrepris par la CSFO sont 
complexes, dans la mesure ot ils nécessitent la participation de 
nombreux intervenants ct doivent Gtre menés en collaboration avec lc 
gouvernement fédéral et d’autres administrations provinciales. Par 
conséquent, la mise en ceuvre de nombreuses initiatives s’échelonnent de 
facon continue sur plusicurs années. 


La technologie joue un rdle important dans le mainticn de rapports 
solides entre la CSFO et ses intervenants. C’est grace a la technologic 
que la Commission communique des renseignements a ces dernicrs ct 
leur offre des services. A cette fin, la CSFO utilise toutes les formes de 
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communications ¢lectroniques, menant des affaires avec les membres de 
’industrie par voie électronique ect offrant aux consommateurs un acces 
en ligne aux services et aux informations. La CSFO est convaincue que 
si les consommateurs et les bénéficiaires de régimes de retraite ont un 
meilleur accés a l’information, ils seront micux équipés pour faire des 
choix avisés et protéger leurs intéréts. 


L’Enoncé des priorités de la CSFO inclut un rapport sur les initiatives 
principales annoncées dans |’Enoncé de l’exercice précédent. Ce rapport, 
situé a la fin du présent document, énumeére Ics réalisations accomplics 
au cours de l’année écoulée ct leurs avantages escomptcs pour les 
intervenants ct le syst¢me de réglementation. 


Priorités stratégiques de la CSFO 


I. Promouvoir une approche nationale coordonnée en matiére de 
réglementation 


La CSFO continue de travailler avec d’autres organismes de 
réglementation canadicns afin de coordonner la réglementation du 
secteur des services financiers a |’échelle du pays. 


La CSFO, favorable a I’Claboration de solutions de réglementation 
harmonisées, participe au Forum conjoint des autorités de réglementation 
du marché financier (Forum conjoint), a l’Association canadienne des 
organismes de controle des régimes de retraite (ACOR), au Conscil 
canadien des responsables de la réglementation d’assurance (CCRRA), a 
l’Agence statistique d’assurance générale (ASAG) et aux Organisations 
d’encadrement des services d’assurance du Canada (OESAC). 


La CSFO collabore avec ces organismes nationaux a titre de membre ou, 
dans certains cas, de responsable de comités ct d’équipes de projets 
mandatés pour cntreprendre les initiatives décrites ci-apres. Certains de 
ces projects meneront a la présentation aux gouvernements ct aux 
autorités de ré¢glementation membres de recommandations relatives a la 
mise en ceuvre en vue de changements législatifs. En Ontario, les 
recommandations devront ¢tre ecxaminées ct approuvées par le 
gouvernement de la province.

Financement de la CSFO 


En vertu de l’article 25 de la Loi sur la CSFO, le licutenant-gouverneur 
en conscil peut imposer a toutes les entités qui font partic d’un secteur 
réglementé une cotisation relativement aux frais ct dépenses que le 
minist¢re des Finances ou la CSFO auront engagés. Le ministre des 
Finances est également autorisé a fixer des droits applicables aux 
secteurs réglementés pour les services fournis par la CSFO. 


La CSFO a décidé que |’administration du syst¢me de financement : 


serait équitable; 

refléterait l'utilisation des ressources de la CSFO; 

permettrait une prévisibilité raisonnable des frais réglementaires; 
scrait simple a gérer; 


serait souple et facile a modifier. 
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La CSFO s’est également cngagée a respecter les principes suivants en 
mati¢re d’administration du syst¢me de financement : 


* les revenus ne doivent pas excéder les dépenses prévues pour chaque 
secteur; 


* les perturbations scront minimales ct les modifications tiendront 
compte de l’effet des droits sur le marché;

Duties 


1. (1) The duty of a health professionals advisory committee established by a local health integration network under 
subsection 16 (5) of the Act is to provide advice to the network on how to achieve patient-centred health care within the local 
health system for the purpose of assisting the network in carrying out its activities. 


(2) In providing advice under subsection (1), the health professionals advisory committee shall consider the following 
matters to support the local health integration network in carrying out its activities: 


1. The health status of those demographic segments of the population that the network specifies. 
Innovative approaches to health service delivery. 

The utilization of health human resources. 

Health promotion and wellness. 


Other matters that the committee determines and that are consistent with the objects of the network.

Composition 


2. (1) A local health integration network shall appoint a person as a member of a health professionals advisory committee 
only if, 


(a) the person is, 
(1) a member within the meaning of the Regulated Health Professions Act, 1991, 
(11) registered as a drugless practitioner under the Drugless Practitioners Act, or 


(iii) a member of the Ontario College of Social Workers and Social Service Workers who holds a certificate of 
registration for social work; and 


(b) the person practises or resides in the geographic area of the network. 
(2) A local health integration network shall not appoint a person as a member of a health professionals advisory committee 
if, 
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(a) the person is a member of the board or an officer of a corporation or entity that represents the interests of persons who 
are part of the health sector and whose main purpose is advocacy for the interest of those persons; 


(b) the person receives compensation to represent the interests of a corporation or entity described in clause (a), whether 
or not the person is an employee of the corporation or entity; 


(c) the person is a president, vice-president, chair, vice-chair, treasurer, secretary, chief executive officer or executive 
director of a local, provincial, national or international trade union or performs functions for a trade union similar to 
those normally performed by a person holding any of those titles; 


(d) the person receives compensation to represent the interests of a trade union, except if the person is an employee of the 
trade union; or 


(e) the person has been the subject of a finding of professional misconduct, incompetence or incapacity in Ontario or any 
other jurisdiction and the finding has not been set aside on appeal or judicial review, as the case may be. 


(3) A member of a health professionals advisory committee of a local health integration network shall cease to be a 
member of the committee if, 


(a) the person ceases to be eligible to be appointed to the committee under subsection (1) or (2); 
(b) the person resigns; or 
(c) the network revokes the person’s appointment. 
(4) A health professionals advisory committee shall consist of at least 12 persons, being, 
(a) four members of the College of Physicians and Surgeons of Ontario, being, 
(1) one who is authorized to practise in the area of family medicine and who practises in the community, 


(11) one who ts authorized to practise in a specialty of medicine that is not family medicine and who provides care to 
in-patients in a hospital, and 


(111) two additional members; 
(b) four members of the College of Nurses of Ontario, 
(1) being at least one from each of the following sectors: hospital, community and long-term care, and 
(11) of whom at least one holds a certificate of registration for registered practical nurses; 
(c) one member of the College of Dietitians of Ontario who is from the hospital, long-term care or community sector; 
(d) one member of the College of Occupational Therapists of Ontario or the College of Physiotherapists of Ontario; 
(e) one member of the Ontario College of Pharmacists who is from the hospital, long-term care or community sector; and 


(f) one member of the College of Psychologists of Ontario or the Ontario College of Social Workers and Social Service 
Workers who is from the community, long-term care or mental health sector. 


(5) In addition to the 12 persons described in subsection (4), a health professionals advisory committee may consist of 
three other persons, none of whom shall be a member of the College of Nurses of Ontario or the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Ontario.

ADMINISTRATIVE MONETARY PENALTIES 


Administrative monetary penalty 


1. A person whose driver’s licence is suspended under section 48.3 of the Act shall pay to the Ministry an administrative 
monetary penalty of $150. 


Licence not reinstated until penalty is paid 
2. (1) The driver’s licence of a person who owes a penalty under section | shall not be reinstated until the penalty is paid. 


(2) Ifa person’s driver’s licence is suspended under section 48.3 of the Act again after a penalty is imposed under section 
1 of this Regulation but before his or her driver’s licence is reinstated after the first such suspension, only one penalty under 
section | is payable by that person prior to his or her licence being reinstated. 


(3) A person who pays the penalty imposed under section | of this Regulation before his or her licence is reinstated is not 
required to pay a reinstatement fee, in respect of the same reinstatement, under subsection 26 (1.1) of Ontario Regulation 
340/94 (Drivers’ Licences) made under the Act. 


(4) A person who pays the reinstatement fee under subsection 26 (1.1) of Ontario Regulation 340/94 (Drivers’ Licences) 
made under the Act before his or her licence is reinstated is not required to pay the penalty, in respect of the same 
reinstatement, imposed under section | of this Regulation. 


Licence cancelled for failure to pay penalty 


3. If a person does not pay the penalty imposed under section | of this Regulation before the end of the suspension period 
under section 48.3 of the Act, his or her driver’s licence shall be cancelled at the end of the suspension period. 
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Additional penalty 


4. Where payment for the penalty imposed under section | is dishonoured, a further penalty of $15 is imposed, and is 
added to the penalty that is payable under section 1. 


Other suspensions unaffected 


5. Nothing in this Regulation affects the operation of another suspension of the person’s driver’s licence under the Act or 
any other Act or a regulation made under the Act or under any other Act. 


Commencement 


6. This Regulation comes into force on the later of June 15, 2007 and the day it is filed.

MINISTER’S ORDER 


UNDER THE PERSONAL PROPERTY SECURITY ACT 


DEFINITIONS 
In this Order, 
“Act” means the Personal Property Security Act; 


“address” includes the postal code or the equivalent thercof, if 
any, 


“artificial body” includes a partnership, corporation, association, 
organization, estate of a deccased natural person, trade union, 
church or other religious organization, syndicate, joint venture, 
trust or trustee in bankruptcy; 


“maturity datc” or “date of maturity” means the date, excluding 
days of grace, on which the debt will be fully paid if every 
payment is made according to the original terms of the security 
agreement; 


“person” means an artificial body or a natural person; 


“principal amount” means the amount that is secured or is 
intended to be secured under the original terms of the security 
agreement and may include interest, precalculated interest, 
carrying charges, insurance premiums or any other cost or charge; 


“registering agent” means a person who acts as an agent for a 
secured party or assignor when submitting a statement for 
registration but docs not include a clerk or other employee of the 
secured party or assignor; 


“specific page of registration” means, in respect of a single page 
registration, the financing statement or financing change 
statement that is registered and, in respect of a multiple page 
registration, one of the financing statements or financing change 
statements that is registered and that comprises a page of the 
multiple page registration or a motor vehicle schedule that is 
attached to a statement and that comprises a page of the multiple 
page registration;

“vehicle identification number’ means the number that the 
person who constructed the motor vehicle affixed to it for 
identification purposes. 


FORM OF STATEMENT AND WHEN REQUIRED 


If the Act requires a financing statement or a financing change 
statement to be registered, the statement shall be in the 
electronic format approved by the registrar. 


CONTENT OF FINANCING STATEMENT 


A financing statement shall set out in the appropriate place 
according to the information being entered, 


(a) a“P” to indicate that a registration is being made under the 
Act; 


(b) the number of years for the registration period; 


(c) the information required under section 16 and, if the 
person is a natural person, the date of birth of the person; 


(d) the address of the debtor; 
(c) the name and address of the secured party; 


(f) the classification of the collateral as consumer goods, 
inventory, equipment, accounts or that the classification is 
other than consumcr goods, inventory, cquipment or 
accounts or any combination thereof; 


(g) if a motor vehicle is included in the collateral, an 
indication that it is included; 


(h) if a motor vehicle schedule is attached, an indication that it 
is attached; 


(i) if all the collateral is classificd as consumer goods, the 
principal amount; and 


(j) if all the collateral is classified as consumer goods, the 
maturity date or, if there is no fixed date of maturity, an 
indication that there is no fixed maturity date. 


If there is more than one secured party, the name and address of 
at least one secured party shall be set out in the appropriate 
place on the financing statement. 


If a security interest is assigned, the name and address of the 
assignor may be set out instead of the name and address and of 
the secured party. 


The registration period of a financing statement shall be a whole 
number and if the collateral, 


(a) includes consumer goods, the period shall be for one year 
up to five years, as the case requires; or 


(b) docs not include consumer goods, the period shall be for 
one year up to twenty-five years or for a perpetual period, 


as the case requires. 


A financing statement may set out in the appropriate place 
according to the information being entered, 


(a) the name and address of the registering agent, if any; and 


(b) the Ontario corporation number, if the debtor is a 
corporation incorporated in Ontario. 
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If a registration period of a financing statement is a perpetual 
period, the period shall be designated on the financing statement 
by the number “99”. 


If the collateral includes a motor vehicle and the motor vehicle 
is classified as consumer goods, the motor vehicle shall be 
described on line 11 or 12 on the financing statement or in the 
appropriate place on a motor vehicle schedule.

set out an additional classification based on any secondary use. 


COLLATERAL BROUGHT INTO ONTARIO 


A financing statement that is tendered for registration with respect 
to the following matters shall be designated as a caution filing and 
shall sect out the information required by section 3 except that the 
date of birth of a natural person need not be set out: 


1. Collateral that is intended to be brought into Ontario and 
that is subject to a security interest in another jurisdiction. 


2. Collateral that is brought into Ontario and that is subject to 
a security interest in another jurisdiction at the time that it 
is brought into Ontario. 


3. Goods that are brought into Ontario and that are subject to 
the seller’s right to revendicate or to resume possession of 
the goods. 


RENEWAL OF A REGISTRATION 
If a registration period is extended, the financing change 
statement referred to in subsection 52 (1) of the Act shall be 
designated as a renewal and shall set out, 
(a) the information required under section 19; and 


(b) the number of years by which the registration period is 
extended. 


The extension of a registration period shall be a whole number 
and, if the collateral, 


(a) includes consumer goods, subject to subsection 51(6) of 
the Act, the period shall be extended for one year up to 
tive years, as the case requires; or 


(b) docs not include consumer goods, the period shall be 
extended for one year up to twenty-five years or for a 
perpetual period, as the case requires. 


If the registration period is extended for a perpetual period, the 
period shall be designated on the financing change statement by 
the number “99”. 


REGISTRATION OF A FINANCING STATEMENT 
UNDER SUBSECTION 52 (2) OF THE ACT 


Subject to subsection (2), if a registration ceases to be effective, 
the financing statement referred to in subsection 52 (2) of the 
Act shall set out the information required under section 3. 


If the secured party’s name was changed or the secured party 
assigned its interest in all of the collateral since the original 
financing statement was registered, the financing statement 
referred to in subsection 52 (2) of the Act shall sct out the new 
name of the secured party or the assignee’s name, as the case 
requires.

WAIVER OF PAYMENT OF FEES 


Pursuant to clause 59.1(b) of the Vital Statistics Act, R.S.O. 1990, c.V.4, 
I, Gerry Phillips, Minister of Government Services and Registrar 
General, make the following Order: 


1. (1) The payment of the fee payable under section 3 of Ontario 
Regulation 511/01 for a birth certificate or replacement birth certificate 
is waived for a homeless or marginally-housed individual in Ontario 
whose application for a birth certificate or replacement birth certificate is 
forwarded to the office of the Registrar General by a corporation that 
meets the requirements set out in subsection (2) of this Order. 


(2) The corporation referred to in subsection (1) must meet the 
following requirements: 


1. The corporation must be a non-profit corporation. 


2. The corporation must have a mandate to assist homeless or 
marginally-housed individuals in Ontario to obtain a_ birth 
certificate or replacement birth certificate, in order to assist those 
individuals to access necessary services such as health care, shelter, 
housing, food, mental health services and social assistance. 


3. There must be no other public funding available to the 
corporation for the payment of the fee for the birth certificate or 
replacement birth certificate. 


4. The corporation must be a party to an agreement with the Deputy 
Registrar General for a definite term, under which the 
corporation agrees that, 


i. the corporation will not seek the waiver of the payment of the 
fee for a birth certificate or replacement birth certificate for 
an individual, unless it believes that the individual is 
homeless or marginally-housed and that the individual needs 
the birth certificate or replacement birth certificate in order to 
assist the individual to access necessary services such as 
health care, shelter, housing, food, mental health services and 
social assistance, 


ii. the corporation will not disclose to anyone other than the 
office of the Registrar General the identity of, or any other 
personal information about, an individual whose application 
for a birth certificate or replacement birth certificate the 
corporation forwards to the office of the Registrar General, 
unless the corporation first obtains the written consent of the 
individual or a person authorized to consent on behalf of the 
individual,

1. Subsection 1 (1) of Regulation 347 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 is amended by adding the 
following definition: 


“lubricating oil” means petroleum-derived or synthetic crankcase oil, engine oil, hydraulic fluid, transmission fluid, gear oil, 
heat transfer fluid, or other oil or fluid used for lubricating machinery or equipment; 


2. Subsection 2 (1) of the Regulation is amended by adding the following paragraph: 

16. Used lubricating oil. 

3. Section 28.3 of the Regulation is amended by adding the following subsection: 

(3.1) A waste-derived fuel site described in subsection 28.6 (1) that is exempt under subsection (2) ceases to be exempt if, 
(a) the site is altered by the replacement of the combustion unit; 


(b) the site is altered by an increase in the capacity of the combustion unit or the incorporation of an additional combustion 
unit; or 


(c) the site is enlarged or extended. 
4. The Regulation is amended by adding the following section: 


28.6 (1) No person shall use, operate, establish, alter, enlarge or extend a waste-derived fuel site, or cause or permit the 
use, operation, establishment, alteration, enlargement or extension of a waste-derived fuel site, if the site includes a 
combustion unit that is used principally for heating the interior of a building or other enclosed space for the comfort of 
occupants or for the provision of a suitable temperature for materials, including plant or animal life, in the building or 
enclosed space. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to a waste-derived fuel site that is located in the Territorial District of Algoma, 
Cochrane, Kenora, Manitoulin, Nipissing, Parry Sound, Rainy River, Sudbury, Thunder Bay or Timiskaming. 


(3) Before June 1, 2009, subsection (1) does not apply to a waste-derived fuel site that is in operation on the day this 
section comes into force, if, on the day this section comes into force, 


(a) the combustion unit is operating under a certificate of approval that authorizes acceptance and combustion of waste 
and that was issued under section 9 of the Act before January 11, 2007; 


(b) the site is used in agriculture; or 
(c) pursuant to subsection 28.3 (2), the site is exempt from section 27 of the Act in respect of its use and operation. 
(4) Subsection (3) ceases to apply to a waste-derived fuel site if, 


(a) the site is altered by the replacement of the combustion unit; 
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(b) the site is altered by an increase in the capacity of the combustion unit or the incorporation of an additional combustion 
unit; or 


(c) the site is enlarged or extended.

LOTTERIES 


DEFINITIONS AND APPLICATION OF REGULATION 
Definitions 
1. In this Regulation, 


“lottery” means a game of chance that is played using a lottery ticket and that is not operated on or through a slot machine or 
played on tables or wheels of fortune; 


“lottery equipment” means, 
(a) a lottery ticket, 


(b) on-line terminals, electronic ticket checkers and similar equipment that, in the opinion of the Registrar, is integral to 
the conduct, management or operation of a lottery, but does not include telecommunications equipment, or 


(c) other equipment that could influence the outcome of a lottery; 


“lottery equipment supplier” means a person, other than the Ontario Lottery and Gaming Corporation or the Interprovincial 
Lottery Corporation, who, 


(a) manufactures, provides, installs, tests, maintains or repairs lottery equipment or provides gaming services that, 
(1) could influence the outcome of a lottery, or 
(11) in the opinion of the Registrar, are integral to the conduct, management or operation of a lottery, 

(b) manufactures, provides, installs, tests, maintains or repairs a lottery management system; 


“lottery management system” means any computer-based equipment or software used in the operation of a lottery and 
includes computerized systems for monitoring lottery equipment and equipment used for recording or transmitting gaming 
information or information about transactions 1n a lottery; 


“lottery retailer” means a person authorized by the Ontario Lottery and Gaming Corporation to sell lottery tickets to the 
public; 


“lottery retailer manager” means an individual who is employed by a lottery retailer that sells lottery tickets to the public and 
who, in the opinion of the Registrar, 


(a) exercises significant decision-making authority with respect to the operation of lotteries by the retailer, or 
(b) supervises employees or other persons employed by the retailer in operating lotteries; 

“lottery ticket” means a ticket or other means of participating in a lottery; 

“prescribed lottery” means a lottery prescribed by section 2; 


“Registrar” means the Registrar of Alcohol and Gaming. 
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Prescribed lottery 
7 2. A lottery is prescribed for the purposes of clause (b) of the definition of “game of chance” in subsection | (1) of the 
CL 
CLASSES OF REGISTRANTS 
Classes of suppliers 
3. The following classes of suppliers are established for the purposes of registration under the Act: 
1. Lottery equipment supplier. 


2. Lottery retailer. 


Lottery equipment supplier 


4. No person, other than the Ontario Lottery and Gaming Corporation, the Interprovincial Lottery Corporation or a 
registered lottery equipment supplier, is authorized to do any of the actions described in the definition of “lottery equipment 
supplier” in section |. 


Lottery retailer 


5. No person, other than the Ontario Lottery and Gaming Corporation or a registered lottery retailer, is authorized to do 
any of the actions described in the definition of “lottery retailer” in section 1. 


Class of gaming assistants 


6. The class of lottery retailer manager is established as a class of gaming assistants for the purpose of registration under 
the Act. 


Lottery retailer manager 
7. No person, other than a registered lottery retailer or a registered lottery retailer manager, is authorized to do any of the 
actions described in the definition of “lottery retailer manager” in section 1. 
APPLICATIONS 
Form and contents of application 


8. An application for registration or renewal of registration as a supplier or a gaming assistant under this Regulation shall 
be in a form provided by the Registrar and shall state the class or classes of registration for which the applicant is applying 
and an address for service in Ontario. 


Response of Registrar 


9. (1) Upon receiving a completed application under section 8, the Registrar shall consider the application and either grant 
it or refuse it. 


(2) Upon granting an application, the Registrar shall issue a certificate of registration to the applicant stating the expiry 
date of the registration. 


(3) A registration that is granted or renewed expires within four years from the date set out on the certificate of 
registration. 
TERMS OF REGISTRATION 
Terms of registration 


10. The requirements set out in sections 11 to 17 for registrants are terms of their registration. 


Certificates 


11. (1) Every lottery retailer registered under this Regulation shall prominently display the retailer’s certificate of 
registration or a copy of the certificate at the business premises identified in the retailer’s registration. 


(2) Every gaming assistant registered under this Regulation shall carry or have immediate access to their certificate of 
registration when carrying out any duties of employment. 


Standards and recording 


12. Every supplier registered under this Regulation and every gaming assistant registered under this Regulation who 
provides goods or services with respect to a lottery shall comply with, 


(a) the standards for the goods and services that the Registrar specifies to ensure the safety, security and integrity of the 
lottery; and 
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(b) the requirements that the Registrar specifies with respect to the recording and maintaining of financial and related 
information in a timely, accurate and auditable manner. 
Responsibilities for employees and suppliers 


13. (1) Every supplier registered under this Regulation shall be responsible for the conduct of every person employed by 
the supplier in the performance of their duties in relation to the supplier’s registration. 


(2) Every lottery retailer registered under this Regulation shall ensure that every lottery retailer manager employed by the 
retailer in relation to the retailer’s registration has the registration required to perform the functions assigned to or carried out 
by the employee. 


(3) At the request of the Registrar, every supplier registered under this Regulation shall complete and file with the 
Registrar, in the form and within the time the Registrar specifies, an information return about, 


(a) its employees who are not required to be registered as gaming assistants but who provide goods or services for the 
operation of a lottery; and 


(b) all persons with whom it contracts in relation to the supplier’s registration. 


(4) Every supplier registered under this Regulation shall ensure that its employees who provide goods or services for the 
operation of a lottery or the premises used for a lottery comply with the Registrar’s policy on access to the premises. 


Contractual obligations of lottery retailer 

14. A registered lottery retailer shall comply with its contractual obligations to the Ontario Lottery and Gaming 
Corporation. 
Lottery equipment 


15. (1) A registered lottery equipment supplier shall not provide, install, maintain or repair lottery equipment or provide, 
install, maintain, repair or operate a lottery management system unless the Registrar has approved the lottery equipment or 
the lottery management system, as the case may be, for use. 


(2) A registered lottery equipment supplier shall not provide lottery equipment or a lottery management system except in 
accordance with the Registrar’s approval. 


(3) A registered lottery equipment supplier shall not modify the lottery equipment or lottery management system approved 
by the Registrar without the prior written approval of the Registrar for the modification and shall disclose to the Registrar all 
of the modifications at the time of requesting the Registrar’s approval for a modification. 


(4) In determining whether to approve lottery equipment or a lottery management system under subsection (1), (2) or 
modifications under subsection (3), the Registrar, 


(a) shall have regard to the technical integrity, safety and security of the equipment or the system, as the case may be, 
including its accounting capability, and the integrity of the lotteries; 


(b) may require that the equipment or the system, as the case may be, be tested with respect to the factors mentioned in 
clause (a) at the expense of the supplier; and 


(c) may approve, without testing, the equipment or the system, as the case may be, if it has been approved in another 
jurisdiction where lotteries are legal. 


(5S) The supplier shall inform the Registrar in writing immediately if the supplier becomes aware of any problem with the 
integrity, security or accounting capability of any lottery equipment or lottery management system. 


(6) The Registrar may revoke the approval of any lottery equipment or lottery management system if there is a problem 
with the integrity, security or accounting capability of any lottery equipment or lottery management system, as the case may 
be. 


Security plan 


16. (1) A registered lottery equipment supplier shall not install, maintain or repair lottery equipment or install, maintain, 
repair or operate a lottery management system unless, 


(a) the supplier has submitted to the Registrar a security plan to ensure the security of the equipment or the system, as the 
case may be, and the integrity of the lottery; and 


(b) the Registrar has approved the security plan. 
(2) The security plan shall include, 


(a) a floor plan of the location used for the installation, maintenance or repair of lottery equipment or a lottery 
management system, showing the placement of all security equipment in relation to the areas covered by the plan; 


(b) a description of the security equipment and its capabilities; 
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(c) a description of the supplier’s policies and procedures with respect to security, including areas of the location covered 
by the plan, procedures for the handling and moving of the lottery equipment or lottery management system and 
procedures for dealing with persons trespassing on the location; and 


(d) a description of the supplier’s plan for maintaining security if the security equipment in use fails. 


(3) A supplier who proposes to make changes to the security plan shall submit to the Registrar for approval an amendment 
to the security plan showing the proposed changes. 


(4) In determining whether to approve a security plan under subsection (1) or changes to a security plan under subsection 
(3), the Registrar shall have regard to, 


(a) the security of the lottery equipment and lottery management system; 


(b) the security of the premises in which the lottery equipment or lottery management system is located on a permanent or 
temporary basis; and 


(c) the security of modes of transportation used to move the lottery equipment or lottery management system. 


Internal controls 


17. (1) A registered lottery equipment supplier shall put in place a system of internal controls that achieves the control 
objectives identified by the Registrar to ensure the integrity of the lottery equipment. 


(2) If the Registrar so requires, the lottery equipment supplier shall have an independent licensed public accountant review 
the internal control system and prepare, 


(a) areport on whether or not the system achieves the control objectives identified by the Registrar; or 


(b) a report on whether or not the system is in compliance with the policies of the Registrar on internal controls and with 
the supplier’s stated internal control system. 


(3) An accountant’s report mentioned in subsection (2) shall set out suggestions for improvements or changes to the 
internal control system. 


(4) The lottery equipment supplier shall submit a report mentioned in subsection (2) to the Registrar within the time period 
specified by the Registrar. 


(5) The Registrar may require the lottery equipment supplier to make changes to the internal control system at any time. 


(6) The lottery equipment supplier shall implement all changes to the internal control system required by the Registrar 
within the time period specified by the Registrar. 


(7) In determining whether to require a lottery equipment supplier to make changes to the internal control system, the 
Registrar shall consider, in addition to the control objectives identified by the Registrar, whether the system provides 
reasonable assurance that, 


(a) financial records and reporting will be accurate, reliable and prepared on a timely basis; 


(b) the manufacturing, installation, maintenance or repair of the lottery equipment ensures the technical integrity, safety 
and security of the lottery equipment; 


(c) the potential for error and fraud has been minimized; 

(d) lottery tickets will be safeguarded; and 

(e) efficient operations are promoted. 

(8) The lottery equipment supplier shall pay the costs of a report mentioned in subsection (2). 


(9) A registered lottery equipment supplier shall ensure that its operations are conducted in accordance with the internal 
control system approved by the Registrar. 


GENERAL 
Change of information 


18. Every supplier registered under this Regulation shall notify the Registrar in writing within five days of any change in 
the officers, directors or partners of the supplier or of any change in the holders of 5 per cent or more of any shares of the 
supplier. 


Rules of play 


19. Despite section 3.7 of the Act and Ontario Regulation 385/99 (Games of Chance Conducted and Managed by the 
Ontario Lottery and Gaming Corporation) made under the Act, the rules of play approved by the Board for the playing of 
games of chance do not apply to a lottery established by the Ontario Lottery and Gaming Corporation or the Interprovincial 
Lottery Corporation.

1. Ontario Regulation 198/00 is amended by adding the following section: 


MANAGEMENT CONTROLS 


9.1 (1) The Corporation shall not conduct and manage a lottery scheme involving a lottery ticket or another means of 
participating in the scheme unless, 


(a) it has submitted to the Registrar of Alcohol and Gaming, 
(i) a procedure of internal controls for lottery schemes, 

(ii) a procedure to ensure the integrity of products used in lottery schemes, 

(111) a procedure for handling complaints from the public with respect to lottery schemes, and 

(iv) a procedure governing the conduct of vendors; and 
(b) the Registrar of Alcohol and Gaming has approved the procedures mentioned in clause (a). 
(2) In determining whether to approve a procedure mentioned in subsection (1), the Registrar shall have regard to, 
(a) the security of the lottery schemes involved and their operations; 


(b) the integrity of the lottery schemes involved, including whether compliance with the procedure will minimize the 
potential for error and fraud and can reasonably be expected to maintain public confidence in gaming in Ontario; 


(c) whether the procedure requires that records and reports for the lottery schemes involved will be accurate, reliable and 
prepared in a timely manner; and 


(d) the operational efficiencies of the Corporation. 


(3) The Corporation shall comply with the procedures mentioned in subsection (1) that the Registrar has approved when it 
conducts and manages a lottery scheme involving a lottery ticket or another means of participating in the scheme. 


2. Subsection 11 (1) of the Regulation is revoked and the following substituted: 
(1) It is a condition for a participant to collect a prize in a lottery scheme that the participant, 
(a 


(b) satisfy the arbitrators that the participant is a winner if the right to the prize has been subject to an arbitration under 
section 11.2 and the Corporation has not paid the prize at the time that the arbitrators make their determination in the 
arbitration.

satisfy the Corporation that the participant is a winner; or 


3. The Regulation is amended by adding the following sections: 


11.1 (1) Ifa person, other than the Corporation, disputes the right of a participant to claim a prize or a portion of a prize in 
a lottery scheme, then, as a condition for collecting or retaining the prize, the participant and the person shall submit to any 
investigations that the Corporation conducts into the issue of the right to the prize or the portion of the prize. 


(2) If a person, other than the Corporation, disputes the right of a participant to claim a prize or a portion of a prize in a 
lottery scheme and if the prize or the portion of the prize is valued at $10,000 or more, then the participant and the person 
may agree to submit the issue of the right to the prize or the portion of the prize to the dispute resolution mechanism 
described in section 11.2 after the investigations mentioned in subsection (1), if any, have been completed. 
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11.2 (1) If the issue of the right of a participant in a lottery scheme to a prize or a portion of a prize is submitted to 
resolution under this section, the person disputing the right of the participant shall give written notice of the dispute to the 
participant, the board of the Corporation and the chair of the board of the Alcohol and Gaming Commission of Ontario. 


(2) The parties to the dispute shall have 45 days from the giving of the notice to resolve the dispute among themselves. 


(3) If the parties resolve the dispute to their reasonable satisfaction within the 45 days, the parties shall file a notice of 
resolution with the board of the Corporation and the chair of the board of the Alcohol and Gaming Commission of Ontario 
and the dispute shall not be subject to an arbitration under this section. 


(4) If no resolution of the dispute is achieved under subsection (3) and the person who gave the notice mentioned in 
subsection (1) still wishes to resolve the dispute, then, 


(a) the dispute shall be arbitrated under the Arbitration Act, 1991, except to the extent that the application of that Act is 
expressly modified by this section; and 


(b) the agreement to submit the dispute to the application of this section constitutes an arbitration agreement as defined in 
that Act. 


(5) The persons subject to an arbitration under this section shall be the parties to the dispute, including any persons who 
have possession of the lottery ticket or other means of participating in the lottery scheme and any persons who have received 
the prize or any portion of it. 


(6) The arbitrators of the dispute shall be, 
(a) the members of the board of the Alcohol and Gaming Commission of Ontario that the chair of that board appoints; or 
(b) the other persons that the chair of that board designates. 


(7) The chair of the board of the Alcohol and Gaming Commission of Ontario shall establish and publish rules for the 
conduct of an arbitration under this section. 


(8) The rules shall form part of the arbitration agreement. 


(9) The Corporation shall give notice to the arbitrators whether it has conducted any investigations described in subsection 
11.1 (1) with respect to the subject matter of the dispute and if so, shall provide the arbitrators with the results of the 
investigations and a summary of their key findings once the investigations have been completed. 


(10) Not before receiving the notice and the material described in subsection (9), the arbitrators shall determine what 
persons, if any, are entitled to the prize or portion of the prize that is the subject of the dispute and may order, 


(a) the Corporation to make payments to the persons that the arbitrators determine are entitled to the prize or portion of the 
prize, if the Corporation has not paid the prize or portion of the prize and has received and acknowledged the notice 
mentioned in subsection (1); or 


(b) the persons who have received the prize or portion of the prize to pay it to the other persons who the arbitrators 
determine are entitled to it in accordance with the order, if the Corporation has paid the prize or portion of the prize. 


(11) Despite the Arbitration Act, 1991, the arbitrators may, on their own initiative or on the motion of any party, dismiss 
any person’s claim to have an interest in the prize paid by the Corporation or any portion of it without holding a hearing, if 
they are of the opinion that, 


(a) the claim is not made in good faith or is frivolous or vexatious; 

(b) the claim is made only for the purpose of delay; 

(c) the claimant’s history of commencing claims amounts to an abuse of process; or 
(d) the claim is not supported by sufficient evidence.

(2) The boundaries of each source protection area established under subsection (1) are described on a CD-ROM disk 
labelled “Source Protection Area Boundaries V 1.0” and dated May 15, 2007 that is kept in the office of the Director of the 
Ministry’s Drinking Water Program Management Branch. 


(3) The Minister shall ensure that the following are available to the public on the Internet and in such other manner as the 
Minister considers appropriate: 


1. The information contained on the CD-ROM disk referred to in subsection (2). 
2. Maps that show the approximate boundaries that are described on the CD-ROM disk referred to in subsection (2).

TIME LIMITS 


Terms of reference 


1. (1) The source protection committee shall submit the proposed terms of reference to the source protection authority and 
take the other steps that are required to comply with section 9 of the Act not later than, 


(a) 12 months after the appointment of the first chair of the source protection committee, if clause (b) does not apply; or 


(b) seven months after the date specified by the Minister under subsection 36 (1) of the Act, if the terms of reference are 
being prepared as part of the review of a source protection plan that is required under section 36 of the Act. 


(2) The source protection authority shall submit the proposed terms of reference to the Minister and take the other steps 
that are required to comply with subsection 10 (1) of the Act not later than, 


(a) 14 months after the appointment of the first chair of the source protection committee, if clause (b) does not apply; or 


(b) nine months after the date specified by the Minister under subsection 36 (1) of the Act, if the terms of reference are 
being prepared as part of the review of a source protection plan that is required under section 36 of the Act. 


Assessment report 


2. The source protection authority shall submit the proposed assessment report to the Director and take the other steps that 
are required to comply with subsection 17 (1) of the Act by a date that is not later than, 


(a) the first anniversary of the date that notice of the approval of the terms of reference is published under section 11 of 
the Act, if clause (b) does not apply; or 


(b) the second anniversary of the date specified by the Minister under subsection 36 (1) of the Act, if the assessment report 
is being prepared as part of the review of a source protection plan that is required under section 36 of the Act. 


Source protection plan 


3. The source protection authority shall submit the proposed source protection plan to the Minister and take the other steps 
that are required to comply with section 25 of the Act by a date specified in the terms of reference that is not later than, 


(a) the fifth anniversary of the appointment of the first chair of the source protection committee, if clause (b) does not 
apply; or 


(b) the fifth anniversary of the date specified by the Minister under subsection 36 (1) of the Act, if a review of a source 
protection plan is being conducted under section 36 of the Act. 


Commencement

MISCELLANEOUS 


Definition of “planned” 
1. In the Act and regulations, 


“planned” means, with respect to a drinking-water system, a drinking-water system that is to be established, or a part of a 
drinking-water system that is to be established, if, 


(a) approval to proceed with the establishment of the system or part has been given under Part II of the Environmental 
Assessment Act, 


(b) the establishment of the system or part has been identified as the preferred solution within a completed planning 
process conducted in accordance with an approved class environmental assessment under Part II.1 of the 
Environmental Assessment Act and no order has been issued under subsection 16 (1) of that Act, or 


(c) the system or part would serve a reserve as defined in the /ndian Act (Canada). 
Amendments to agreements relating to source protection regions 


2. (1) The time period within which the Minister may make amendments to an agreement under subsection 6 (4) of the 
Act is 120 days after a copy of the agreement is submitted to the Minister under that subsection. 


(2) The time period within which the Minister may make amendments to an amended agreement under subsection 6 (8) of 
the Act is 120 days after the amended agreement is submitted to the Minister under clause 6 (7) (b) of the Act. 


Drinking-water systems that cannot be included in terms of reference 


3. (1) An existing non-municipal drinking-water system that serves one private residence and no other facility is 
prescribed for the purposes of subsections 8 (3) and 10 (7) of the Act unless, 


(a) the well or intake that serves as the source or entry point of raw water supply for the drinking-water system is located 
within a cluster of six or more wells or intakes; 


(b) the system is located within an area of settlement as defined in the Planning Act; or 


(c) the private residence is a designated facility or public facility as defined in Ontario Regulation 170/03 (Drinking-Water 
Systems) made under the Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002. 


— 


(2) In subsection (1), 


“non-municipal drinking-water system”, “private residence” and “raw water supply” have the same meanings as in the Safe 
Drinking Water Act, 2002. 


Great Lakes-St. Lawrence River Basin Sustainable Water Resources Agreement 


4. The Great Lakes-St. Lawrence River Basin Sustainable Water Resources Agreement dated December 13, 2005 and 
signed by the Premiers of Ontario and Quebec and the Governors of Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Minnesota, New York, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and Wisconsin is prescribed for the purposes of paragraph 4 of subsection 14 (1) of the Act. 


Exemptions from subclause 15 (2) (e) (i) of the Act 


5. (1) Subclause 15 (2) (e) (1) of the Act does not apply to an existing municipal drinking-water system if the council of 
the municipality that owns the system has, 


(a) passed a resolution stating that the municipality intends, within five years after the date the resolution is passed, 
(1) to discontinue the use of the drinking-water system, and 


(ii) to make an application under the Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002 for the revocation of any approval, drinking- 
water licence or permit that is applicable to the drinking-water system; 
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(b) published notice of the resolution referred to in clause (a) in one or more newspapers that, in the opinion of the council 
of the municipality, are of sufficiently general circulation to bring the notice to the attention of the public in the 
municipality; and 


(c) sent a copy of the resolution referred to in clause (a) to the source protection committee for the source protection area. 


(2) Subclause 15 (2) (e) (i) of the Act does not apply to a wellhead protection area or surface water intake protection zone 
that is related to a municipal drinking-water system if the council of the municipality that owns the system has, 


(a) passed a resolution stating that the municipality intends, within five years after the date the resolution is passed, 


(1) to discontinue the use of the well or surface water intake to which the wellhead protection area or surface water 
intake protection zone relates, and 


(11) to make an application under the Ontario Water Resources Act for the cancellation of any permit that is 
applicable to the well or surface water intake referred to in subclause (1); 


(b) published notice of the resolution referred to in clause (a) in one or more newspapers that, in the opinion of the council 
of the municipality, are of sufficiently general circulation to bring the notice to the attention of the public in the 
municipality; and 


(c) sent a copy of the resolution referred to in clause (a) to the source protection committee for the source protection area. 


(3) An exemption under subsection (1) or (2) ceases to apply on the fifth anniversary of the day the resolution was passed 
by the council of the municipality if, by that anniversary, the municipality has not done the things the resolution stated that 
the municipality intended to do. 


(4) Subclause 15 (2) (e) (1) of the Act does not apply to a planned municipal drinking-water system if the council of the 
municipality that would own the system has, 


(a) passed a resolution stating that the municipality does not intend to establish the drinking-water system; 


(b) published notice of the resolution referred to in clause (a) in one or more newspapers that, in the opinion of the council 
of the municipality, are of sufficiently general circulation to bring the notice to the attention of the public in the 
municipality; and 


(c) sent a copy of the resolution referred to in clause (a) to the source protection committee for the source protection area. 
Notice of drinking-water health hazard 


6. (1) Subsection 89 (1) of the Act does not apply to a person who becomes aware of a discharge described in that 
subsection unless he or she becomes aware of the discharge while he or she is exercising the authority to enter property under 
section 62 or 88 of the Act. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), subsection 89 (1) of the Act does not apply to a person if he or she has already notified the 
Ministry of the discharge or has reasonable grounds to believe that another person has notified the Ministry of the discharge. 


(3) A person who is required to notify the Ministry under subsection 89 (1) of the Act shall do so by telephoning the 
Ministry’s Spills Action Centre (1-800-268-6060) and providing the following information to the person who answers: 


1. The person’s name and telephone number. 
2. The fact that the purpose of the telephone call is to comply with section 89 of the Act. 


3. A description of the location where the substance is being discharged or is about to be discharged, including the 
municipal address, 1f the municipal address is known. 


4. The drinking-water system into whose raw water supply the substance is being discharged or is about to be discharged. 
5. The date and time that the person became aware of the discharge. 

6. The substance that is being discharged or is about to be discharged, if the substance is known. 

7. The amount of the substance that is being discharged or is about to be discharged, if the amount is known. 

8. The reasons for the person’s opinion that, as a result of the discharge, an imminent drinking-water health hazard exists. 


(4) If a person who provided information to the Ministry under subsection (1) becomes aware that any of the information 
is not correct, the person shall immediately telephone the Ministry’s Spills Action Centre (1-800-268-6060) and provide the 
correct information.

TERMS OF REFERENCE 


Definitions 
1. In this Regulation, 
“band” has the same meaning as in the /ndian Act (Canada); 


“operating authority” has, with respect to a drinking-water system, the same meaning as in the Safe Drinking Water Act, 
2002; 


“owner” has, with respect to a drinking-water system, the same meaning as in the Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002; 
“reserve” has the same meaning as in the /ndian Act (Canada). 
Notice when preparation begins 


2. (1) If any part of a municipality is included in a source protection area, the source protection committee shall give the 
clerk of the municipality notice when the committee begins preparation of the terms of reference for the source protection 
area. 


(2) If any part of the reserve of a band is included in a source protection area, the source protection committee shall give 
the chief of the band notice when the committee begins preparation of the terms of reference for the source protection area. 


(3) A notice under subsection (1) or (2) shall include an invitation to discuss with the source protection committee the 
development of the work plan that must be included in the terms of reference under paragraph 9 of subsection 3 (1). 


Contents of terms of reference 


3. (1) The terms of reference for a source protection area shall be in a form approved by the Director and shall contain the 
following: 


1. A map showing the boundaries of the source protection area and the boundaries of every municipality in which any 
part of the source protection area is located. 


2. If the source protection area is part of a source protection region, a map showing the boundaries of the source 
protection region, the boundaries of every source protection area located in the region and the boundaries of every 
municipality in which any part of the source protection region is located. 


3. A list of all of the municipalities in which any part of the source protection area is located. 
4. A copy of any resolutions passed by councils of municipalities under, 
i. subsection 8 (3) or (6) of the Act, or 
li. subsection 5 (1), (2) or (4) of Ontario Regulation 286/07 (Miscellaneous) made under the Act. 


5. A table setting out the following information for each existing and planned drinking-water system to which clause 15 
(2) (e) of the Act applies for the purpose of preparing the assessment report: 


i. The drinking water system number of the drinking-water system, if one has been assigned. 
ii. The name of the drinking-water system. 
ili. The owner of the drinking-water system. 
iv. The operating authority for the drinking-water system. 
v. Whether the drinking-water system obtains water from a raw water supply that is groundwater or surface water. 


6. A table setting out the information referred to in subparagraphs 5 i to v for each existing municipal drinking-water 
system to which, pursuant to subsection 5 (1) of Ontario Regulation 286/07 (Miscellaneous) made under the Act, 
subclause 15 (2) (e) (i) of the Act does not apply for the purpose of preparing the assessment report. 
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7. If the Minister has notified the source protection committee that, when he or she receives the proposed terms of 
reference under section 10 of the Act, he or she may consider requiring an amendment to the terms of reference to 
provide, for the purposes of subclause 15 (2) (e) (iil) of the Act, that the assessment report consider one or more 
existing or planned drinking-water systems that are located in the source protection area and are specified by the 
Minister, a table setting out the information referred to in subparagraphs 5 i to v for each of the specified systems. 


8. A list of matters that require consultation with a source protection committee for another source protection area during 
the preparation of the assessment report and source protection plan, and, for each matter, the name of the other source 
protection area and a description of the matter. 


9. A work plan that identifies all of the major tasks to be completed in the preparation of the assessment report and 
source protection plan and that includes the following information for each task: 


i. The person or body responsible for performing the task. 
ii. An estimate of the date by which the task is expected to be completed. 
ili. An estimate of the costs that are expected to be incurred in performing the task. 


10. The date by which, pursuant to section 3 of Ontario Regulation 285/07 (Time Limits) made under the Act, the source 
protection authority is required to submit the proposed source protection plan to the Minister and take the other steps 
that are required for it to comply with section 25 of the Act. 


(2) For the purpose of subparagraph 5 v of subsection (1), section 2 of Ontario Regulation 170/03 (Drinking-Water 
Systems) made under the Safe Drinking Water Act, 2002 applies, with necessary modifications, to the determination of 
whether a drinking-water system obtains water from a raw water supply that is groundwater or surface water. 


(3) If information is required to be included in terms of reference under paragraph 7 of subsection (1) for one or more 
drinking-water systems, the source protection committee shall take those systems into account in preparing the terms of 
reference, including the list required by paragraph 8 of subsection (1) and the work plan required by paragraph 9 of 
subsection (1). 


Performance of tasks by municipality 


4. (1) If the council of a municipality in which any part of a source protection area is located has passed a resolution 
consenting to perform a task identified by the source protection committee in connection with the preparation of the 
assessment report or source protection plan for the source protection area, the terms of reference shall require the 
municipality to perform the task. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), if the councils of two or more municipalities pass resolutions described in that subsection 
consenting to perform the same task, the terms of reference may, 


(a) require one of the municipalities to perform the task; 
(b) require two or more of the municipalities to jointly perform the task; or 


(c) divide responsibility for performing the task between the municipalities in such other manner as is set out in the terms 
of reference. 


(3) The terms of reference shall not require a municipality to perform a task unless the council of the municipality has 
passed a resolution described in subsection (1). 


(4) If the terms of reference require a municipality to perform a task, the source protection committee shall consult with 
the municipality on, 


(a) the estimated date by which the task is expected to be completed; and 
(b) the estimated costs that are expected to be incurred in performing the task. 


(5) This section does not apply to a requirement that a municipality perform a task if the requirement is included in the 
terms of reference pursuant to a decision of the Minister under section 10 or 13 of the Act. 


Great Lakes-St. Lawrence River agreements 


5. (1) If section 14 of the Act deems terms of reference to require consideration of documents referred to in that section, 
the terms of reference shall include a provision that requires consideration of those documents. 


(2) If a source protection area contains water that flows into the St. Lawrence River but does not flow into the Great 
Lakes, the terms of reference for the preparation of an assessment report and source protection plan for the source protection 
area shall include a provision that requires consideration of the documents referred to in section 14 of the Act. 


Consultation on draft terms of reference 


6. (1) A source protection committee that is preparing terms of reference for a source protection area shall, before 
submitting proposed terms of reference to the source protection authority under section 9 of the Act, prepare a draft of the 
proposed terms of reference and, 
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(a) publish the draft on the Internet and make it available for inspection by the public at one or more locations that, in the 
opinion of the source protection committee, are sufficiently accessible to give the public in the source protection area a 
reasonable opportunity to inspect the draft; and 


(b) give a copy of the draft to, 
(1) the clerk of each municipality in which any part of the source protection area is located, 
(11) if any part of the reserve of a band is included in the source protection area, the chief of the band, 


(111) the chair of every other source protection committee for which the draft lists a matter that requires consultation 
during the preparation of the assessment report or source protection plan, and 


(iv) every person or body that, 


(A) is established pursuant to the Great Lakes Water Quality Agreement of 1978 that is referred to in paragraph 
1 of subsection 14 (1) of the Act, and 


(B) is involved in the development or implementation of a remedial action plan or lakewide management plan 
in accordance with Annex 2 of the Agreement. 


(2) As soon as reasonably possible after publishing the draft on the Internet, the source protection committee shall publish 
a notice advising the public of the opportunity to, 


(a) view the draft on the Internet; 

(b) inspect the draft, during times specified in the notice, at a location specified in the notice; 

(c) attend a public meeting on the draft on a date, at a time and at a location specified in the notice; and 

(d) submit written comments on the draft to the source protection committee within 35 days after the notice is published. 
(3) The source protection committee shall, 


(a) publish the notice referred to in subsection (2) in one or more newspapers that, in the opinion of the source protection 
committee, are of sufficiently general circulation to bring the notice to the attention of the public in the source 
protection area; and 


(b) make the notice referred to in subsection (2) available for inspection by the public at one or more locations that, in the 
opinion of the source protection committee, are sufficiently accessible to give the public in the source protection area a 
reasonable opportunity to inspect the notice. 


(4) The source protection committee shall hold at least one public meeting, at a location in the source protection area, at 
least 21 days after the notice is published under subsection (2), for the purpose of giving the public an opportunity to review 
the draft, ask questions and make comments. 


(5) In finalizing the proposed terms of reference, the source protection committee shall consider, 


(a) written comments on the draft that are submitted to the source protection committee within 35 days after the notice 
was published under subsection (2); 


(b) comments made at the public meeting; and 


(c) written comments on the draft that are submitted to the source protection committee in response to the giving of copies 
of the draft under clause (1) (b). 


(6) This section also applies, with necessary modifications, to the preparation of an amendment to the terms of reference. 
Submission of proposed terms of reference to source protection authority 


7. (1) When the source protection committee submits the proposed terms of reference to the source protection authority 
under clause 9 (a) of the Act, it shall, 


(a) give the source protection authority a summary of any concerns that were raised by bands during the preparation of the 
terms of reference and that were not resolved to the satisfaction of the bands; and 


(b) give a copy of the proposed terms of reference and the summary referred to in clause (a) to each chief of a band to 
whom a notice was required to be given under section 2. 


(2) For the purpose of clause 9 (c) of the Act, the invitation to submit written comments to the source protection authority 
shall invite comments to be submitted within 30 days after the publication of the proposed terms of reference on the Internet 
under that clause. 


Submission of proposed terms of reference to Minister 
8. When the source protection authority submits the proposed terms of reference to the Minister under subsection 10 (1) of 
the Act, it shall, 
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(a) give the Minister the summary of concerns referred to in clause 7 (1) (a) of this Regulation; and 
(b) give the source protection committee copies of the comments referred to in clauses 10 (1) (a) and (c) of the Act. 
Amendments proposed by source protection committee 


9. For the purpose of subsection 13 (1) of the Act, the source protection committee may propose amendments to the terms 
of reference in the following circumstances: 


1. The boundaries of the source protection area for which the terms of reference were prepared have been altered. 


2. The council of a municipality in which any part of the source protection area is located has passed a resolution under 
subsection 8 (3) or (6) of the Act since the terms of reference were approved under section 10 of the Act. 


3. The council of a municipality in which any part of the source protection area is located has passed a resolution under 
subsection 5 (1), (2) or (4) of Ontario Regulation 286/07 (Miscellaneous) made under the Act since the terms of 
reference were approved under section 10 of the Act. 


4. The source protection committee is of the opinion that a significant change is required to the work plan that is included 
in the terms of reference, including a change to the portion of the work plan that identifies the body responsible for 
performing a task. 


5. The terms of reference contain an error that, if left uncorrected, will affect the preparation of the assessment report or 
source protection plan.

Appointment of members 


2. Subject to subsection 7 (4) of the Act, the members of a source protection committee shall be appointed by the source 
protection authority that establishes the committee in accordance with the following rules: 


1. One-third of the members to be appointed by the source protection authority, not counting any members appointed 
pursuant to section 6, must be persons appointed to reflect the interests of the municipalities that are located, in whole 
or in part, in the source protection area or source protection region. 


2. One-third of the members to be appointed by the source protection authority, not counting any members appointed 
pursuant to section 6, must be persons appointed to reflect the interests of the agricultural, commercial or industrial 
sectors of the source protection area’s or source protection region’s economy, including small business interests. 


3. One-third of the members to be appointed by the source protection authority, not counting any members appointed 
pursuant to section 6, must be persons appointed to reflect interests other than the interests referred to in paragraphs | 
and 2, including, in particular, environmental, health and other interests of the general public. 


Appointment process, para. | of s. 2 


3. (1) Each source protection authority that is required by section 7 of the Act to establish a source protection committee 
shall, for the purpose of appointing members to the committee pursuant to paragraph | of section 2, 


(a) divide the municipalities that are located, in whole or in part, in the source protection area or source protection region 
into one or more groups, as determined by the source protection authority; and 


(b) assign, to each of the groups established under clause (a), a number of members of the source protection committee 
determined by the source protection authority, so that the total number of members assigned to all of the groups is 
equal to the number of members to be appointed pursuant to paragraph | of section 2. 


(2) The source protection authority shall consult with all of the municipalities that are located, in whole or in part, in the 
source protection area or source protection region before establishing groups under clause (1) (a) and assigning numbers of 
members under clause (1) (b). 


(3) For each group established under clause (1) (a), the source protection authority shall appoint the number of members 
of the source protection committee that are assigned to the group under clause (1) (b) from a list of persons that is submitted 
jointly by the councils of the municipalities that are in the group. 


(4) The source protection authority shall, not later than September 3, 2007, give a notice described in subsection (5) to the 
clerk of each municipality that is located, in whole or in part, in the source protection area or source protection region. 


(5S) The notice that is given under subsection (4) must contain the following information: 


1. A summary of the functions of the source protection committee that is to be established by the source protection 
authority. 


2. Asummary of the obligations of a member of the source protection committee. 
3. The number of persons to be appointed to the source protection committee pursuant to paragraph | of section 2. 


4. A list of the groups established under clause (1) (a), showing the municipalities that are in each group and the number 
of members of the source protection committee that are assigned to each group under clause (1) (b). 


5. The date by which the councils of the municipalities in each group established under clause (1) (a) must jointly submit 
a list of persons to the source protection authority for the purpose of subsection (3). 


(6) The date set out in a notice under paragraph 5 of subsection (5) shall not be earlier than two months after the notice is 
given to the clerks of the municipalities. 


(7) Despite subsection (3), 
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(a) if the councils of the municipalities that are in a group established under clause (1) (a) do not jointly submit a list for 
the purpose of subsection (3) by the date specified under paragraph 5 of subsection (5), the source protection authority 
may select all of the persons to be appointed for the group pursuant to subsection (3) without the list; and 


(b) if the councils of the municipalities that are in a group established under clause (1) (a) jointly submit a list for the 
purpose of subsection (3) by the date specified under paragraph 5 of subsection (5), but the list contains the names of 
fewer persons than the number of members assigned to the group under clause (1) (b), the source protection authority 
may select the other persons to be appointed for the group pursuant to subsection (3). 


(8) To the extent that the source protection authority has any ability to select persons to be appointed pursuant to 
subsection (3) to the source protection committee for a group established under clause (1) (a), the authority shall attempt to 
appoint persons who, as a group, are representative of the interests of all of the municipalities that are in the group. 


Appointment process, paras. 2 and 3 of s. 2 


4. (1) Each source protection authority that is required by section 7 of the Act to establish a source protection committee 
shall, not later than August 3, 2007 and before it establishes the committee, 


(a) publish a notice described in subsection (2) on the Internet; and 


(b) publish a notice described in subsection (3) in one or more newspapers that, in the opinion of the source protection 
authority, are of sufficiently general circulation to bring the notice to the attention of the public in the source protection 
area or source protection region. 


(2) The notice that is published on the [Internet under clause (1) (a) must contain the following information: 


1. A summary of the functions of the source protection committee that is to be established by the source protection 
authority. 


2. A summary of the obligations of a member of the source protection committee. 


3. A description of the composition of the source protection committee proposed by the source protection authority, 
including, 


1. asummary of the requirements of paragraphs 1, 2 and 3 of section 2, 


11. an indication of how the source protection authority proposes to divide up the appointments to be made under 
each of paragraphs 2 and 3 of section 2, and 


ii. the source protection authority’s reasons for the proposal referred to in subparagraph il. 


4. An invitation to make written submissions to the source protection authority on the proposal referred to in 
subparagraph 3 11 within one month after the notice is published in a newspaper. 


5. A description of the information that must be submitted to the source protection authority by applicants for 
appointments pursuant to paragraphs 2 and 3 of section 2. 


6. The date by which applications for appointments pursuant to paragraphs 2 and 3 of section 2 must be submitted to the 
source protection authority. 


7. The name, address and telephone number of a person who may be contacted for further information and to whom 
applications must be submitted. 


(3) The notice that is published in one or more newspapers under clause (1) (b) must contain the following information: 


1. A summary of the functions of the source protection committee that is to be established by the source protection 
authority. 


2. An indication of how the source protection authority proposes to divide up the appointments to be made under each of 
paragraphs 2 and 3 of section 2. 


3. A description of the information that must be submitted to the source protection authority by applicants for 
appointments pursuant to paragraphs 2 and 3 of section 2. 


4. The date by which applications for appointments pursuant to paragraphs 2 and 3 of section 2 must be submitted to the 
source protection authority. 


5. The address of the Internet website where the notice under clause (1) (a) is published. 


6. The name, address and telephone number of a person who may be contacted for further information and to whom 
applications must be submitted. 


(4) The date set out in a notice under paragraph 6 of subsection (2) or paragraph 4 of subsection (3) shall not be earlier 
than two months after the notice is first published in a newspaper under clause (1) (b). 
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(5) The source protection authority shall make a copy of the notice published under clause (1) (a) available for inspection 
by the public at one or more locations that, in the opinion of the source protection authority, are sufficiently accessible to give 
the public in the source protection area or source protection region a reasonable opportunity to inspect the notice. 


(6) In addition to publishing the notices required by subsection (1), the source protection authority may solicit applications 
for appointments pursuant to paragraphs 2 and 3 of section 2 in any other manner that the authority considers appropriate. 


(7) The source protection authority shall consider submissions that are received within the period referred to in paragraph 
4 of subsection (2) and, within 45 days after the notice was published under clause (1) (a), shall make a decision on how to 
divide up the appointments to be made under each of paragraphs 2 and 3 of section 2 and, 


(a) publish a notice of the decision on the Internet, including reasons for the decision; 


(b) make a notice of the decision, including reasons for the decision, available for inspection by the public at one or more 
locations that, in the opinion of the source protection authority, are sufficiently accessible to give the public in the 
source protection area or source protection region a reasonable opportunity to inspect the notice and reasons; and 


(c) publish a notice described in subsection (8) in one or more newspapers that, in the opinion of the source protection 
authority, are of sufficiently general circulation to bring the notice to the attention of the public in the source protection 
area or source protection region. 


(8) The notice that is published in one or more newspapers under clause (7) (c) must contain the following information: 


1. The fact that a decision has been made on how to divide up the appointments to be made under each of paragraphs 2 
and 3 of section 2. 


2. The address of the Internet website where the notice referred to in clause (7) (a) is published. 
3. The locations where the notice referred to in clause (7) (b) is available for inspection by the public. 


(9) In considering applications for appointments pursuant to paragraph 2 of section 2, the source protection authority shall 
attempt to appoint persons who, 


(a) are engaged in agricultural, commercial or industrial activities that have or will have an impact on existing or future 
sources of drinking water or that are significantly dependant on existing or future sources of drinking water; and 


(b) as a group, are representative of the agricultural, commercial and industrial sectors of the source protection area’s or 
source protection region’s economy. 


(10) In considering applications for appointments pursuant to paragraph 3 of section 2, the source protection authority 
shall attempt to appoint persons who, 


(a) have demonstrated an interest in the protection of drinking water sources; and 


(b) as a group, are representative of interests other than the interests referred to in paragraphs 1 and 2 of section 2, 
including, in particular, interests of the general public. 


Deadline for appointments 


5. A source protection authority shall appoint the members of a source protection committee pursuant to paragraphs 1, 2 
and 3 of section 2 not later than 75 days after the later of the following dates: 


1. The date notice is given to the clerks of the municipalities under subsection 3 (4). 
2. The date notice is first published in a newspaper under clause 4 (1) (b). 
Appointment of members selected by band councils 
6. (1) In this section, 
“band”, “council of the band” and “reserve” have the same meanings as in the /ndian Act (Canada). 


(2) If a source protection area or source protection region includes any part of a band’s reserve, the source protection 
authority that is required by section 7 of the Act to establish a source protection committee for the area or region shall, not 
later than August 3, 2007 and before it establishes the committee, give the chief of the band a notice that, 


(a) contains a summary of the functions of the source protection committee that is to be established by the source 
protection authority; 


(b) contains a summary of the obligations of a member of the source protection committee; 

(c) contains a list of the chiefs to whom the notice is being given; and

(3) Ifthe councils of the bands jointly provide the source protection authority with the name of a person to be appointed as 
a member of the source protection committee in accordance with clause (2) (d), the authority shall appoint the person as a 
member, in addition to the number of members referred to in subsection | (1). 


Conditions of appointment 


7. (1) A source protection authority shall not appoint a person as a member of the source protection committee unless the 
person resides in, owns or rents land in, is employed in, operates a business in, or is employed by a municipality that is 
located, in whole or in part, in the source protection area or source protection region, and every appointment made to the 
committee by the source protection authority is subject to the condition that the appointee must reside in, own or rent land in, 
be employed in, operate a business in, or be employed by a municipality that is located, in whole or in part, in the source 
protection area or source protection region. 


(2) Ifa consultant is retained by a person who resides in, owns or rents land in, is employed in or operates a business in the 
source protection area or source protection region, the consultant is not, by reason of the retainer, a person who is employed 
in or operates a business in the source protection area or source protection region for the purposes of subsection (1). 


(3) A source protection authority shall not appoint a person as a member of the source protection committee if the person 
is a member or employee of a conservation authority whose area of jurisdiction under the Conservation Authorities Act 
includes any part of the source protection area or source protection region, and every appointment made to the committee by 
the source protection authority is subject to the condition that the appointee must not be a member or employee of a 
conservation authority whose area of jurisdiction under the Conservation Authorities Act includes any part of the source 
protection area or source protection region. 


(4) Every appointment made to a source protection committee is subject to the following conditions: 
1. The appointee must regularly attend meetings of the source protection committee. 
2. The appointee must comply with the source protection committee’s code of conduct and conflict of interest policy. 
Term of appointment 
8. (1) The term of the appointment of a member of a source protection committee who is appointed by a source protection 
authority is three years. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), if a source protection authority appoints a person as a member of a source protection committee 
to fill a vacancy that occurs before the date the former member’s term would have expired, the term of the appointment of the 
new member expires on that date. 


(3) Despite subsection (1), every source protection authority that makes appointments to a source protection committee 
that is required by section 8 of the Act to prepare terms of reference for the preparation of the first assessment report and 
source protection plan for a source protection area shall ensure that the appointments comply with the following rules:

Vacancies 


9. (1) If a vacancy occurs among the members of the source protection committee who are appointed by a source 
protection authority, the authority shall appoint a new member to fill the vacancy. 


(2) If a vacancy occurs among the members of a source protection committee who are appointed by a source protection 
authority, sections 2 to 7 apply, with necessary modifications, to the appointment of a person to fill the vacancy. 


(3) Subsection (2) does not apply to a vacancy that arises as a result of the removal of a member from office under 
subsection 22 (6). 


(4) Despite subsection (2), paragraphs 3 and 4 of subsection 4 (2) and paragraph 2 of subsection 4 (3) do not apply to an 
appointment to fill a vacancy unless the vacancy arises as a result of the expiration of a member’s term of office. 


(5) Subject to subsection (6), if subsection (2) applies to a vacancy with respect to a member appointed pursuant to section 
2, the source protection authority may, despite sections 3, 4, 5 and 8, appoint a person to fill the vacancy on an interim basis 
until the vacancy 1s filled in accordance with subsection (2). 


(6) Subsections 3 (8) and 4 (9) and (10) apply, with necessary modifications, to an appointment under subsection (5). 
List of appointments 


10. Every source protection authority that establishes a source protection committee shall publish notice of every 
appointment to the committee on the Internet and shall maintain an up-to-date list of the members of the committee on the 
Internet, including a brief biography of each member. 


Exemptions 
11. On application, the Minister may grant an exemption from any provision in section 3, 4, 5, 7, 8 or 9, subject to such 
conditions and restrictions as the Minister may impose. 
OPERATION 
Chair 
12. (1) The chair of a source protection committee shall preside at all meetings of the committee. 


(2) If the chair is absent or unable to act or the office of the chair is vacant, the remaining members shall appoint an acting 
chair from among themselves, and the acting chair has all the powers and shall perform all the duties of the chair. 


Quorum 


13. (1) The quorum of a source protection committee is the chair or acting chair, plus at least two-thirds of the number of 
members of the committee that the source protection authority is authorized to appoint. 


(2) One or more vacancies in the membership of a source protection committee does not prevent the committee from 
conducting business as long as the number of members remaining in office is sufficient to maintain a quorum. 


Rules of procedure for committee business 


14. (1) Within two months after a sufficient number of members to constitute a quorum are appointed to a source 
protection committee, the committee shall prepare written rules of procedure for conducting the business of the committee 
that are satisfactory to the source protection authority. 


(2) The committee shall ensure that the rules of procedure contain the following rules: 
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1. The business of the committee shall be carried out at meetings of the committee at which a quorum is present. 
2. The committee shall attempt to make decisions by consensus among the members. 


3. If the chair determines that reasonable efforts have been made to achieve consensus but the committee has been unable 
to make a decision by consensus, the decision may be made by a vote of two-thirds of the members present, not 
counting the chair. 


4. The chair shall not vote. 
(3) The committee shall publish its rules of procedure on the Internet. 
(4) The committee shall conduct its business in accordance with its rules of procedure. 
Code of conduct and conflict of interest policy 


15. (1) Within two months after a sufficient number of members to constitute a quorum are appointed to a source 
protection committee, a source protection committee shall prepare a written code of conduct and conflict of interest policy for 
members of the committee that are satisfactory to the source protection authority. 


(2) The committee shall publish its code of conduct and conflict of interest policy on the Internet. 
(3) The members of the committee shall comply with the code of conduct and conflict of interest policy. 
Meetings 


16. (1) The chair of a source protection committee shall determine the time and location of the first meeting of the 
committee. 


(2) The committee shall at its first meeting and every six months thereafter establish a meeting schedule for the following 
six months which shall include at least one meeting each month until proposed terms of reference are submitted to the source 
protection authority under section 9 of the Act. 


(3) The committee shall give notice of committee meetings to the public by publishing the current meeting schedule on the 
Internet and in such other manner as may be determined by the committee. 


Proxies 


17. A member of a source protection committee who is appointed by a source protection authority may participate in 
meetings of the committee by proxy and, for that purpose, a reference to a member in the provisions of this Regulation that 
relate to meetings includes the proxy. 


Meetings open to the public 
18. (1) All meetings of a source protection committee shall be open to the public. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), the committee may close a meeting or part of a meeting to the public if the subject matter to be 
discussed is a personal or financial matter about an identifiable individual. 


(3) The committee shall not close a meeting or part of a meeting to the public under subsection (2) unless it has passed a 
resolution that, 


(a) states that the meeting or part of the meeting is closed to the public; and 
(b) states the general nature of the subject matter to be discussed in the absence of the public. 
Liaison 


19. The following persons may attend and participate in discussions at meetings of a source protection committee, 
including any meeting or part of a meeting that is closed to the public: 


1. A person designated by the source protection authority as a representative of the authority. 
2. A person designated by the Minister as a representative of the Ministry. 


3. A person designated by the Minister as a representative of the medical officers of health for the health units in which 
any part of the source protection area or source protection region is located. 


Minutes of meetings 
20. A source protection committee shall keep minutes of its meetings and shall publish the minutes on the Internet. 
Quarterly reports 


21. If terms of reference for the preparation of an assessment report and source protection plan for a source protection area 
have been approved under section 10 of the Act, the chair of the source protection committee shall, at least once every three 
months until a proposed source protection plan is submitted to the source protection authority under subsection 22 (16) of the 
Act, 
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(a) prepare a report on the work of the committee that includes an update on the status of each major task that is identified 
in the work plan that is included in the terms of reference; and 


(b) submit the report to, 
(1) the source protection authority for the source protection area, and 
(11) if the source protection area is part of a source protection region, the lead source protection authority. 
Removal from office 


22. (1) A source protection authority that has established a source protection committee may, on its own initiative or on 
the request of the chair of the committee, remove from office a member of the committee who was appointed by the authority 
if the authority is of the opinion that the member has failed to comply with a condition of the appointment referred to in 
section 7. 


(2) If the source protection authority proposes, on its own initiative, to remove a member of a source protection committee 
from office, it shall give the member a written statement of the reasons for the proposed removal. 


(3) If the chair of the source protection committee requests the removal from office of a member of the committee, 
(a) the request shall be made in writing and shall include a written statement of the reasons for the request; and 


(b) if the source protection authority proposes, on the request of the chair, to remove the member from office, it shall give 
the member a copy of the chair’s request. 


(4) The source protection authority shall provide the member and the chair of the source protection committee with an 
opportunity to make submissions to the authority before it makes a decision on whether or not to remove the member from 
office under subsection (1). 


(5) The source protection authority shall give written notice of its decision on whether or not to remove a member from 
office under subsection (1) to the member and to the chair of the source protection committee, together with the authority’s 
reasons. 


(6) A source protection authority shall, as soon as reasonably possible, remove from office a member of the committee 
who was appointed by the authority pursuant to paragraph | of section 2 if, 


(a) the member was appointed from a list of persons that was submitted jointly by the councils of the municipalities that 
are in a group established under clause 3 (1) (a); 


(b) the removal of the member from office is jointly requested by the councils of the municipalities referred to in clause 
(a); and 


(c) the councils of the municipalities referred to in clause (a) jointly submit the name of a person to be appointed to fill the 
vacancy created by the removal of the member. 


(7) Ifa member is removed from office under subsection (6), the source protection authority shall, pursuant to paragraph | 
of section 2 and as soon as reasonably possible, appoint the person whose name was submitted under clause (6) (c) as a 
member of the source protection committee.

Under the Personal Health Information Protection Act, 2004 
(“PHIPA”), s. 74, where the Minister of Health and Long-Term Care 
determines that a potential regulation under that Act is of a minor or 
technical nature, then the requirement for a formal 60-day public 
consultation do not apply. The Minister is required to provide public 
notice of such a determination. 
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On June 4, 2007 the Health Systems Improvements Act, 2007, S.O. 2007, 
c. 10, (“HSIA”) received Royal Assent. Schedule “H” of HSIA 
contained a number of amendments to PHIPA, which came into force as 
of the date that HSIA reccived Royal Assent. A number of those 
amendments to PHIPA were amendments to effectively bring into 
PHIPA itself provisions that were previously contained in Regulation 
329/04 under PHIPA. The purpose of these amendments was to make 
PHIPA easier to understand and use. 


Now that these amendments have been passed, with a full public 
legislative process, the provisions in Regulation 329/04 which were 
effectively brought into PHIPA itself are redundant and need to be 
repealed. The particulars with respect to which amendment to PHIPA 
rendered redundant particular sections in Regulation 329/04 is sect out in 
the Table below.

. That a special priority household ranks higher on the waiting list for internal transfers than another special priority 


household with a later special priority ranking date. 


. That the special priority ranking date is the date the household requested to be included in the special priority 


household category on the waiting list for internal transfers. 


. That a service manager shall remove a household from the waiting list for internal transfers if the household has been 


placed on the centralized waiting list under paragraph 2 or 3 of section 33 of Ontario Regulation 298/01 and has 
requested to be removed from the internal transfer list.

DESIGNATION OF PROVINCIAL PARKS 


Provincial parks 
1. The parks named in Column | of Table | are the provincial parks of Ontario. 
Land set aside 


2. A provincial park consists of the land delimited or set aside for it, as described in the Schedule or the section referred to 
in Column 2 of that Table. 


Definition 


3. In Table 1, 


“Schedule” means the schedule in Appendix A or B to Regulation 821 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1980, as it read 
on December 31, 1990, that bears the same number as the Schedule referred to in the Table. (For example: The land in 
Quetico Provincial Park is described in Schedule 6, Appendix A to Regulation 821 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 
1980 and the legal description for Albany River Provincial Park is found in Schedule 240, Appendix B to that regulation as 
those schedules read at the end of 1990.) 
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“section 2” means section 2 of Regulation 951 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (Designation of Parks) made 
under the Provincial Parks Act, as that section read on the day before this Regulation comes into force. 


Commencement 


4. This Regulation comes into force on the later of the day section 54 of the Provincial Parks and Conservation 
Reserves Act, 2006 comes into force and the day it is filed.

CONSERVATION RESERVES: GENERAL PROVISIONS 


Definitions 
1. In this Regulation, 


“all-terrain vehicle” means a self-propelled vehicle designed to be driven exclusively on ice, land or water or exclusively or 
primarily on snow, an off-road vehicle as defined in the Off-Road Vehicles Act, or any similar vehicle, but does not include 
an automobile; 


“artifact” means any object, material or substance that is made, modified, used, deposited or affected by human action and is 
of cultural heritage value or interest; 


“boat” means a watercraft or other artificial contrivance used or capable of being used as a means of transportation on water, 
but does not include an all-terrain vehicle designed to be used on water; 


“camp-site” means a parcel of land operated by the conservation reserve manager for the purpose of camping, that is 
identified in a management direction or by public notice and that may be identified on a map or plan or by posts, markers 
or other suitable means; 


“camping unit” means equipment used for the purpose of outdoor accommodation and includes a tent, trailer, tent trailer, 
recreational vehicle, camper-back and any watercraft equipped for overnight accommodation; 


“conservation reserve manager” includes a district manager of a conservation reserve; 


“disabled person” means a resident of Ontario who is the holder of a disabled person parking permit issued under Regulation 
581 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (Accessible Parking for Persons with Disabilities) made under the 
Highway Traffic Act or a national identity card issued by the Canadian National Institute for the Blind; 


“motor vehicle” means a motor vehicle as defined in the Highway Traffic Act; 
“resident of Canada” means, 
(a) a Canadian citizen as defined in the Citizenship Act (Canada), or 


(b) a person who has actually resided in Canada for a period of at least seven months during the twelve months 
immediately preceding the time that the person’s residence becomes material under this Regulation; 


“resident of Ontario” means a person who has actually resided in Ontario for a period of at least seven months during the 
twelve months immediately preceding the time that the person’s residence becomes material under this Regulation; 


“spouse” means, 

(a) a spouse as defined in section | of the Family Law Act; or 

(b) either of two persons who live together in a conjugal relationship outside marriage. 
Damage to Crown land 

2. (1) No person shall, 

(a) remove, damage or deface any property of the Crown in a conservation reserve; or 


(b) damage or deface any relic, artifact or natural object or damage or deface any site of archaeological or historical 
interest in a conservation reserve. 


(2) Except with the written authorization of the conservation reserve manager, no person shall, 
(a) disturb, cut, kill, remove or harm any plant, tree or natural object in a conservation reserve; 


(b) disturb, kill, remove, harass or harm any animal except in accordance with the Fish and Wildlife Conservation Act, 
1997, any bird except in accordance with Migratory Birds Convention Act, 1994 (Canada) or any fish except in 
accordance with the Fisheries Act (Canada); 
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(c) remove any relic or artifact in a conservation reserve; 

(d) disturb any site of archaeological or historical interest in a conservation reserve; 
(e) make an excavation for any purpose in a conservation reserve; or 

(f) conduct research in a conservation reserve. 


(3) In considering whether or not to grant authorization under subsection (2), the conservation reserve manager shall base 
his or her decision on the following criteria: 


1. The potential for the proposed activity to protect or enhance human safety. 


2. The degree to which the proposed activity would harm or benefit the natural environment, plants or wildlife or support 
or impede the maintenance of ecological integrity. 


3. The range and value of scientific benefits that the proposed activity would provide. 
4. The extent to which the proposed activity would promote cultural knowledge and understanding. 


(4) Nothing in subsection (1) or (2) prohibits a person from harvesting edible plants and fruit for personal consumption 
where doing so is not otherwise contrary to law. 


Keeping reserve clean 


3. (1) No person shall deposit or cause to be deposited any material, substance or thing in a conservation reserve except in 
accordance with a work permit. 


(2) No person shall deposit or cause to be deposited any litter in a conservation reserve except in a place designated for the 
purpose. 


(3) Every person using a camp-site or other site in a conservation reserve shall at all times maintain the site in a clean and 
sanitary condition and when vacating the site shall restore it as nearly as possible to its natural condition. 


Fire 
4. (1) No person shall start or tend a fire in a conservation reserve that is subject to a fire hazard notice given by the 


conservation reserve manager. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to a conservation reserve located within a fire region described in the Schedules to 
Ontario Regulation 207/96 (Outdoor Fires) made under the Forest Fires Prevention Act. 


Animals and plants 


5. (1) No person shall bring an animal or plant into a conservation reserve and cause or permit it to establish habitat, 
residence or roots unless the conservation reserve manager authorizes it in writing on the basis that the ecological integrity of 
the conservation reserve will not be compromised by doing so. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to bait used for angling purposes in accordance with the Fisheries Act (Canada). 
Closure, evacuation 


6. (1) The conservation reserve manager may open or close a conservation reserve, or any portion thereof, to the public by 
the erection of signs or other suitable means, for the purpose of, 


(a) dealing with a fire, flood or other emergency situation; 
(b) protecting public safety; 


(c) facilitating maintenance, construction or any other work program carried out by the Ministry or under the authority of 
the Ministry; or 


(d) preserving or protecting the environment of the reserve or supporting the maintenance of ecological integrity. 


(2) No person shall enter into or remain in a conservation reserve, or any portion of a conservation reserve, that has been 
closed to the public under subsection (1). 


(3) An officer may order an evacuation of a conservation reserve or part of a conservation reserve for the purpose of 
maintaining public safety in case of fire, flood or other emergency. 


Directing traffic 


7. (1) An officer or any person employed in the Ministry at a conservation reserve may direct vehicles in the reserve and, 
in case of fire, accident or other emergency, may direct it into such channels as are necessary to prevent or relieve congestion 
or give right of way. 


(2) Every person shall obey any direction given under subsection (1) . 
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Inappropriate conduct 


8. (1) No person shall use discriminatory, harassing, abusive or insulting language or gestures or make excessive noise or 
disturb other persons while camping on a camp-site in a conservation reserve. 


(2) An officer or a police officer who believes on reasonable and probable grounds that a person has contravened 
subsection 33 (2) or 39 (2) of the Act or section 45 of the Act, clause 2 (1) (a), subsection 3 (3), 4 (1), 8 (1) and section 11 of 
this Regulation, a provision of the Liquor Licence Act or a provision of the Criminal Code (Canada) may, 


(a) remove the person from the conservation reserve; and 
(b) cancel any permit issued to the person for the conservation reserve in which the contravention occurred. 


(3) No person who has been removed from a conservation reserve under subsection (2) shall within the following 72-hour 
period enter or attempt to enter any conservation reserve without the written authorization of the conservation reserve 
manager, which may be granted for the purpose of retrieving a vehicle or personal property. 


Occupation of land 
9. No person shall occupy land in a conservation reserve except, 


(a) under an agreement for the establishment or operation of any works, facilities or services made under subsection 14 (1) 
of the Act; or 


(b) under a licence of occupation, a land use permit or a lease, or a renewal or extension thereof granted by the Minister. 
Designated entry 


10. Where an entry point has been designated, no person shall enter a conservation reserve except at the designated point, 
no matter what the means of entry. 


Non-resident camping 
11. (1) A non-resident of Canada who is 18 years of age or older shall not camp in a conservation reserve unless, 
(a) he or she is camping under the authority of a non-resident camping permit; 
(b) he or she is using a camping unit rented from a person who carries on business in Ontario; 
(c) he or she owns property in Ontario or is the spouse of a person who owns property in Ontario; 


(d) he or she is a member or person in charge of a charitable or non-profit group that is camping with the written 
authorization of the conservation reserve manager, which may be granted if the conservation reserve manager is of the 
opinion that, 


(i) the proof of the charitable or non-profit status is sufficient, and 
(11) if the group is comprised of youths, there is adequate adult supervision; 
(e) he or she is carrying our duties required by lawful employment in Canada. 
(2) A non-resident camping permit expires at 12 noon on the day following the date shown on the permit. 


(3) A non-resident camping in a conservation reserve shall, on the request of an officer, produce for inspection his or her 
non-resident camping permit, camping unit rental agreement or proof that the non-resident is entitled to camp in the 
conservation reserve by virtue of clause (1) (c), (d) or (e). 


(4) A non-resident who camps in a conservation reserve shall remove the camping unit and his or her personal property 
from the conservation reserve on the expiry, surrender or cancellation, whichever occurs first, of his or her non-resident 
camping permit or camping unit rental agreement, as the case may be. 


(5) Where a non-resident camping permit is surrendered before its expiry, a refund of the fee paid for the permit may be 
made upon application to the conservation reserve manager. 


Camping 


12. (1) No person shall camp in an area in a conservation reserve that is designated as an area in which camping is 
prohibited and no non-resident shall camp in an area in a conservation reserve that is designated as an area in which camping 
by non-residents is prohibited. 


(2) No person shall camp in a conservation reserve in a location other than an identified camp-site if camp-sites have been 
identified in an area. 


(3) No person shall camp in one location in a conservation reserve for more than 21 days in a year, except with the written 
authorization of the conservation reserve manager, which may be granted on the basis of a consideration of the following 
criteria: 


1. Whether other persons seek to camp on the camp-site.

The availability of other camp-sites.

The potential for harm to the natural environment, plants and wildlife or impeding the maintenance of ecological 
integrity. 


(4) A person may move to another location in a conservation reserve and camp for an additional period of at most 21 days 
provided that the new location is at least 100 metres from the previous location. 


Motor vehicles 
13. (1) No person shall operate a motor vehicle within a conservation reserve except, 
(a) a wheelchair operated by a disabled person; 
(b) a motor vehicle or all-terrain vehicle operated, 
(1) on an existing road or trail, 


(11) elsewhere than on an existing road or trail for the direct retrieval of game harvested in accordance with the Fish 
and Wildlife Conservation Act, 1997 or the Migratory Birds Convention Act, 1994 (Canada), or 


(111) in accordance with the written authorization of the conservation reserve manager, which may be granted if the 
conservation reserve manager is of the opinion that the operation of the motor vehicle or all-terrain vehicle is 
unlikely to harm the natural environment, plants, wildlife or significant natural or cultural features, or cause a 
threat to public safety; or 


(c) an all-terrain vehicle operated on the frozen surface of a body of water. 


(2) Despite subclauses (1) (b) (1) and (11), the conservation reserve manager may prohibit the operation of a motor vehicle 
or all-terrain vehicle on designated existing roads or trails or for the direct retrieval of game harvested in accordance with the 
Fish and Wildlife Conservation Act, 1997 or the Migratory Birds Convention Act, 1994 (Canada) at designated times if the 
conservation reserve manager 1s of the opinion that their operation could potentially harm the environment, wildlife or 
significant natural or cultural features, impede the maintenance of ecological integrity or cause a threat to public safety. 


Leaving vehicles unattended 


14. (1) No person shall park, place or leave unattended a motor vehicle, an all-terrain vehicle, a boat, trailer or camping 
unit in a location where to do so would hinder or block access to a road, trail, portage, parking area, facility or structure. 


(2) No person shall park a motor vehicle in any area where parking is prohibited or during period of time when parking is 
prohibited. 


Boat cache 


15. No person shall establish a boat cache in a conservation reserve, or in any portion of a conservation reserve, where the 
establishment of a boat cache is prohibited, without the written authorization of the conservation reserve manager, which may 
be granted if the conservation reserve manager is of the opinion that the establishment of the boat cache will not harm the 
natural environment, plants, wildlife or fish stocks, have a detrimental effect on adjoining land uses or impede the 
maintenance of ecological integrity. 


Inspection of permit 


16. Every person to whom a permit or authorization has been issued under this Regulation shall, upon the request of an 
officer, produce the permit or authorization for inspection. 


Assignment and copying of permit prohibited 
17. No person shall assign, duplicate or copy a permit or authorization issued under this Regulation.

18. This Regulation comes into force on the later of the day section 54 of the Provincial Parks and Conservation 


Reserves Act, 2006 comes into force and the day this Regulation is filed.

Definitions 


1. (1) In this Regulation, 
“depreciable assets” means buildings, plant, machinery and equipment; 


“diamond royalty valuer” means a person acting on the Minister’s behalf for the purpose of ascertaining the value of 
diamonds produced as part of the output of a diamond mine; 


“exploration cost” means an expense incurred for the purposes of determining the existence, location, extent, quality or 
economic potential of a diamond or diamond-bearing deposit in Ontario, but does not include an expense incurred for the 
purposes of bringing a diamond mine into production; 


“impact benefit agreement” means an agreement under which an operator of a diamond mine located on royalty land has 
agreed to provide a benefit to an aboriginal community or municipality located in Ontario for the purpose of ensuring that 
the aboriginal community or municipality benefits from the diamond mine; 
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“mining property” means, in respect of a diamond mine, 


(a) a mining claim or a parcel of land subject to a lease or patent, within the boundaries of which the diamond mine or part 
of the diamond mine 1s situated, or 


(b) a group of contiguous mining claims, whether or not subject to a lease or patent, within the boundaries of which the 
diamond mine or part of the diamond mine is situated, 


(1) that are the property of the same owner, or 


(11) if the diamond mine is operated as a joint venture, that are owned exclusively by the members of the joint venture 
or parties related to the members of the joint venture, regardless of the degree of ownership of each mining claim, 
lease or patent; 


“municipality” has the meaning assigned by subsection | (1) of the Municipal Act, 2000 and includes any board, commission 
or other local authority that is a municipality for the purposes of the Municipal Affairs Act, 


“processing” means, 


(a) crushing, grinding, floatation, beneficiation, concentrating, milling, leaching, recrystallization or refining performed to 
recover diamonds from ore or from a diamond-bearing substance, and 


(b) cleaning and sorting that output; 


“processing assets” means tailings disposal facilities and depreciable assets located in Ontario that are used directly and 
exclusively in processing; 


“qualifying expenditure” means an expenditure incurred by an operator of a diamond mine to provide a benefit, pursuant to 
an impact benefit agreement, to an aboriginal community or municipality located in Ontario, to the extent the expenditure 
is not otherwise deductible in determining the operator’s net value of the output of the mine; 


“qualifying donation” means a donation made to a recipient resident in Ontario by an operator of a diamond mine, 
(a) that is not a qualifying expenditure, 
(b) that is made for charitable, educational or benevolent purposes, and 
(c) that is reasonably related to the mine; 


“qualifying environmental trust” means a qualifying environmental trust as defined in subsection 248 (1) of the Income Tax 
Act (Canada) that is established in respect of the mining property of a diamond mine; 


“related” means, with respect to two or more persons, that the persons are, 


(a) related persons within the meaning of section 251 of the /ncome Tax Act (Canada), read without reference to paragraph 
251 (5) (b), 


(b) associated corporations within the meaning of section 256 of that Act, read without reference to subsection 256 (1.4), 
(c) affiliated persons within the meaning of section 251.1 of that Act, or 
(d) operators of the same diamond mine; 

“royalty land” means land in Ontario in respect of which a royalty may be payable under section 154.1 of the Act; 


“satisfactory evidence” means, with respect to a sale of diamonds, satisfactory evidence with respect to the diamonds sold 
and the circumstances of the sale, including, 


(a) the number and quality of diamonds sold, 

(b) the amount of the proceeds from the sale, 

(c) the date of the sale, and 

(d) whether the operator and the person to whom the diamonds are sold are related or not; 
“undeducted balance” means, 

(a) with respect to depreciable assets, the amount of the original cost of the depreciable assets, 


(1) minus the sum of all depreciation allowances claimed in respect of those assets for previous fiscal years and the 
amount of all reductions, if any, required to be made for previous fiscal years under clause 7 (5) (a) or (8) (d), 
paragraph 5 of subsection (9) or subsection 7 (10), and 


(11) plus all amounts, if any, required to be added under subsection 7 (10) for previous fiscal years, 
(b) with respect to a development allowance, the amount of the costs eligible for a development allowance under 
paragraph 8 of subsection 7 (1), 
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(1) minus the sum of all development allowances claimed for previous fiscal years and all reductions, if any, required 
to be made for previous fiscal years under paragraph 3 or 4 of subsection 7 (9) or subsection 7 (10), and 


(11) plus all amounts, if any, required to be added under subsection 7 (10) for previous fiscal years, 


(c) with respect to a qualifying environmental trust contribution allowance, the amount, if any, by which the total of all 
contributions made to the qualifying environmental trust exceeds the total of all qualifying environmental trust 
contribution allowances claimed for previous fiscal years, 


(d) with respect to qualifying donations and qualifying expenditures of an operator, the amount, if any, by which the sum 
of all qualifying donations made by the operator and all qualifying expenditures incurred by the operator exceeds the 
total of, 


(1) the sum of all amounts, each of which is the portion determined under paragraph | of subsection 7 (2) of an 
amount claimed by the operator in respect of its Ontario community and economic development incentive under 
subsection 7 (2) for a previous fiscal year, and 


(11) the total of all amounts each of which is the value, at the time a qualifying donation is made or a qualifying 
expenditure is incurred, of any property, service, compensation, use or other benefit that the operator, or a person 
or partnership who does not deal at arm’s length with the operator, has received, obtained or enjoyed, or is 
entitled, either immediately or in the future or contingently, to receive, obtain, or enjoy, 


(A) that is in consideration for the qualifying donation or qualifying expenditure, 
(B) that is in gratitude for the qualifying donation or qualifying expenditure, or 
(C) that is in any other way related to the qualifying donation or qualifying expenditure. 


(2) For the purposes of this Regulation, the market value of diamonds produced as part of the output of a diamond mine 
shall be determined in accordance with the following rules: 


1. Ifthe Minister and the operator agree on a value for the diamonds, the market value is that agreed value. 


2. If the Minister and the operator do not agree on a value for the diamonds, the market value is the maximum amount 
that could be realized from the sale of the diamonds on the open market after they are sorted into market assortments. 


3. The market value shall be based on the value of the diamonds before they are cut and polished. 
4. The market value shall be determined as follows for the following purposes: 


i. If the market value is determined for the purposes of the definition of “B” in subsection 6 (1), the market value 
shall be determined as of the end of the fiscal year. 


ii. If the market value is determined for the purposes of the definition of “C” in subsection 6 (1), the market value 
shall be determined as of the beginning of the fiscal year. 


iii. If the market value is calculated for the purposes of sub-subparagraph 8 ii A of subsection 7 (1), the market value 
shall be determined as of the date of the sale, transfer or removal of the diamonds, as applicable. 


iv. If the market value is calculated for the purposes of sub-subparagraph 8 11 B of subsection 7 (1), the market value 
shall be determined as of the date of commencement of production. 


v. If the market value is calculated for any other purpose, the market value shall be determined as of the date of the 
last valuation by a diamond royalty valuer. 


Related persons 


2. (1) For the purposes of the definition of “related” in subsection | (1), a person who is related to another person is 
deemed to be related to any person to whom the other person is related. 


(2) Where diamonds that have been sold by an operator to a person not related to the operator are later sold to a person 
related to the operator, the diamonds shall be considered to have been sold by the operator to a person related to the operator. 


(3) Where diamonds that have been sold by an operator to a person related to the operator are later sold to a person not 
related to the operator and satisfactory evidence of that sale is provided to the Minister, the diamonds shall be considered to 
have been sold by the operator to a person who is not related to the operator. 


Exchange rate 


3. For the purposes of this Regulation, the Bank of Canada’s noon exchange rate shall be used to convert foreign 
currencies into Canadian dollars, 


(a) as at the date of a transaction, if the transaction is carried out in a foreign currency; and 


(b) as at the first or last day, as applicable, of a fiscal year if inventories have been valued in a foreign currency. 
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Commencement of production 
4. For the purposes of this Regulation, a diamond mine commences production on the earlier of, 


(a) the first day of the first 90-day period during which the mill or concentrator operates at or above an average of 60 per 
cent of its rated capacity, if the diamond mine includes a mill or concentrator; or 


(b) the day the diamond mine begins to produce minerals in reasonable commercial quantities, if the mine does not 
include a mill or concentrator. 


Output of a diamond mine 


5. (1) For the purposes of subsection 154 (2) of the Act, a diamond is considered to be produced as part of the output of a 
diamond mine if the diamond is in a saleable form or has been removed from the diamond mine. 


(2) Diamonds produced from the reprocessing of tailings, wasterock, stockpiles of ore or other materials obtained from a 
diamond mine are part of the output of the diamond mine. 


CALCULATION OF NET VALUE OF OUTPUT 


Net value of the output 


6. (1) The amount of the net value of the output of a diamond mine for a fiscal year, for the purposes of the definition of 
that term in subsection 154 (1) of the Act, shall be determined using the formula, 


A+B=C+D+E+FF+G+ H= I+ J=K 
in which, 
“A” is the total of, 


(a) the proceeds from sales during the fiscal year of diamonds produced as part of the output of the diamond mine 
after March 22, 2007, to persons not related to the operator, if satisfactory evidence of those sales is provided to 
the Minister, and 


(b) the market value of any diamonds produced as part of the output of the diamond mine after March 22, 2007 that 
were otherwise sold or transferred from the diamond mine during the fiscal year, 


“B” is the market value as of the end of the fiscal year of any inventories of diamonds produced as part of the output of the 
diamond mine after March 22, 2007, 


“C” is the market value as of the beginning of the year of any inventories of diamonds produced as part of the output of the 
diamond mine after March 22, 2007, 


“D” 18 the lesser of, 


(a) the amount of any payment received during the fiscal year that is related to a cost that has been claimed as a 
deduction or an allowance, other than an amount previously deducted in determining an undeducted balance, and 


(b) the amount of the cost referred to in clause (a), 
“EB” is the amount of any excess determined under clause 7 (5) (b) for the fiscal year, 


“F” is the sum of all amounts, if any, withdrawn during the fiscal year from a qualifying environmental trust, up to a 
maximum of the sum of all amounts contributed to the trust, 


“G” is the amount of any proceeds received during the fiscal year from insurance on diamonds produced as part of the 
output of the diamond mine, 


“H” is the amount of, 


(a) any grants in respect of the diamond mine that were made to the operator by the Ontario or the federal 
government during the fiscal year, and 


(b) any loans to the operator in respect of the diamond mine that were forgiven by the Ontario or the federal 
government during the fiscal year, 


“I is the total of the amounts claimed under subsection 7 (1), 
“J” is the sum of, 


(a) the amount by which the sum of the amounts determined under clause 7 (8) (d) and paragraph 5 of subsection 7 
(9) exceeds the undeducted balance of the depreciable assets eligible for a depreciation allowance at the end of 
the fiscal year, and 


(b) the amount by which the sum of the amounts determined under paragraphs 3 and 4 of subsection 7 (9) exceeds 
the undeducted balance of the development allowance at the end of the fiscal year, and 
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“K” is the amount claimed by an operator in respect of the operator’s Ontario community and economic development 
incentive for the fiscal year in respect of the mine, as determined under subsection 7 (2). 


(2) No costs related to the production or valuation of diamonds from any land other than royalty land shall be taken into 
account for the purposes of determining the value of “A”, “B”, “C”, “D”, “G”, “I? or “K” in subsection (1). 


(3) In the case of a diamond royalty return for the last fiscal year of production of a diamond mine, the operator may, for 
the purposes of determining the value of “B” in subsection (1) for that fiscal year, elect to use the actual proceeds from the 
sale of its inventory of diamonds after the end of that fiscal year, instead of the market value of the inventory of diamonds at 
the end of that fiscal year, but only to the extent that the diamonds were sold to persons not related to the operator and 
satisfactory evidence of the sales has been provided to the Minister. 


(4) An election made under subsection (3) 1s irrevocable. 


(5) Gains and losses from hedging transactions shall not be included in calculating the net value of the output of a 
diamond mine. 


Deductions and allowances 


7. (1) In calculating the net value of the output of a diamond mine for a fiscal year under section 6, only the following 
amounts and the amount of the Ontario community and economic development incentive for the fiscal year, as determined 
under subsection (2), may be deducted in respect of costs incurred by the operator of the diamond mine: 


1. The costs incurred during the fiscal year for cleaning, sorting, valuing, marketing and selling diamonds produced as 
part of the output of the diamond mine. 


2. The costs incurred during the fiscal year for insurance, storage, handling and transportation of the diamonds produced 
as part of the output of the diamond mine to the processing plant or market. 


3. The costs incurred during the fiscal year in mining and processing diamonds from the diamond mine. 


4. The costs incurred during the fiscal year for repair or maintenance at the diamond mine or rehabilitation of the mining 
property of the diamond mine. 


5. General and indirect costs incurred during the fiscal year for property, employees and operations at the diamond mine 
that are not otherwise allocated to operating costs. 


6. Exploration costs incurred during the fiscal year in respect of royalty land, other than royalty land on the mining 
property of the diamond mine, if those costs have not been otherwise claimed by the operator as an allowance or 
deduction under this section, in an amount not exceeding 10 per cent of the net value of the output of the diamond 
mine multiplied by the operator’s share of that output, calculated, 


i. after deducting the costs referred to in paragraphs | to 5, and 


ii. before deducting any exploration costs, depreciation allowance, qualifying environmental trust contribution 
allowance, development allowance or processing allowance. 


7. Subject to clause (5) (a), clause (8) (d), paragraph 5 of subsection (9) and subsection (10), a depreciation allowance in 
respect of the depreciable assets of the diamond mine and the depreciable assets of any facilities in Ontario that are 
used for processing diamonds produced as part of the output from the diamond mine, in an amount not exceeding the 
undeducted balance of the cost of those depreciable assets at the end of the fiscal year. 


8. A development allowance not exceeding the undeducted balance, at the end of the fiscal year, of the sum of, 


i. exploration costs incurred, before the date of commencement of production, on the mining property as constituted 
on the date of commencement of production and not deducted under paragraph 6 in respect of any other lands, 


ii. all costs incurred before the date of commencement of production for the purposes of bringing the diamond mine 
into production, less the total of, 


A. the market value of any diamonds produced from the mining property of the diamond mine that were sold, 
transferred or removed from the diamond mine before the date of commencement of production, and 


B. the market value of any diamonds produced from the mining property of the diamond mine that are in 
inventory on the date of commencement of production, 


ili. exploration costs incurred on the mining property of the diamond mine after the date of commencement of 
production, 


iv. costs incurred after the date of commencement of production for workings designed for continuing use, including 
the clearing, removing or stripping of overburden from a new deposit at the diamond mine, the sinking, 
excavation or extension of a mine shaft, main haulage way or similar underground work, the construction of an 
adit or other underground entry and the construction of a road or of a tailings disposal structure at the diamond 
mine, and 
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v. where diamonds are being produced in reasonable commercial quantities from a mining claim or property subject 
to a lease or patent that was incorporated into the mining property after the date of commencement of production, 


A. if the mining claim, lease or patent was purchased, the lesser of the purchase price of the mining claim, 
lease or patent, and the amount referred to in sub-subparagraph B, or 


B. in any other case, the costs referred to in subparagraphs i and ii that were incurred in respect of the 
incorporated mining claim, lease or patent and that have not been claimed in a prior fiscal year or under 
another provision of this Regulation. 


9. A qualifying environmental trust contribution allowance not exceeding the undeducted balance of the qualifying 
environmental trust at the end of the fiscal year. 


10. If diamonds are processed by the operator of the diamond mine before their sale, transfer or presentation to the 
diamond royalty valuer for valuation, an annual processing allowance equal to the lesser of, 


i. 8 per cent of the original cost of processing assets owned by the operator at the end of the fiscal year that were 
used during the fiscal year for the processing of output of the diamond mine, and 


ii. 65 per cent of the net value of the output of the diamond mine, where only the deductions referred to in 
paragraphs | to 9 are deducted in the calculation of the net value of the output. 


11. If diamonds from the diamond mine are processed at another diamond mine in Ontario, or at any other facilities 
located in Ontario that are owned by the operator or by a person related to the operator, the total of, 


i. the amount of the reduction under clause (8) (b) in the amount of the operating costs of the other diamond mine 
or facilities that may be deducted to the extent that the amount of the reduction relates to the processing of 
diamonds produced as part of the output of the diamond mine, 


ii. the amount by which the processing allowance for the other diamond mine or facilities is reduced under clause 
(8) (c) to the extent that the reduction relates to the processing of diamonds produced as part of the output of the 
diamond mine, and 


ill. the amount by which the undeducted balance of the original cost of the other diamond mine’s or facilities’ 
depreciable assets is reduced under clause (8) (d) to the extent that the reduction relates to the processing of 
diamonds produced as part of the output of the diamond mine. 


(2) The amount of an operator’s Ontario community and economic development incentive for a fiscal year in respect of a 
diamond mine is the sum of the following amounts: 


1. The amount of the operator’s undeducted balance of qualifying donations and qualifying expenditures in respect of the 
diamond mine, as determined at the end of the fiscal year. 


2. An allowance for the fiscal year equal to the lesser of, 


i. 15 per cent of the sum of all the amounts claimed by the operator for the year under paragraphs 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 
8, 9 and 11 of subsection (1) and paragraph | of this subsection, and 


20 per cent of the amount that would be the net value of the output of the diamond mine for the fiscal year before 
the deduction of any amount determined under this paragraph, multiplied by the operator’s share of that output. 


(3) Where the operator of a diamond mine claims a deduction for costs incurred in a transaction with a related person, the 
costs allowed as a deduction under this section shall be the amount of the actual costs incurred by the related person, 
exclusive of any profit, gain or commission to the related person or to any other related person. 


(4) A depreciation allowance shall not be claimed in respect of a depreciable asset before the fiscal year in which it 1s first 
used in the operations of the diamond mine. 


(5) Where an operator disposes of, or receives insurance proceeds in respect of, assets for which a depreciation allowance 
has been claimed, 


(a) the undeducted balance of the depreciable assets shall be reduced by the lesser of, 
(1) the proceeds of disposition or the insurance proceeds, as the case may be, and 
(11) the original cost of the asset; and 


(b) the amount, if any, by which the lesser of the amounts referred to in subclauses (a) (1) and (11) exceeds the undeducted 
balance of the depreciable assets in the fiscal year in which the assets were disposed of shall be included in the net 
value of the output of the diamond mine for that fiscal year. 


(6) For the purposes of subsection (5), where the operator of a diamond mine sells an asset for which a depreciation 
allowance has been claimed by a related person, or removes the asset from the diamond mine, the proceeds of disposition of 


the asset shall be the amount that could be expected to be realized from the sale of the asset to a person not related to the 
operator. 
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(7) Where the operator of a diamond mine purchases an asset from a related person that is eligible for a depreciation 
allowance or transfers to the diamond mine an asset from another mine owned by the operator, the cost of the asset for the 
purposes of calculating a depreciation allowance is the amount that the operator could be expected to pay to purchase that 
asset from a person not related to the operator. 


(8) Where, in a particular fiscal year, the operator of a diamond mine uses the depreciable assets of the diamond mine or 
any processing assets located in Ontario that are used for the processing of diamonds produced as part of the output of the 
diamond mine to process diamonds other than those produced as part of the output of the diamond mine, 


(a) the revenue earned from the sale or processing of diamonds not produced from the diamond mine shall not be included 
in the net value of the output of the diamond mine; 


(b) the deductions for costs incurred during the fiscal year under paragraphs | to 5 of subsection (1) shall be reduced by 
any costs incurred for the processing of diamonds not produced as part of the output of the diamond mine;

(d) the undeducted balance of the original cost of the diamond mine’s depreciable assets at the end of the fiscal year shall 
be reduced by an amount calculated using the formula,

where, 
“PD” is the original cost of the depreciable assets used to process diamonds not produced at the diamond mine, 


“E” is the sum of the costs described in paragraphs | to 5 of subsection (1) that are incurred during the fiscal year and 
all previous fiscal years in relation to processing diamonds not produced at the diamond mine, and 


“F” is the sum of the costs described in paragraphs | to 5 of subsection (1) that are incurred during the fiscal year and 
all previous fiscal years in processing any diamonds at the diamond mine. 


(9) The following rules apply if the output of a diamond mine includes diamonds produced from royalty land and 
diamonds produced from land that is not royalty land: 


1. The deductions for costs incurred during the fiscal year under paragraphs | to 5 of subsection (1) shall be reduced by 
any costs incurred for the production or processing of diamonds from land that is not royalty land. 


2. The original cost of the processing assets used to calculate the amount under subparagraph 10 1 of subsection (1) for 
the fiscal year shall be reduced by an amount calculated using the formula,

processing diamonds at the diamond mine. 


3. The undeducted balance of the costs eligible for the diamond mine’s development allowance under paragraph 8 of 
subsection (1) for the fiscal year shall be reduced by an amount calculated using the formula,

a fine or penalty imposed under the law of a country or of a political subdivision of a country, including a state, 
province and territory, by any person or public body that has authority to impose the fine or penalty; 


an outlay made or expense incurred for the purpose of doing anything that is an offence under section 3 of the 
Corruption of Foreign Public Officials Act (Canada) or under any of sections 119 to 121, 123 to 125, 393 and 426 of 
the Criminal Code (Canada) or an offence under section 465 of the Criminal Code (Canada) as it relates to an offence 
described in any of those sections; or 


any costs that have been claimed by an operator as a deduction or allowance under the Mining Tax Act. 


Change of ownership 


8. (1) A change in the ownership of a diamond mine or in the operator of a diamond mine does not affect, 


(a)

the undeducted balance of the depreciable assets eligible for a depreciation allowance; 
the undeducted balance of the costs eligible for a development allowance; 
the undeducted balance of contributions to a qualifying environmental trust; 


the undeducted balance of qualifying donations and qualifying expenditures; or 
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(e) the original cost of the processing assets used in calculating a processing allowance. 


(2) Subject to paragraph 8 of subsection 7 (1), where a mining claim, lease or patent lapses, 1s cancelled or is surrendered, 
any costs incurred in respect of that mining claim, lease or patent that would otherwise be eligible for a development 
allowance expire and are no longer eligible for a development allowance in respect of any diamond mine. 


(3) Ifa diamond mine is acquired by the operator of another diamond mine and the operations of the two diamond mines 
are combined to become a single diamond mine, the undeducted balance of the costs eligible for the development allowance, 
the undeducted balance of the cost of the depreciable assets eligible for the depreciation allowance, the undeducted balance of 
the contributions to a qualifying environmental trust, the undeducted balance of qualifying donations and qualifying 
expenditures and the original cost of the processing assets eligible for the processing allowance for each diamond mine shall 
be combined.

ROYALTY RETURNS, PAYMENTS, RECORDS, ADMINISTRATION 
Royalty return 


9. (1) On or before the last day of the fourth month after the end of each fiscal year of a diamond mine, including the 
fiscal year in which the diamond mine commences production and all subsequent years for which there are any amounts that 
would be included in the determination of the values of “A” to “H” and “J” in subsection 6 (1), the operator of the diamond 
mine shall deliver to the Minister a diamond royalty return containing an estimate of the royalty for which the operator is 
liable and setting out, 


(a) the name and address of the diamond mine and a description of it; 
(b) the names and address of any operators of the diamond mine; 


(c) the names and addresses of facilities to which diamonds were sent during the fiscal year from the diamond mine for 
valuation or processing; 


(d) the weight and value of the diamonds produced as part of the output of the diamond mine during the fiscal year; 
(e) the weight and value of the diamonds produced as part of the output of the diamond mine that were, 
(1) sold or transferred during the fiscal year to persons not related to the operator, 
(11) sold or transferred during the fiscal year to persons related to the operator, 
(iii) in inventory at the beginning of the fiscal year, and 
(iv) in inventory at the end of the fiscal year; 
(f) any costs, deductions and allowances claimed under section 7; 


(g) where exploration costs are claimed as a deduction under paragraph 6 of subsection 7 (1), or where costs are included 
in the costs eligible for a development allowance under paragraph 8 of subsection 7 (1), the mining claims, leases or 
patents with respect to which those costs were incurred; 


(h) in respect of the depreciable assets of the diamond mine, 
(1) the undeducted balance of the depreciable assets at the beginning of the fiscal year, 
(11) the cost of additions to depreciable assets during the fiscal year, 
(111) the proceeds from the disposition of depreciable assets during the fiscal year, 


(iv) the undeducted balance of the depreciable assets at the end of the fiscal year before deduction of a depreciation 
allowance, 


(v) the undeducted balance of the depreciable assets at the end of the fiscal year after deduction of a depreciation 
allowance, and 


(vi) the original cost of the depreciable assets disposed of during the fiscal year; 
(1) in respect of any development allowances of the diamond mine, 
(i) the undeducted balance at the beginning of the fiscal year of costs eligible for a development allowance, 
(11) where the return is filed for the first fiscal year of the diamond mine, the amount of the costs identified in 


subparagraphs 8 1 and 11 of subsection 7 (1), 
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(iii) the amount of each of the costs identified in subparagraphs 8 111 to v of subsection 7 (1), 


(iv) the undeducted balance of costs eligible for a development allowance at the end of the fiscal year before 
deduction of a development allowance, and 


(v) the undeducted balance of costs eligible for a development allowance at the end of the fiscal year after deduction 
of a development allowance; 


in respect of any qualifying environmental trusts of the diamond mine, 

(i) the total of all amounts contributed to the qualifying environmental trust in all fiscal years, 

(ii) the undeducted balance of contributions to the qualifying environmental trust at the beginning of the fiscal year, 
(iii) the amounts contributed to the qualifying environmental trust during the fiscal year, 


(iv) the undeducted balance of contributions to the qualifying environmental trust at the end of the fiscal year before 
any deduction of a qualifying environmental trust contribution allowance, 


(v) the undeducted balance of contributions to the qualifying environmental trust at the end of the fiscal year after 
deduction of a qualifying environmental trust contribution allowance, and 


(vi) the total of all amounts withdrawn from the qualifying environmental trust during the fiscal year and in previous 
fiscal years; 


in respect of the processing assets of the diamond mine, 
(i) the original cost of the processing assets at the beginning of the fiscal year, 
(11) the original cost of any new processing assets added to the diamond mine during the fiscal year, 


(111) the original cost of any processing assets that were substituted for other processing assets of the diamond mine 
during the fiscal year, 


(iv) the original cost of any processing assets for which other processing assets were substituted during the fiscal year, 


(v) the original cost of any processing assets not used, sold, discarded or otherwise disposed of during the fiscal year, 
and 


(vi) the original cost of the processing assets at the end of the fiscal year; 


any payment received by the diamond mine during the fiscal year that is related to a cost that has been claimed as a 
deduction or allowance; 


any amount by which the proceeds of disposition of assets for which a depreciation allowance has been claimed 
exceed the undeducted balance of the depreciable assets at the end of the fiscal year in which the assets were disposed 
of; and 


in respect of any qualifying donations or qualifying expenditures of the operator of the diamond mine, 


(1) the undeducted balance at the beginning of the fiscal year of the qualifying donations made and qualifying 
expenditures incurred by the operator, 


(11) the amount of the qualifying donations made and qualifying expenditures incurred by the operator during the 
fiscal year, and 


(iii) the undeducted balance at the end of the fiscal year of the qualifying donations made and qualifying expenditures 
incurred by the operator. 


(2) Every diamond royalty return shall, 


(a)

be accompanied by the financial statements for the diamond mine or, where the diamond mine has no financial 
statements, the financial statements of the operator of the diamond mine, and a reconciliation of those financial 
statements to the diamond royalty return; 


be signed by the operator or, where the operator is a corporation, by an authorized officer of the corporation; and 


include the operator’s or officer’s oath or affirmation, administered by a commissioner for taking affidavits, that the 
financial statements are true and complete to the best of the operator’s or officer’s knowledge and belief. 


(3) If the operator of a diamond mine operator makes an election under subsection 6 (3), 


(a) 


(b) 


the operator shall deliver an initial diamond royalty return for the fiscal year using the market value of the inventories 
of diamonds and then deliver an amended diamond royalty return once those inventories have been sold or otherwise 
transferred; and 


the operator shall deliver a diamond royalty return for the mine’s subsequent fiscal years if there are any amounts that 
would be included in the determination of the values of “D” to “H” in subsection 6 (1), or if the diamond mine 
recommences production. 
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Payment of royalty 


10. (1) For the purposes of subsection 154.1 (3) of the Act, the amount of the royalty in respect of a diamond mine for a 
fiscal year shall be paid to the Crown not later than the last day of the fourth month after the end of that fiscal year. 


(2) The Minister shall examine each royalty return delivered in respect of a fiscal year under section 9 together with any 
other information provided under the Act or this Regulation and shall determine the royalty payable for the fiscal year and the 
interest and penalties, if any, payable. 


(3) In determining the amount of the royalty for the purposes of the notice of royalty described in subsection-154,3 (1) of 
the Act, the Minister is not bound by any return or information delivered by or on behalf of an operator. 


(4) The amount of the royalty set out in the notice of royalty is deemed to be valid and binding despite any error, defect or 
omission in the notice or in any proceeding under the Act or this Regulation relating to the notice, subject to any variation or 
redetermination of the amount on an objection or appeal. 


Liability 


11. (1) Any person who was an operator of a diamond mine during a fiscal year in respect of which royalties were 
payable under section 154.1 of the Act is jointly and severally liable for the entire amount of the royalty payable in respect of 
the period during which that person was an operator. 


(2) Liability for a royalty imposed under section 154.1 of the Act is not affected by an incorrect or incomplete notice of 
royalty or by the fact that no notice of royalty was sent. 


Penalties and interest 


12. (1) Every operator who fails to pay a royalty payable under section 154.1 of the Act in respect of a diamond mine for 
a fiscal year on or before the day the payment is required to be made under subsection 10 (1) is liable to a penalty when 
assessed for it, equal to the greater of, 


(a) $50,000, or 


(b) 25 per cent of the amount of the royalty payable by the operator under section 154.1 of the Act for that fiscal year that 
remains unpaid. 


(2) A penalty calculated under subsection (1) shall be payable on the date the penalty is assessed by the Minister. 


(3) Interest shall be calculated and charged daily at the daily interest rate on the operator’s overdue balance, and shall be 
payable on the day it is charged. 


(4) For the purposes of subsection (3), an operator’s overdue balance on any date of determination is determined as 
follows: 


1. Determine the sum of, 


i. royalty amounts payable under section 154.1 of the Act that have not been paid by the operator on or before the 
date on which the royalty is payable, 


ii. penalties calculated under subsection (1) that have not been paid by the operator on or before the date on which 
the penalty is payable, and 


ili. interest calculated under subsection (3) that has not been paid by the operator on or before the date on which the 
interest is payable. 


2. Subtract from the amount determined under paragraph | the amount of any payment made by the operator to the 
Crown on or before the date of determination, in respect of an overdue royalty, penalty or interest amount which has 
been included in the amount determined under paragraph |. 


(5) In this section, 
“average prime rate” means, in respect of a particular date, the mean, rounded to the nearest whole percentage point, of the 
annual rates of interest announced by each of the Royal Bank of Canada, The Bank of Nova Scotia, the Canadian Imperial 


Bank of Commerce, the Bank of Montreal and The Toronto-Dominion Bank to be its prime or reference rate of interest in 
effect on that date for determining interest rates on Canadian dollar commercial loans by that bank in Canada; 


“base rate of interest” means, in respect of a particular day, the average prime rate that was in effect on, 
(a) October 15 of the previous year, if the particular day is in January, February or March, 
(b) January 15 of the same year, if the particular day is in April, May or June, 
(c) April 15 of the same year, if the particular day is in July, August or September, or 
(d) July 15 of the same year, if the particular day is in October, November or December; 


“daily interest rate” means, in respect of a particular day, the annual interest rate that is three percentage points higher than 
the base rate of interest in effect on that day. 
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Books and records 


13. (1) For the purposes of clause 154.6 (1) (b) of the Act, the other documents and information that an operator shall 
keep at an office in Ontario are, 


(a) any documents evidencing, 


(1) the weight and value of all diamonds produced as part of the output of the diamond mine, sold or transferred by 
the operator or processed at the diamond mine, 


(11) amounts received from a processing plant and any other amounts received from the sale of diamonds, and 

(111) the costs, payments, allowances, deductions and other adjustments referred to in section 7; 
(b) financial statements of the diamond mine and the operator; 
(c) if the financial statements of the diamond mine or of the operator are audited by an external auditor, 

(1) the audited financial statements and the accompanying signed audit opinion of the external auditor, and 

(11) any working papers and documentation prepared by the external auditor that are in the possession of the operator; 
(d) a reconciliation between the documents referred to in paragraphs (a) and (b) and the diamond royalty return; 
(e) any documents filed by the operator with a stock exchange or securities commission; and 


(f) any other information necessary for ascertaining the amount of the royalty payable under section 154.1 of the Act or 
the calculation of the net value of output of the diamond mine in any fiscal year under section 6. 


Removal or sale of diamonds 


14. (1) For the purposes of section 154.8 of the Act, an operator of a diamond mine shall ensure that no diamond 
produced at the mine is removed from the mine or sold unless, 


(a) the diamond has been presented to a diamond royalty valuer for valuation in accordance with this section, and 


(b) the value and weight of the diamond has been entered in the books of account referred to in clause 154.6 (1) (a) of the 
Act. 


(2) Subsection (1) does not apply to diamonds removed from a mine under a permit issued under section 52 of the Act that 
exempts the operator from compliance with that subsection. 


(3) The valuation of diamonds shall be done in accordance with the following rules: 


1. The diamonds shall be presented to a diamond royalty valuer for valuation as soon as they have been processed into a 
saleable form, but before they have been cut and polished. 


2. No diamonds shall be presented to the diamond royalty valuer until the operator of the diamond mine has cleaned the 
diamonds so as to remove all substances from the diamonds that are not part of the diamonds. 


3. The operator of a diamond mine shall provide a diamond royalty valuer and any other person designated by the 
Minister the use, free of charge, of such facilities and equipment, other than computer equipment, as are necessary for 
the diamond royalty valuer to value any diamonds produced as part of the output of the diamond mine. 


4. The facilities and equipment referred to in paragraph 3 shall be located in Ontario. 


5. If the operator of the diamond mine transfers or sells diamonds to persons who are not related to the operator, the 
operator shall present to the diamond royalty valuer, 


i. all diamonds that are to be transferred or sold to a person related to the operator, for separate valuation before the 
transfer or sale, and 


ii. all diamonds that are to be cut or polished by the operator or any related party, for separate valuation before the 
diamonds are cut or polished. 


6. Unless otherwise agreed on by the operator and the diamond royalty valuer, an operator shall present the diamonds to 
the diamond royalty valuer, 


i. in respect of diamonds with a weight of 10.8 carats or more, individually, together with the weight of each 
diamond, 


ii. in respect of diamonds with a weight of 2.8 to 10.79 carats, in lots separated according to weight in carats, 
together with the number of diamonds in each lot, 


iii. in respect of diamonds with a weight of 3 to 10 grainers, in lots separated according to weight in grainers, from 
which a sample that accurately represents the composition of the lot has been randomly selected, 
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iv. in respect of diamonds with a weight of less than 3 grainers, in lots separated according to industry standard DTC 
sieve size fractions, from which a sample that accurately represents the composition of the lot has been randomly 
selected. 


7. At the time the diamonds are presented in accordance with paragraph 6, the operator shall provide to the Minister, 


i. a written statement containing a description of each diamond or lot, and the operator’s estimate of the market 
value of each diamond or lot, and 


ii. the operator’s oath or affirmation, or where the operator is a corporation, the oath or affirmation of an officer of 
the corporation, administered by a commissioner for taking affidavits, that the statement is true and complete to 
the best of the operator’s knowledge and belief. 


(4) Facilities provided by an operator of a diamond mine under paragraph 3 of subsection (3) shall be deemed to be part of 
the diamond mine for the purposes of this Regulation and a transfer of diamonds from one part of a diamond mine to another 
for the purposes of diamond valuation does not constitute removal of the diamonds from the diamond mine. 


Review by the Minister 


15. (1) Any operator with a legal or beneficial interest in the subject matter of a decision of a diamond royalty valuer, or 
in any other action taken or omitted to be taken under this Regulation by a diamond royalty valuer, may, within 30 days after 
the decision is made, the action is taken or the omission to take action occurs, whichever is applicable, 


(a) request in writing that the Minister review the matter; and 
(b) make written submissions or submit materials in support of the request. 


(2) On receipt of a request under subsection (1), the Minister shall review the request and any materials or submissions 
provided with it and shall, 


(a) confirm, modify or revoke the decision or order that an action be taken; and 
(b) advise the applicant in writing of his or her decision, and the reasons for it. 
OBJECTIONS AND APPEALS 
Application 
16. (1) Sections 17 to 24 set out procedures and rules that apply in respect of an objection to or appeal from, 
(a) the determination of the amount of a royalty payable under section 154.1 of the Act, as set out in a notice of royalty; 


(b) the redetermination of the amount of a royalty payable under section 154.1 of the Act, as set out in a revised notice of 
royalty; and 


(c) the determination or redetermination of interest or penalties payable under Part VIII of the Act or this Regulation. 


(2) Any reference in sections 17 to 24 to a “determination” or “redetermination” is deemed to be a reference to a 
determination or redetermination, as the case may be, described in subsection (1). 


Notice of objection 


17. (1) An operator of a diamond mine that objects to a determination or redetermination may, within 180 days from the 
day the notice of royalty or revised notice of royalty is mailed, serve on the Minister, by registered mail, a notice of objection 
in a form approved by the Minister. 


(2) The notice of objection shall, 
(a) clearly describe each issue raised by way of objection; and 
(b) fully set out the facts and reasons relied on by the operator in respect of each issue. 


(3) Ifa notice of objection does not fully set out the facts and reasons relied on by the operator in respect of an issue, the 
Minister may in writing request the operator to provide the information, and the operator is deemed to have complied with 
clause (2) (b) in respect of the issue if the operator provides the information to the Minister in writing within 60 days after the 
day the request is made by the Minister. 


(4) An operator shall not raise any issue that the operator is not entitled to raise by way of appeal under section 18 in any 
objection under this section to a determination or redetermination or variance of a determination or redetermination under 
subsection (6). 

(5) For the purpose of calculating the number of days mentioned in subsection (1), (3) or 18 (1), the day on which a notice 
of royalty or revised notice of royalty is mailed, a request is made under subsection (3) or a notification is given under clause 
(6) (b) is the date stated in the notice of royalty, revised notice of royalty, request or notification. 


(6) Upon receipt of the notice of objection, the Minister shall with all due dispatch, 
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(a) review and confirm or vary the determination or redetermination; and 
(b) notify the operator of the diamond mine of his or her decision in writing. 


(7) If an operator has served a notice of objection in accordance with this section or has commenced an appeal in 
accordance with section 18 and the Minister subsequently mails a revised notice of royalty to the operator containing the 
results of the review under subsection 15 (2), 


(a) neither the revised notice of royalty nor any determination or redetermination set out in the revised notice of royalty 
invalidates the notice of objection or appeal, as the case may be; and 


(b) the operator may object to any new matters raised in the revised notice of royalty, in accordance with this section. 
Appeal 


18. (1) Where an operator of a diamond mine has served a notice of objection under section 17 to a determination or 
redetermination, the operator may appeal to the Superior Court of Justice to have the determination or redetermination 
vacated or varied after the Minister has confirmed or varied the determination or redetermination, but no appeal under this 
section may be commenced after the expiration of 90 days from the day notice was mailed to the operator under section 17 
that the Minister has confirmed or varied the determination or redetermination. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), where at any time the Minister determines or redetermines the amount of a royalty payable 
under section 154.1 of the Act or any interest or penalties payable under Part VII of the Act or this Regulation or makes a 
determination or redetermination in any of the following circumstances or under any of the following provisions, an appeal 
may be made only to the extent that the reasons for the appeal can reasonably be regarded as relating to any matter that gave 
rise to the determination or redetermination and that was not conclusively determined by the Court: 


1. A redetermination made in accordance with an order of a court to vacate, vary or restore a determination or 
redetermination of a royalty or to refer a determination or redetermination back to the Minister for redetermination. 


2. A review of a determination or redetermination under subsection 17 (6). 
(3) An appeal to the Superior Court of Justice shall be commenced by, 
(a) filing a notice of appeal with the court in the form approved by the Minister; 


(b) paying a fee to the court in the same amount and manner as the fee payable under regulations made under the 
Administration of Justice Act on the issue of a statement of claim; and 


(c) serving a copy of the notice of appeal as filed on the Minister by registered mail. 


(4) An operator is entitled to raise by way of appeal only those issues that were raised by it in the notice of objection to the 
determination or redetermination being appealed and in respect of which it complied or was deemed to have complied with 
subsection 17 (2). 


(5S) Despite subsection (4), an operator may raise by way of appeal an issue forming the basis of a confirmation or variance 
of a determination or redetermination under subsection 17 (6) if the issue was not part of the determination or 
redetermination with respect to which the operator served the notice of objection. 


(6) Despite subsections (1) and (2), no operator shall commence an appeal under this section to have a determination or 
redetermination vacated or varied in respect of an issue for which the right of objection or appeal has been waived in writing 
by or on behalf of the operator. 


(7) The operator appealing shall set out in the notice of appeal a statement of the allegations of fact, the statutory 
provisions and reasons that it intends to submit in supporting its appeal. 


Reply to notice of appeal 


19. (1) The Minister shall with all due dispatch serve on the operator appealing and file in the Superior Court of Justice a 
reply to the notice of appeal admitting or denying the facts alleged and containing a statement of such further allegations of 
fact and all statutory provisions and reasons as the Minister intends to rely on. 


(2) If the Minister does not serve the reply within 180 days from the date of service of the notice of appeal, the operator 
may, upon 21 days notice to the Minister, apply to a judge of the Superior Court of Justice for an order requiring the reply to 
be served within such time as the judge shall order. 


(3) The judge may, if he or she considers it proper in the circumstances, order that, upon failure by the Minister to serve 
the reply in the time specified in the order, the determination or redetermination with respect to which the appeal is taken 
shall be vacated and any royalty, interest or penalty paid under the determination or redetermination shall be repaid to the 
operator. 


(4) Nothing in this section revives an appeal that is void or affects a determination if the amount of a royalty that is valid 
and binding under subsection 10 (4). 
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Matter deemed action 


20. (1) Upon the filing of the material referred to in sections 18 and 19 with the Superior Court of Justice, the matter is 
deemed to be an action in the court. 


(2) The court may dispose of the appeal by, 
(a) dismissing it; 
(b) allowing it; or 
(c) allowing it and, 
(1) vacating the determination or redetermination, 
(ii) varying the determination or redetermination, 
(111) confirming or restoring the determination or redetermination, or 
(iv) referring the determination or redetermination back to the Minister. 
Court may order payment of royalty, etc. 


(3) The court may in delivering judgment disposing of an appeal, order the payment or refund of a royalty, interest, 
penalties or costs by the operator or the Minister, as the case may be. 


Settlement of appeal 


(4) The Minister may at any time vacate or vary a determination or redetermination in order to give effect to the terms of a 
settlement of the appeal that have been agreed to by the Minister and the operator. 


Same 
(5) Sections 17 and 18 do not apply to a determination or redetermination made under subsection (4). 
Proceedings closed 


21. Proceedings under sections 18 to 20 shall be closed to the public upon request made to the court by the operator or by 
the Minister. 


Superior Court of Justice practice to govern 


22. The practice and procedure of the Superior Court of Justice, including the nght of appeal and the practice and 
procedure relating to appeals, apply to every matter deemed to be an action under section 20 and every judgment and order 
given or made in every such action may be enforced in the same manner and by the like process as a judgment or order given 
or made in an action commenced in the court. 


Irregularities 


23. A determination or redetermination shall not be vacated or varied on appeal by reason only of any irregularity, 
informality, omission or error on the part of any person in the observation of any directory provision of Part VIII of the Act 
or this Regulation. 


Extension of time 


24. The time within which a notice of objection is to be served or an appeal 1s to be commenced may be extended by the 
Minister if an application for extension is made, 


(a) with respect to a notice of objection under subsection 17 (1), 
(1) before the expiration of the time allowed under that subsection for service of the notice of objection, or 


(11) within one year from the day of mailing of the notice of royalty or revised notice of royalty that is the subject of 
the objection, if the operator provides an explanation satisfactory to the Minister explaining why the notice of 
objection could not be served within the time required by subsection 17 (1) and the Minister agrees to the 
extension of time; or 


(b) with respect to an appeal, before the expiry of the time allowed under subsection 18 (1) for commencing the appeal.

15. Furnaces. 

16. Water towers and reservoirs. 
17. Penstocks. 

18. Scroll casings. 

19. Flue gas stacks. 
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4. (1) An apprentice training program for the trade of construction boilermaker is established in accordance with this 
section. 


(2) The apprentice training program for the trade of construction boilermaker shall include the following two components: 
1. Classes that provide training and instruction. 
2. On the job work experience. 


(3) A period of apprentice training included in the apprentice training program under subsection (4) may include either or 
both of the components referred to in subsection (2). 


(4) The apprentice training program for the trade of construction boilermaker shall consist of four periods and each period 
shall include 1,650 hours of apprentice training. 


(5) An employer shall not establish an apprentice training program in the trade of construction boilermaker unless the 
program is approved by the Director. 


5. Despite subsection 8 (2) of Regulation 1055 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (General) made under the Act, 
hours worked by an apprentice in the trade of construction boilermaker in excess of his or her regular daily hours of on the 
job work experience shall be included when determining whether the apprentice has fulfilled the hours of apprentice training 
required under subsection 4 (4). 


6. (1) The rate of wages to be paid by an employer to an apprentice working in the trade of construction boilermaker 
during the apprentice training program shall not be less than the following percentage of the average hourly rate of wages for 
journeypersons employed by the employer of the trade: 


1. During the first period of apprentice training, 60 per cent. 
2. During the second period of apprentice training, 70 per cent. 
3. During the third period of apprentice training, 80 per cent. 
4. During the fourth period of apprentice training, 90 per cent. 


(2) Subsection (1) applies to the determination of rates of wages for regular daily hours of work of an apprentice as well as 
for hours of work in excess of regular daily hours of work. 


(3) If an employer employs an apprentice in the trade of construction boilermaker but does not employ other 
journeypersons in the trade, the apprentice’s rate of wages shall be determined in accordance with subsections (1) and (2). 
However, any reference in those subsections to the average hourly rate of wages for journeypersons employed by the 
employer in the trade of construction boilermaker shall be deemed to be a reference to the average hourly rate of wages paid 
to journeypersons employed in the trade in the locality in which the apprentice is employed. 


7. (1) The number of apprentices who may be employed by an employer in the trade of construction boilermaker shall not 
exceed the number determined in accordance with the following rules:

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9. Despite subsection 8 (2) of Regulation 1055 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (General) made under the Act, 
hours worked by an apprentice in the trade of hoisting engineer in excess of his or her regular daily hours of on the job work 
experience shall be included when determining whether the apprentice has fulfilled the hours of apprentice training required 
under section 5, 6, 7 or 8. 


10. (1) Subject to subsection (2), the rate of wages to be paid by an employer to an apprentice working in Branch | of the 
trade of hoisting engineer during the apprentice training program shall not be less than the following percentage of the 
average hourly rate of wages for journeypersons employed by the employer in Branch | of the trade: 


1. During the first period of apprentice training, 40 per cent. 
2. During the second period of apprentice training, 60 per cent. 
3. During the third period of apprentice training, 80 per cent. 


(2) In the case of an apprentice working in Branch | of the trade of hoisting engineer who holds a certificate of 
qualification in Branch 3 of the trade, the rate of wages to be paid by an employer for work performed by the apprentice 
during the apprentice training program described in clause 6 (a) shall not be less than the following percentage of the average 
hourly rate of wages for journeypersons employed by the employer in Branch | of the trade: 


1. During the first period of apprentice training, 60 per cent. 
2. During the second period of apprentice training, 80 per cent. 


(3) If an employer employs an apprentice in Branch | of the trade of hoisting engineer but does not employ other 
journeypersons in that Branch, the apprentice’s rate of wages shall be determined in accordance with subsection (1) or (2). 
However, any reference in those subsections to the average hourly rate of wages for journeypersons employed by the 
employer in Branch | of the trade shall be deemed to be a reference to the average hourly rate of wages paid to 
journeypersons employed in that Branch in the locality in which the apprentice is employed. 


11. The rate of wages to be paid by an employer to an apprentice in Branch 2 of the trade of hoisting engineer shall not be 
less than the minimum rate of wages prescribed under the Employment Standards Act, 2000. 


12. (1) Subject to subsection (2), the rate of wages to be paid by an employer to an apprentice working in Branch 3 of the 
trade of hoisting engineer during the apprentice training program shall not be less than the following percentage of the 
average hourly rate of wages for journeypersons employed by the employer in Branch 3 of the trade: 


1. During the first period of apprentice training, 40 per cent. 
2. During the second period of apprentice training, 70 per cent. 


(2) In the case of an apprentice working in Branch 3 of the trade of hoisting engineer who holds a certificate of 
qualification in Branch | of the trade, the rate of wages to be paid by an employer for work performed by the apprentice 
during the period of apprentice training referred to in section 7 shall be no less than 70 per cent of the average hourly rate of 
wages for journeypersons employed by the employer in Branch 3 of the trade. 


(3) If an employer employs an apprentice in Branch 3 of the trade of hoisting engineer but does not employ other 
journeypersons in that Branch, the apprentice’s rate of wages shall be determined in accordance with subsection (1) or (2). 
However, any reference in those subsections to the average hourly rate of wages for journeypersons employed by the 
employer in Branch 3 of the trade shall be deemed to be a reference to the average hourly rate of wages paid to 
journeypersons employed in that Branch in the locality in which the apprentice is employed. 


13. Sections 10, 11 and 12 apply to the determination of rates of wages for regular daily hours of work of an apprentice as 
well as for hours of work in excess of regular daily hours of work. 


14. (1) The number of apprentices who may be employed by an employer in the trade of hoisting engineer shall not 
exceed the number of journeypersons employed by the employer in the trade. 


(2) If an employer is a journeyperson, he or she shall be included in the number of journeypersons employed by the 
employer for the purposes of determining the number of apprentices who may be employed by the employer under subsection 


(1).

IRONWORKER AND REINFORCING RODWORKER 


Designation as certified trade 
1. The trade of ironworker and reinforcing rodworker is designated as a certified trade for the purposes of the Act. 
Branches of certified trade 
2. The trade of ironworker and reinforcing rodworker is composed of the following Branches: 
1. Branch | (ironworker — generalist). 
2. Branch 2 (ironworker — structural and ornamental). 
3. Branch 3 (reinforcing rodworker). 
Scope of trade 


3. (1) Subject to subsection (2), the performance of any of the following activities constitutes work that is part of the trade 
of ironworker and reinforcing rodworker: 


1. The fabrication, assembly, installation, hoisting, erection, dismantling, reconditioning, adjusting, alteration, repair or 
servicing of, 


i. all structural ironwork, 
li. precast and prestressed concrete, and 


iii. ferrous and non-ferrous materials in curtain walls, ornamental and miscellaneous metal work. 


N 


The application of sealants to the material referred to in paragraph 1. 


3. The moving and placing of machinery and heavy equipment that is required in order to perform work described in 
paragraph 1. 


4. The fabrication, handling, sorting, cutting, bending, rigging, placing, burning, welding, stressing, grouting and tying of 
all material used to reinforce concrete constructions, including reinforcing bars, welded wire mesh and post tensioning 
systems. 

5. The installation of mechanical splices for reinforcing steel bars and performing cad and thermite welding for the 
splicing of reinforcing steel bars. 


6. Reading and interpreting all shop and field drawings, including those taken from original architectural and engineering 
drawings, that are related to the work operations described in paragraphs 1, 2 and 3. 


7. Reading and interpreting all structural and placing drawings and bar lists that are related to the work operations 
described in paragraphs 4 and 5. 


(2) Any activities described in subsection (1) that are performed as part of the fabrication or assembling of materials in an 
industrial manufacturing plant do not constitute work that is part of the trade of ironworker and reinforcing rodworker. 


(3) A person who holds a certificate of qualification in Branch 1 of the trade (ironworker — generalist) may perform any 
of the functions described in subsection (1). 


(4) A person who holds a certificate of qualification in Branch 2 of the trade (Gronworker — structural and ornamental) 
may perform only the functions described in paragraphs 1, 2, 3 and 6 of subsection (1). 


(S) A person who holds a certificate of qualification in Branch 3 of the trade (reinforcing rodworker) may perform only the 
functions described in paragraphs 4, 5 and 7 of subsection (1). 


Apprentice training programs 


4. (1) An apprentice training program for the trade of ironworker and reinforcing rodworker is established in accordance 
with this section. 
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(2) The apprentice training program for the trade of ironworker and reinforcing rodworker shall include the following two 
components: 


1. Classes that provide training and instruction. 
2. On the job work experience. 


(3) A period of apprentice training referred to in subsections (4), (5), (6) and (7) may include either or both of the 
components referred to in subsection (2). 


(4) The apprentice training program for the trade of ironworker and reinforcing rodworker shall consist of the following 
periods of apprentice training: 


1. In the case of a program in Branch | of the trade (ironworker — generalist), four periods, each period consisting of 
2,000 hours of apprentice training. 


2. In the case of a program in Branch 2 of the trade (Gronworker — structural and ornamental), three periods, each 
consisting of 2,000 hours of apprentice training. 


3. In the case of a program in Branch 3 of the trade (reinforcing rodworker), two periods, each consisting of 2,000 hours 
of apprentice training. 


(5) Despite paragraph | of subsection (4), the apprentice training program in Branch | of the trade shall consist of, 


(a) one period of 2,000 hours of apprentice training, in the case of program for an apprentice who holds a certificate of 
qualification in Branch 2 of the trade; and 


(b) three periods, each consisting of 2,000 hours of apprentice training, in the case of a program for an apprentice who 
holds a certificate of qualification in Branch 3 of the trade. 


(6) Despite paragraph 2 of subsection (4), the apprentice training program in Branch 2 of the trade for an apprentice who 
holds a certificate of qualification in Branch 3 of the trade shall consist of two periods, each consisting of 2,000 hours of 
apprentice training. 


(7) Despite paragraph 3 of subsection (4), the apprentice training program in Branch 3 of the trade for an apprentice who 
holds a certificate of qualification in Branch 2 of the trade shall consist of one period of 2,000 hours of apprentice training. 


(8) An employer shall not establish an apprentice training program in any Branch of the trade of tronworker and 
reinforcing rodworker unless the program is approved by the Director. 


Certificate of qualification as ironworker — generalist 


5. A person who holds both a certificate of qualification in Branch 2 of the trade of ironworker and reinforcing rodworker 
and a certificate of qualification in Branch 3 of the trade is eligible for a certificate of qualification in Branch | of the trade 
upon passing such final examinations as are prescribed by the Director under section 16 of the Act and upon payment of the 
prescribed fee. 


Overtime included in program hours 


6. Despite subsection 8 (2) of Regulation 1055 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (General) made under the Act, 
hours worked by an apprentice in the trade of ironworker and reinforcing rodworker in excess of his or her regular daily 
hours of practical training and instruction shall be included when determining whether the apprentice has fulfilled the hours 
of apprentice training required under section 4. 


Number of apprentices 


7. (1) The number of apprentices who may be employed by an employer in the trade of ironworker and reinforcing 
rodworker shall not exceed the number determined in accordance with the following rules: 


1. For the first journeyperson employed by the employer in the trade, one apprentice. 
2. For every two additional journeypersons employed by the employer in the trade, add one apprentice. 


(2) If an employer is a journeyperson, he or she shall be considered to be the first journeyperson employed by the 
employer for the purposes of paragraph | of subsection (1). 


Apprentice wages, ironworker — generalist 


8. (1) Subject to subsections (2) and (3), the rate of wages to be paid by an employer to an apprentice working in Branch | 
of the trade (ironworker — generalist) during the apprentice training program shall not be less than the following percentage 
of the average hourly rate of wages for journeypersons employed by the employer in that branch of the trade:

(a) the contract shall be deemed on and after that day to be a contract of apprenticeship in Branch 2 of the trade of 
ironworker and reinforcing rodworker (ironworker — structural and ornamental); and 


(b) every reference in the contract to the trade of ironworker shall be deemed on and after that day to be a reference to 
Branch 2 of the trade of ironworker and reinforcing rodworker (ironworker — structural and ornamental).

(5) During the period that begins on the day this Regulation comes into force and ends on July 1, 2008, any person who is 
issued a certificate of qualification in Branch 2 of the trade of ironworker and reinforcing rodworker (ironworker — 
structural and ornamental), or is deemed to hold such a certificate under clause (1) (a), is entitled to write the examination for 
Branch | of the trade of ironworker and reinforcing rodworker (ironworker — generalist) set by the Director under 
subsection 16 of the Act and, upon successfully completing the examination, shall be issued a certificate of qualification in 
Branch | of the trade under section 17 of the Act. 


Transition, reinforcing rodworker

(4) For the purpose of issuing a certificate of apprenticeship under section 16 of the Act on and after the day this 
Regulation comes into force, a person who completed an apprentice training program in the trade of reinforcing rodworker 
before that day shall be deemed to have completed an apprentice training program in Branch 3 of the trade of ironworker and 
reinforcing rodworker (reinforcing rodworker).

3. Installing window and door operators and related hardware. 


4. Reading and interpreting designs, drawings, diagrams, specifications and manufacturers’ literature relating to the 
activities described in paragraphs 1, 2 and 3. 


Apprentice training programs 


3. (1) An apprentice training program for the trade of architectural glass and metal technician is established in accordance 
with this section. 


(2) The apprentice training program for the trade of architectural glass and metal technician shall include the following 
two components: 


1. Classes that provide training and instruction. 
2. On the job work experience. 


(3) A period of apprentice training referred to in subsection (4) may include either or both of the components referred to in 
subsection (2). 


(4) The apprentice training program for the trade of architectural glass and metal technician shall consist of four periods 
and each period shall include 2,000 hours of apprentice training.

(2) If a certificate of apprenticeship in the trade of glazier and metal mechanic that was issued before the day this 
Regulation comes into force is still valid on that day, it shall be deemed on and after that day to be a certificate of 
apprenticeship in the trade of architectural glass and metal technician. 


(3) Ifa contract of apprenticeship in the trade of glazier and metal mechanic was filed with the Director under clause 9 (1) 
(b) of the Act before the day this Regulation comes into force and, on or before that day, is not fully executed and has not 
been terminated, cancelled or transferred under section 15 of the Act, 


(a) the contract shall be deemed on and after that day to be a contract of apprenticeship in the trade of architectural glass 
and metal technician; and 


(b) every reference in the contract to the trade of glazier and metal mechanic shall be deemed on and after that day to be a 
reference to the trade of architectural glass and metal technician. 


(4) For the purpose of issuing a certificate of apprenticeship under section 16 of the Act on and after the day this 
Regulation comes into force, a person who completed an apprentice training program in the certified trade of glazier and 
metal mechanic before that day shall be deemed to have completed an apprentice training program in the certified trade of 
architectural glass and metal technician. 


Revocation

1. Sections 4, 5, 6, 7, 8 and 9 of Regulation 1045 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 are revoked and the 
following substituted: 
4. (1) An apprentice training program for the certified trade is established in accordance with this section. 
(2) The apprentice training program for the certified trade shall include the following two components: 
1. Classes that provide training and instruction. 


2. On the job work experience. 
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(3) A period of apprentice training included in the apprentice training program under subsection (4) may include either or 
both of the components referred to in subsection (2). 


(4) The apprentice training program for the certified trade shall consist of four periods and each period shall include 1,400 
hours of apprentice training. 


5. Despite subsection 8 (2) of Regulation 1055 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (General) made under the Act, 
hours worked by an apprentice in the certified trade in excess of his or her regular daily hours of on the job work experience 
shall be included when determining whether the apprentice has fulfilled the hours of apprentice training required under 
subsection 4 (4). 


6. (1) The rate of wages to be paid by an employer to an apprentice working in the certified trade during the apprentice 
training program shall not be less than the following percentage of the average hourly rate of wages for journeypersons 
employed by the employer in that trade: 


1. During the first period of apprentice training, 40 per cent. 

2. During the second period of apprentice training, 60 per cent. 
3. During the third period of apprentice training , 70 per cent. 
4. During the fourth period of apprentice training, 80 per cent. 


(2) Subsection (1) applies to the determination of rate of wages for regular daily hours of work of an apprentice as well as 
for hours of work in excess of regular daily hours of work. 


(3) If an employer employs an apprentice in the certified trade but does not employ other journeypersons in the trade, the 
apprentice’s rate of wages shall be determined in accordance with subsections (1) and (2). However, any reference in those 
subsections to the average hourly rate of wages for journeypersons employed by the employer in the certified trade shall be 
deemed to be a reference to the average hourly rate of wages paid to journeypersons employed in the trade in the locality in 
which the apprentice is employed. 


7. (1) The number of apprentices who may be employed by an employer in the certified trade shall not exceed the number 
determined in accordance with the following rules: 


1. For the first journeyperson employed by the employer in the trade, one apprentice. 
2. For every three additional journeypersons employed by the employer in the trade, add one apprentice. 


(2) If an employer is a journeyperson, he or she shall be considered to be the first journeyperson employed by the 
employer for the purposes of paragraph | of subsection (1). 


2. Schedules 1 and 2 of the Regulation are revoked. 


3. This Regulation comes into force on the day it is filed.

ADMINISTRATIVE PENALTIES 


Definitions 
1. In this Regulation, 


“administrative penalty by-law” means a by-law establishing a system of administrative penalties and described in clause 3 
(1) (a); (“réglement municipal sur les pénalités administratives”’) 

“designated by-law” means a by-law with respect to parking, standing or stopping of vehicles that is designated by a 
municipality as a by-law to which the municipality’s system of administrative penalties applies and, if only a part of a by- 
law is designated, includes only the designated part of the by-law. (“réglement municipal désigné’”’) 
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Application 


2. This Regulation applies to administrative penalties that are required by a municipality in respect of the parking, 
standing or stopping of vehicles and referred to in section 102.1 of the Act. 


General condition 


3. (1) A municipality shall not exercise the power referred to in section 102.1 of the Act to require a person to pay an 
administrative penalty unless the municipality, 


(a) has passed a by-law establishing a system of administrative penalties that meets the requirements of this Regulation; 


(b) has designated the by-laws respecting parking, standing or stopping of vehicles, or the parts of such by-laws, to which 
the system of administrative penalties applies; and 


(c) has met any other requirements of this Regulation. 


(2) The purpose of the system of administrative penalties established by the municipality shall be to assist the municipality 
in regulating the flow of traffic and use of land, including highways, by promoting compliance with its by-laws respecting the 
parking, standing or stopping of motor vehicles. 


(3) The municipality shall not designate a by-law relating to its system of disabled parking as a by-law to which the 
system of administrative penalties applies. 


Non-application of Provincial Offences Act 
4. The Provincial Offences Act does not apply to the contravention of a designated by-law. 
Liability of owner 


5. (1) If a vehicle has been left parked, standing or stopped in contravention of a designated by-law, the owner of the 
vehicle shall, upon issuance of a penalty notice in accordance with the administrative penalty by-law, be liable to pay an 
administrative penalty in an amount specified in the administrative penalty by-law. 


(2) For the purposes of subsection (1), the owner of a vehicle is deemed to be, 
(a) the person whose name appears on the permit for the vehicle; and 


(b) if the vehicle permit consists of a vehicle portion and plate portion and different persons are named on each portion, 
the person whose name appears on the plate portion. 


Monetary limit 
6. The amount of an administrative penalty established by a municipality, 
(a) shall not be punitive in nature; 
(b) shall not exceed the amount reasonably required to promote compliance with a designated by-law; and 
(c) shall not exceed $100. 
Administration of system of administrative penalties 


7. A municipality shall develop standards relating to the administration of the system of administrative penalties which 
shall include, 


(a) policies and procedures to prevent political interference in the administration of the system; 


(b) guidelines to define what constitutes a conflict of interest in relation to the administration of the system, to prevent 
such conflicts of interest and to redress such conflicts should they occur; 


(c) policies and procedures regarding financial management and reporting; and 


(d) procedures for the filing and processing of complaints made by the public with respect to the administration of the 
system. 


Procedural requirements 
8. (1) The administrative penalty by-law passed by a municipality shall include the following procedural requirements: 


1. The owner of a vehicle must be provided with reasonable notice that an administrative penalty is payable under the 
administrative penalty by-law. 


2. The individual issuing a penalty notice in respect of the contravention of a designated by-law is not allowed to accept 
payment in respect of the penalty. 


3. A person who receives a penalty notice shall be given the right to request a review of the administrative penalty by a 
screening officer appointed by the municipality for that purpose. 
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4. The screening officer may cancel, affirm or vary the penalty, including any fee imposed under section 12, upon such 
grounds as are set out in the administrative penalty by-law. 


5. A person who receives notice of the decision of the screening officer shall, in such circumstances as may be specified 
in the administrative penalty by-law, be given the right to a review of the screening officer’s decision by a hearing 
officer appointed by the municipality for that purpose. 


6. The hearing officer shall not make a determination with respect to a review of the screening officer’s decision unless 
he or she has given the person who requested the review an opportunity to be heard. 


7. The hearing officer may cancel, affirm or vary the decision of the screening officer upon such grounds as are set out in 
the administrative penalty by-law. 


8. Procedures must be established to allow a person to obtain an extension of time in which to request a review by a 
screening officer, or a review by a hearing officer, on such grounds as may be specified in the administrative penalty 
by-law. 


9. Procedures must be established to permit persons to obtain an extension of time for payment of the penalty on such 
conditions as may be specified in the administrative penalty by-law. 


10. The procedures established under paragraphs 8 and 9 shall provide for a suspension of the enforcement mechanisms 
available under sections 9, 10 and 11 in relation to the administrative penalty if an extension of time has been granted. 


11. Procedures must be established to permit persons to be excused from paying all or part of the administrative penalty, 
including any administrative fees referred to in section 12, if requiring them to do so would cause undue hardship. 


(2) The appointment of the hearing officer shall be consistent with the conflict of interest guidelines referred to in clause 7 
(b) and the hearing officer shall conduct hearings in an impartial manner. 


(3) Neither a screening officer nor a hearing officer has jurisdiction to consider questions relating to the validity of a 
statute, regulation or by-law or the constitutional applicability or operability of any statute, regulation or by-law. 


(4) The Statutory Powers Procedure Act applies to a review by a hearing officer. 
(5) The decision of a hearing officer is final. 
Enforcement 


9. (1) If an administrative penalty is not paid within 15 days after the date that it becomes due and payable to a 
municipality, it has the right to enforce payment of the amount in default in accordance with this section. 


(2) The municipality may file a certificate of default in a court of competent jurisdiction and, once filed, the certificate is 
deemed to be an order of the court and may be enforced in the same manner as an order of the court. 


(3) A certificate of default shall be in the form approved by the Attorney General. 
(4) Costs incurred in obtaining and enforcing the deemed order shall be added to the order and collected under the order. 


(5) A certificate of default shall not be filed more than two years after the date on which the administrative penalty first 
became due and payable. 


(6) One certificate of default may be filed with the court in respect of two or more administrative penalties imposed on the 
same person. 


(7) If, after a certificate of default has been filed with the court, every penalty to which the certificate relates is paid in full, 
the municipality shall, 


(a) notify the court in writing; and 
(b) if a writ of execution has been filed with the sheriff, notify the sheriff in writing. 
Plate denial 


10. (1) If an administrative penalty is not paid within 15 days after the date that it becomes due and payable to a 
municipality, it may notify the Registrar of Motor Vehicles of the default and the Registrar shall not validate the permit of a 
person named in the default notice nor issue a new permit to that person until the penalty is paid. 


(2) Subsection (1) applies only to the permit related to the vehicle to which the administrative penalty relates. 
Other enforcement measures 


11. (1) If an administrative penalty is not paid within 15 days after the date that it becomes due and payable to a 
municipality, it may adopt, in addition to the enforcement measures described in sections 9 and 10, such other enforcement 
measures as may be permitted under the Act. 


(2) The other enforcement measures referred to in subsection (1) shall not be punitive in nature. 
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Administrative fees 
12. (1) Subject to subsection (2), a municipality may charge administrative fees, in the amounts specified in the by-law, as 
follows: 
1. If an administrative penalty is not paid within 15 days after the date that it becomes due and payable to the 
municipality, 
1. late payment fees, and 


il. fees in respect of amounts paid by the municipality to obtain documents or information about the vehicle or the 
owner of the vehicle. 


2. A fee in respect of the failure of a person to appear at the time and place scheduled for a hearing by a hearing officer. 


3. Any other fee or charge that may be imposed by the municipality in respect of the administration of the administrative 
penalty system under section 391 of the Act. 


(2) No fee may be charged in relation to obtaining a review before a screening officer or a hearing officer. 


(3) The fees described in subsection (1) do not form part of the administrative penalty for the purpose of calculating the 
monetary limits described in section 6. 


(4) The fees described in subsection (1) may be added to the administrative penalties in default and the additional amount 
may be included in the amount to be collected in accordance with the enforcement measures adopted by the municipality 
under sections 9, 10 and 11. 


(5) Ifa person has paid any of the fees described in subsection (1) in respect of an administrative penalty and the penalty is 
subsequently cancelled by a screening officer or a hearing officer, the municipality shall refund the fees in full to the person. 


Availability of by-laws 

13. A municipality shall ensure that its administrative penalty by-law is made available to the public in such manner as it 
sees fit, at no cost.

STREET FOOD VENDING CARTS 
5.1 (1) The only foods permitted to be sold or offered for sale from a street food vending cart are,

(i) that are pre-packaged in another food premise to which this Regulation applies or another premise that is similar 
to a food premise to which this Regulation applies and that is regulated under the laws of another jurisdiction for 
purposes similar to this Regulation, and that are transported from that other premise in a ready-to-eat state, and 


(11) that are sold in the street food vending cart in the packaging in which they are delivered; 


(b) foods including, without being limited to, wieners or similar sausage products, pizza, samosas, burritos, beef patties 
and hamburgers, 


(i) that are pre-cooked in another food premise to which this Regulation applies or another premise that is similar to 
a food premise to which this Regulation applies and that is regulated under the laws of another jurisdiction for 
purposes similar to this Regulation, and 


(11) that are re-heated on the street food vending cart prior to being sold or offered for sale; 


(c) non-hazardous foods including, without being limited to, french fried potatoes, fruit juices, non-dairy smoothies, corn 
on the cob and whole fruit, that are either, 


(1) prepared on the street food vending cart in a manner permitted under subsection (2), or 


(11) brought to the street food vending cart in a prepared state after being prepared in another food premise to which 
this Regulation applies or another premise that is similar to a food premise to which this Regulation applies and 
that is regulated under the laws of another jurisdiction for purposes similar to this Regulation; and 


(d) other foods that are permitted to be sold or offered for sale under subsection (3).

(2) Food preparation for the purposes of clause | (c) is limited to preparation, including handling, that is conducted in a 
safe and sanitary manner that will prevent contamination of the non-hazardous foods, and that complies with all other 
applicable requirements of this Regulation respecting the safe preparation of foods. 


(3) The operator of a street food vending cart may sell or offer to sell foods from the cart that are not listed in clauses (1) 


(a), (b) and (c) if, 
(a) the medical officer of health has received a request from the operator to sell the items; 


(b) the medical officer of health is satisfied that, with appropriate safeguards, the sale of the additional foods poses no 
greater risk to the health of the patrons of the street food vending cart than the sale of the foods listed in clauses (1) (a), 
(b) and (c); 


(c) the medical officer of health has issued a letter of permission to the operator to permit the sale that sets out any 
requirements regarding the maintenance of the premise, equipment, food handling, cooking, preparation or storage that 
are necessary to ensure that the safeguards required under clause (b) are in place; and 


(d) the operator complies with the requirements set out in the letter of permission, and posts the letter of permission in a 
prominent place. 


(4) Street food vending carts are exempt from the provisions of sections 68 and 69, but where such a premise provides 
sanitary facilities for its employees the sanitary facilities shall be in compliance with sections 68 and 69. 


(5) At every street food vending cart, 
(a) only single-service articles shall be used; 


(b) during all times when the premise is in operation the food preparation, food holding and food service areas of the street 
food vending cart shall be completely covered by an overhead canopy of corrosion-resistant, non-absorbent and readily 
cleanable material to prevent the adulteration of foods; 


(c) separate holding tanks shall be provided for toilet and sink wastes; and 


(d) every waste tank and water supply tank shall be equipped with an easily readable gauge for determining the waste or 
water level in the tank.

For the purposes of this Guideline, the terms “injury” and “injuries” have the same meaning as “impairment” and “impairments” respectively, and “regulated 
health professional” has the same meaning as “member of a health profession” as defined in the SABS. 


This Guideline is effective for new Pre-approved Framework (PAF) Treatment Confirmation Forms (OCF-23) that are submitted by a health practitioner on 
or after October 1, 2007, or when the insurer has waived the requirement for an OCF-23 on or after October 1, 2007. The previous WAD | and WAD II 
Guidelines remain in effect for OCF-23 forms that are submitted by a health practitioner before October 1, 2007, or when the insurer has waived the 
requirement for an OCF-23 before October 1, 2007. 

The objective of this Guideline is to: 

a) Speed access to rehabilitation for persons involved in auto accidents; 

b) Improve utilization of health care resources; and 

c) Provide certainty around cost and payment for insurers and health practitioners. 


Consistent with these objectives, this Guideline sets out: 


a) The goods and services that may be provided to an insured person who has sustained a Grade | or Grade If Whiplash Associated Disorder (WAD | or 
WAD II); and 


b) The goods and services that, if provided to the insured person, will be paid for by the insurer without insurer approval. 


This Guideline is focussed on the application of a functional restoration approach, in addition to the provision of interventions to reduce or manage pain or 
disability, in the management of Grade I and Grade II Whiplash Associated Disorders in the acute and sub-acute phases of the injury. 


2. Impairments that come within this Guideline 

Subject to the exceptions listed in Section 3, below, an insured person’s impairment comes within this Guideline if he/she has a WAD I or WAD II injury. 
The insured person may experience complaints and/or symptoms associated with a WAD I or WAD II injury such as: non-radicular back symptoms, shoulder 
pain, referred arm pain (not from radiculopathy), dizziness, tinnitus, headache, difficulties with hearing and memory acuity, dysphagia and temporomandibular 
joint pain. The Guideline shall continue to apply to insured persons who experience additional complaints and/or symptoms as long as the health practitioner 
believes that these complaints and/or symptoms can be effectively managed within the timeframe and scope of the Guideline interventions. 


3. Impairments that do not come within this Guideline 


An insured person’s impairment does not come within this Guideline if the insured person has specific pre-existing and/or accident related occupational, 
functional or medical circumstances that: 


A. Preclude the insured person from being able to fully participate in the functional restoration model; or 
Require concurrent treatment in addition to the treatment that is provided within this Guideline, 
and 
B. Constitute compelling reasons why other goods or services are preferable to those provided for within this Guideline. 
4. Providers able to deliver services within this Guideline 
Providers who are able to deliver services within this Guideline are any health practitioners, as defined by the SABS, who are authorized by law to treat the 


injury and who have the ability to deliver the interventions included in this Guideline. The health practitioner may also co-ordinate the provision of services 
by other regulated health professionals, or may directly supervise the provision of services to the insured person by one or more other health providers. 
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5. Changing health practitioners within this Guideline 


Insured persons who are already receiving services under this Guideline may occasionally decide to change their health practitioner. In this case, the new 
health practitioner will inform the insured person’s insurer, who will advise the new health practitioner as to what services have already been provided under 
the Guideline. The health practitioner will then resume delivery of Guideline services at whatever stage is most appropriate in mecting the insured person’s 


needs. 


Payment of the new health practitioner will be limited to the balance of the remaining services under this Guideline. 


6. Definitions 


This Guideline is focussed on the application of a functional restoration approach in the management of Grade I and I] Whiplash Associated Disorders in the 
acute and sub-acute phases of the injury. 


For the purposes of this Guideline:

Whiplash refers to an acccleration-deceleration mechanism of energy transfer to the neck that may result in bony or soft-tissue injuries and may lead 
to a variety of clinical manifestations called Whiplash-Associated Disorders (WAD) as set out in the Société de l’assurance automobile du Québec’s 
Task Force Report titled “Redefining Whiplash and its Management”, published in the April 15, 1995 edition of Spine. 


WAD I or Grade | whiplash-associated disorder refers to a disorder in which the insured person with a whiplash injury presents with complaints of 
neck pain, stiffness, or tenderness but has no physical signs or findings. 


WAD II or Grade II whiplash-associated disorder refers to a disorder in which the insured person with a whiplash injury presents with complaints 
of neck pain, stiffness, or tenderness, as well as musculoskeletal sign(s), including decreased range of motion and/or point tenderness. 


Functional restoration refers to an approach in which the regulated health professional is oriented toward function and to the delivery of 
interventions that help the insured person to reduce or manage his/her pain. Interventions are focused on what the insured person needs to do in order 
to function in his/her home and work environment. The insured person is assessed to determine the level of current functioning relative to these 
critical demands and any functional limitations that have arisen as a result of the injury. The interventions delivered by the regulated health 
professional are then designed to address these areas of limitation such that the individual will be able to maintain and/or resume normal activities at 
home and at work. 


The acute phase of treatment rcfers to wecks | — 3 following the initial visit. 
The sub-acute phase of treatment refers to wecks 4 — 6 following the initial visit. 
The post-PAF phase of treatment refers to wecks 7 — 8 following the initial visit. 


Recommended interventions refers to interventions that are ideally provided to the insured person by the health practitioner cach time the insured 
person attends the health practitioner’s clinic to receive PAF services. 


Discretionary interventions refers to interventions that are not necessarily provided cach time the insured person attends the health practitioner’s 
clinic to receive PAF services, but rather are provided at the discretion of the health practitioner based upon the specific needs of the insured person. 
The use of the term “discretionary” to describe specific interventions that fall into this category should not be interpreted to mean that these 
interventions are less important in the treatment of the insured person. 


7. PAF Guideline flowchart 


The following flowchart represents both the elements and sequence of activities within this Guideline and is intended to be used as a visual guide and quick 
reference to those who are involved in the delivery and management of services under this Guideline. Each of the clements of this flowchart is described in 
more detail in the remainder of this document.

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8. The initial visit 


a) Timing, duration and number of sessions during the initial visit 


The initial visit and all components thercof, will take place on the same day and will ideally occur as soon as possible following the date of accident 
in order to be consistent with the scientific evidence and to support carly/timely intervention. Health practitioners are encouraged to commence 
intervention during the initial visit. 


b) Components of the initial visit 


Assessment 
In assessing the insured person, the health practitioner will be responsible for: 


¢ Undertaking a history, including: 
— Demographics; 
— Prior history of injury, illness and/or disability; 
— Prior history of neck problems and/or whiplash injury; 
— Prior history of assessment and treatment; 
— Circumstances and mechanism of the current injury; 
— Symptoms associated with the current injury; and 
— Severity of symptoms associated with the current injury. 


¢ Completing a physical examination, including: 
— Assessment of general condition; 
— Inspection; 
—  Palpation for tender points; 
— Determination of range of motion; 
~ Neurological examination; and 
— Assessment of associated injurics. 


e Reviewing and documenting functional status and psychosocial risk factors including: 
— Changes in the insured person’s functional status as a result of the injury and any associated functional limitations in his/her ability to 
perform work, home or school related functional demands; 
Psychosocial issues experienced by the insured person as a result of the injury; and 
— Other risk factors that are complicating or acting as barricrs to recovery from the injury. 


It is understood that the review and documentation of functional status and psychosocial risks factors is within the scope of practice of the 
health practitioner and does not involve a formal psychological assessment. While it is recommended that the health practitioner employ 
standardized tools and instruments in the review of functional status and psychosocial risk factors, the specific tools used are left to the 
discretion of the individual health practitioner. 


e Identifying the diagnosis and/or impairment description, including; 
— The Primary Diagnosis/Impairment Description (ICD 10 Codes); and 
The Secondary Diagnosis/Impairment Description (ICD 10 Codes). 


e Obtaining the insured person’s informed consent to participate in the PAF and recording consent on the PAF Treatment 
Confirmation Form (OCF-23) (or elsewhere as appropriate if the insurer waives the requirement for the OCF-23) 


¢ Through discussion with the insured person, confirming the insurance coverage (if known by the insured person) including: 
— Obtaining the insured person’s automobile insurance company, policy number and the name of the adjuster; 
— Determining if the insured person has any other insurance coverage for services (c.g. extended healthcare coverage); and 
— Determining if the insured person has contacted his/her insurance company. If contact with the insurance company has not yet occurred, 
the health practitioner will encourage the insured person to do so and to complete the Application for Accident Benefits (OCF-1). 


e Through discussion with the insured person, confirming the employment status to determine: 
— If he/she was working at the time of the accident; 
—  Ifhe/she was a care giver at the time of the accident; and 
— Ifthe injuries are preventing the insured person from fulfilling his/her work or care giving responsibilities. 


Recommended interventions during the initial visit 
The interventions that are recommended during the initial visit include: 


¢ The activity prescription 
The health practitioner will, as appropriate, encourage the insured person to remain active and maintain normal activities as an important 
factor in facilitating his/her recovery. In so doing, the health practitioner will focus on improvement in function and will encourage the 
adoption of an active, positive and realistic attitude toward recovery. 


¢ Reassurance 
The health practitioner will, as appropriate, provide reassurance to the insured person regarding his/her injurics and the recovery process and 
will inform the insured person that most people with WAD I and WAD II are able to return to a pre-accident level of functioning within the 
first few weeks following the injury. 
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Education 

The health practitioner will, as appropriate, distribute the brochure “Getting the Facts About Whiplash” (attached as Appendix A) and will 
educate the insured person regarding whiplash injuries, the symptoms that can be expected, the natural healing process and his/her prognosis 
for recovery. 


Home exercise program 
The health practitioner will, as appropriate, demonstrate and provide advice on how the insured person should safely and regularly exercise 
his/her neck. The health practitioner will customize an exercise program for the insured person to engage in at home, at work or at school. 


iii. Discretionary interventions during the initial visit 


The interventions that may be provided during the initial visit, at the discretion of the health practitioner, include: 


Exercise and functional activities 

If, based upon the initial assessment of the insured person, the health practitioner determines that the insured person would benefit from 
exercise and functional activities during the initial visit to facilitate his/her recovery and return to function, the health practitioner may provide 
these interventions. The types of exercises and functional activities should be based on the specific needs and functional requirements of the 
insured person and the clinical judgment of the health practitioner. The exercises and functional activities referred to in this section are 
supervised within the clinic environment and may include, but are not limited to: 


— Range of motion exercises; 
— Muscle re-education; and 
— Low load isometric exercise to restore appropriate muscle control and support to the cervical region. 


Mobilization and manipulation 

If, based upon the initial assessment of the insured person, the health practitioner determines that the insured person would benefit from 
mobilization and/or manipulation during the initial visit to facilitate his/her recovery and return to function, the health practitioner may 
provide these interventions. It should be noted that the scientific evidence indicates that during the acute phase, mobilization and manipulation 
are most effective in managing WAD | or WAD II when combined with exercise. 


Diagnostic imaging 
X-rays may be undertaken with the insured person without the prior approval of the insurer under the following circumstances: 
— The fees charged do not exceed those listed in Appendix C and any available funding from OHIP or collateral insurance is utilized before 
the insurer is charged; 
— No other comparable x-rays have been taken by another health practitioner or facility since the accident; and 
— The insured person displays one or more of the following: 
e Suspicion of a bony injury; 
e Suspicion of degenerative changes, instability or other conditions of sufficient severity that counter indications to one or more 
interventions must be ruled out; 
¢ Suspicion of rheumatoid arthritis; 
¢ Suspicion of osteoporosis; or 
¢ History of cancer. 


Other interventions that facilitate pain management, activation and return to function 

If, based upon the initial assessment of the insured person, the health practitioner determines that the insured person would benefit from other 
specific interventions to facilitate pain management, activation and return to function, these interventions may be provided during the initial or 
subsequent visits. This may include, but not be limited to massage therapy. The health practitioner should keep in mind the scientific evidence 
regarding the most appropriate interventions in the management of WAD I or WAD II injuries during the acute phase. The scientific evidence 
also indicates that interventions such as advice to rest and continuous use of a soft collar are contraindicated in the management of this 
population. 


c) Recommendations for intervention based on the initial visit

Based upon the assessment of the insured person, the health practitioner will determine which of the following statements describes the 
recommendations for intervention at the conclusion of the initial visit:

No additional intervention is required; 
Additional intervention is required and is appropriate for this Guideline (therefore the insured person’s impairment comes within the Guideline);

Documentation and invoicing at the conclusion of the initial visit 


At the conclusion of the initial visit, the health practitioner will complete and submit the OCF-23 (unless the insurer has waived the requirement for 
the OCF-23). 


At the conclusion of the initial visit, the health practitioner may complete and submit the Auto Insurance Standard Invoice (OCF-21C) in order to 
generate a payment for the initial visit. 


Fee for the initial visit (see Appendix B - PAF Fee Schedule) 


The fee that will be paid for the initial visit is $204.00. This fee will be inclusive of all assessment and intervention services provided during the 
initial visit. The fee will be payable regardless of how many or what types of interventions are provided during the initial visit. 
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The acute phase 


The insured person continues on to the acute phase of the Guideline if, based upon the assessment undertaken during the initial visit, the health 
practitioner determines that the Guideline applies to the insured person, and the insured person requires intervention under this Guideline to facilitate 
recovery and return to function. 


a) Timing, duration and number of sessions in the acute phase 


The acute phase will typically not exceed three weeks in duration and will ideally occur during weeks onc, two and three following the date of 
accident in order to be consistent with the scientific evidence and to support carly/timely intervention. 


The sessions during the acute phase are in addition to any intervention provided during the initial visit. It is expected that the regulated health 
professional will deliver up to 10 sessions in the acute phase. The actual number of sessions delivered and how frequently they occur is based upon 
the needs of the insured person and the clinical judgement of the regulated health professional. 


b) Components of the acute phase 


Recommended interventions during the acute phase 


Continuing clinical review 

Throughout the acute phase, the health practitioner will regularly review the clinical status of the insured person and his/her progress toward 
functional restoration. Based upon the continuing clinical review, the health practitioner will make any necessary modifications in the 
approach to intervention. 

Activity prescription (as described above under the initial visit) 

Reassurance (as described above under the initial visit) 


Education (as described above under the initial visit) 


Home exercise program (as described above under the initial visit) 


Discretionary interventions during the acute phase 


Exercise and functional activities (as described above under the initial visit) 
Mobilization and manipulation (as described above under the initial visit) 


Pain management and coping skills education 

If, based upon the initial assessment and/or continuing clinical review during the acute phase, the health practitioner identifies that the insured 
person is displaying signs of distress or difficulties coping with the effects of his/her injury, the health practitioner may introduce pain 
management and coping skills education to address these barriers to recovery. It is recommended that the health practitioner employ a 
standardized approach to pain management and coping skills education however the specific approach is left to the discretion of the individual 
health practitioner. 


Diagnostic imaging (as described above under the initial visit) 


Ancillary goods or services 
With prior insurer approval, certain ancillary goods or services may be provided by a regulated health professional while the insured person 
continues to be covered by this Guideline. 


For the purposes of this Guideline, the ancillary goods or service which may be requested in the acute phase is the onsite work/home/school 
based review and intervention. 


The onsite work/home/school based review and intervention is specifically intended to address the insured person’s functional issues and 
promote return to function. It is expected that this service will be required under this Guideline only when the insured person is experiencing 
significant challenges performing his/her functional requirements at work, at home or at school. 


In the event that the initial assessment and/or continuing clinical review during the acute phase reveals that the insured person is encountering 
significant issues performing functional tasks at work, at home or at school as a result of his/her injuries, an onsite work/home/school based 
review and intervention may be indicated. In such cases, the health practitioner will, in accordance with Section 37.2 of the SABS, request 
prior approval from the insurer on the OCF-23 (unless the requirement for the OCF-23 has been waived by the insurer). If the need for the 
onsite work/home/school based review and intervention is identified after the initial OCF-23 has been submitted to the insurer, then prior 
approval for this service will be requested on a separate OCF-23 (unless the requirement for the OCF-23 has been waived by the insurer). 


In delivering the onsite work/home/school based review and intervention, the regulated health professional will first undertake an onsite 
review of the workplace, home or school environment to gain a greater understanding of the significant challenges encountered by the insured 
person. The insured person will be present during the intervention. Based upon this review, the regulated health professional will intervene 
appropriately to address any challenges identified with the insured person. Related interventions may include, but are not limited to: 


Contacting the employer or school administrator (with the insured person’s consent prior to application being made) to gain permission to 
conduct an onsite visit and to obtain information, such as a job description, where available. 


Recommending provision of aids and/or devices; 
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— Recommending minor modifications to the home, workplace or school environment; 

— Providing instruction in compensatory strategies or alternate approaches to fulfilling functional tasks; and/or 

— Assigning specific functional activities to build up tolerances. 

The regulated health professional will document the onsite work/home/school based review and intervention, along with evidence of 
associated consents, on the insured person’s file. The format used for this documentation is left to the clinical judgement of the regulated 
health professional and the requirements of their health regulatory college. The insurer may, from time to time, ask to review a copy of this 
documentation. The regulated health professional will also summarize the onsite work/home/school based review and intervention on the Pre- 


approved Framework Extension Request and Discharge Report (OCF-24). 


The onsite work/home/school based review and intervention is not an assessment for the purposes of determining cligibility for housekeeping, 
attendant care or income replacement benefits. 


¢ Other Interventions that will facilitate pain management, activation and return to function (as described above under the initial visit) 


c) Supplementary goods and services during the acute phase

There may be occasions when the insured person expericnces minor secondary injurics and/or symptoms that are not related to the WAD | or WAD II 
injury that require supplementary goods and/or services. In such cases, the health practitioner may provide the supplementary goods and/or services 
that are deemed necessary, up to a maximum cost of $166.79, without prior approval of the insurer, providing these secondary injuries/symptoms:

Discharge status during or at the conclusion of the acute phase 


Based upon continuing clinical review of the insured person and his/her progress during the acute phase, the health practitioner will determine which 
of the following statements describes the insured person’s status when discharged during or at the conclusion of the acute phase:

The insured person has been discharged from the PAF because he/she is non-compliant, is not attending sessions or voluntarily withdrew from the

Documentation and invoicing following the acute phase 


The documentation that is required at the conclusion of the acute phase is determined by the insured person’s discharge status, as described below.

If, after the acute phase, no additional intervention is required, the health practitioner will submit the OCF-24 with all the relevant sections 
completed. 


The health practitioner will also submit an OCF-21C to bill for the goods and services delivered during the acute phase. This OCF- 21C must be 
submitted with the completed OCF-24. 


If, after the acute phase, additional intervention under this Guideline is required, the insured person will continue on to the sub-acute phase 
and therefore an OCF-24 is not required at this point. 


The health practitioner may submit the OCF-21C to bill for goods and services delivered during the acute phase or may wait until the insured 
person is discharged from the PAF to submit the OCF-21C. 


If after the acute phase, additional intervention outside this Guideline is required, the health practitioner will submit the OCF-24 with the 
relevant sections completed. 


The health practitioner will also submit an OCF-21C to bill for the goods and services delivered during the acute phase. This OCF- 21C must be 
submitted with the completed OCF-24. 


The health practitioner will also inform the insurance company of the intervention outside of the PAF Guideline that is recommended for the 
insured person via submission of an OCF-18 or will refer the insured person to another health practitioner, as appropriate. 


If during the acute phase, the insured person has been discharged from the PAF because he/she is non-compliant, is not attending sessions 
or voluntarily withdrew from the PAF, the health practitioner will submit the OCF-24 with all relevant sections completed. 


The health practitioner will also submit an OCF-21C to bill for the goods and services delivered during the acute phase. This OCF- 21C must be 
submitted with the completed OCF-24.

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Fees for the acute phase (see Appendix B - PAF Fee Schedule) 


The block fee that will be paid for the acute phase is $496.52. This fee is payable regardless of the type and number of interventions provided and the 
number of sessions that the insured person attends. 


The block fee that will be paid when the onsite work/home/school based review and intervention is delivered is $408.00 plus travel and mileage at a 
rate agreed upon at the time the intervention is approved by the insurer. The onsite work/home/school based review and intervention fee may be billed 
only once under this Guideline. That is, if this fec is billed during the acute phase, it cannot be billed again during the sub-acute phase. 


The fee for completion of the Pre-approved Framework Extension Request and Discharge Report (OCF-24) is $83.40. This fee will be billed once 
under this Guideline when the insured person is discharged from the PAF. 


The maximum fee for supplementary goods and services under this Guideline is $166.79 and the transfer fee, if an insured person changes his/her 
PAF health practitioner, is $50.00. 


10. The sub-acute phase 


The insured person continues on to the sub-acute phase of the Guideline if, based upon the continuing clinical review undertaken during the acute phase, 
the health practitioner determines that the Guideline continues to apply to the insured person and the insured person requires additional PAF intervention 
to facilitate recovery and return to function.

Timing, duration and number of sessions during the sub-acute phase 


The sub-acute phase will typically not excced three wecks in duration and will ideally occur during the fourth, fifth and sixth weeks following the 
date of accident in order to be consistent with the scientific evidence and to support carly/timely intervention. 


It is expected that the health practitioner will deliver up to 9 sessions in the sub-acute phase. The actual number of sessions delivered and how 
frequently they occur is based upon the needs of the insured person and the clinical judgement of the health practitioner. 


Components of the sub-acute phase

Bascd upon continuing clinical review of the insured person and his/her progress during the sub-acute phase, the health practitioner will determine 
which of the following statements describes the insured person’s status when discharged during or at the conclusion of the acute phase: 


i. No additional intervention is required (specify functional and employment status on the OCF-24); 
ii. Additional intervention is required under the PAF Guideline, and therefore an extension of the PAF is required; 
i. Additional intervention is required outside the PAF Guideline; or 


iv. The insured person has been discharged from the PAF because he/she is non-compliant, is not attending sessions or voluntarily withdrew from 
the PAF. 


e) 
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Documentation and invoicing following the sub-acute phase 


The documentation that is required at the conclusion of the sub-acute phase is determined by the insured person’s discharge status and is as 
described above under the acute phase. 


However, if after the sub-acute phasc, additional intervention under this Guideline is required, the hcalth practitioner may seek approval from 
the insurer for an extension of PAF interventions without the need to submit an OCF-23 under section 37.2 of the SABS (Ancillary Goods or 
Services). If this approval is granted, it is not necessary for the health practitioner to submit the OCF-24 or the OCF-21C at this point given that the 
insured person will continue on to the post PAF phase. If the insurer does not grant approval for the extension without an OCF-23, the health 
practitioner may submit an OCF-23 under s. 37.2 of the SABS, or may proceed with submission of the OCF-24 and OCF-21C. 


Fees for the sub-acute phase (see Appendix B - PAF Fee Schedule) 


The fee that will be paid for the sub-acute phase is $425.32. This is a block fee that is payable regardless of the type and number of interventions 
provided and regardless of the number of sessions that the insured person attends. 


All other fees (i.e. for onsite work/home/school based review and intervention, forms completion, supplementary goods and services, transfer of 
health practitioner) are as described in the acute phase and as reflected in the PAF fee schedule (Appendix B). 


11. The post PAF phase 


The requirement for an extension of PAF services will only occur when, based upon the continuing clinical review during the sub-acute phase, the health 
practitioner believes that up to four more PAF interventions are required in order to resolve the injury and for the insured person to successfully return to 
function. Approval of the insurer, in accordance with section 37.2 of the SABS, is required for all extensions of PAF services in the post PAF phase.

Timing, duration and number of sessions during the post PAF phase 


The post PAF phase will typically not exceed two weeks in duration and will ideally occur during the seventh and eighth week following the date of 
accident in order to be consistent with the scientific evidence and to support early/timely intervention. 


It is expected that the health practitioner will deliver up to 4 sessions in the post PAF phase. The actual number of sessions delivered and how 
frequently they occur is based upon the needs of the insured person and the clinical judgement of the health practitioner. 


Components of the post PAF phase 


The only component of the post PAF phase is the delivery of up to four additional PAF interventions deemed appropriate and necessary by the health 
practitioner in order to facilitate the insured person’s recovery and return to function. 


Discharge status during or at the conclusion of the post PAF phase 


Based upon continuing clinical review of the insured person and his/her progress during the post PAF phase, the health practitioner will determine 
which of the following statements describes the insured person’s status when discharged during or at the conclusion of the post PAF phase: 


i. No additional intervention is required (specify functional and employment status on the OCF-24); 
ii. Additional intervention outside of this Guideline is required; or 


iii. The insured person has been discharged from the PAF because he/she is non-compliant, is not attending sessions, or voluntarily withdrew from 
PAF. 


Documentation and invoicing following the post PAF phase 


The documentation that is required at the conclusion of the post PAF phase is determined by the insured person’s discharge status, as is described 
above under the acute phase. 


Fees for the post PAF phase (see Appendix B - PAF Fee Schedule) 
The fee that will be paid during the post PAF phase is $45.90 per session to a maximum of $183.60 for the entire post PAF phase. All other fees (i.e. 
onsite work/home/school based review and intervention, forms completion, supplementary goods and services, transfer of health practitioner) are as 


described in the acute phase and as reflected in the PAF fee schedule (Appendix B). 


Appendix A 
Getting the Facts about Whiplash Brochure* 


Getting the facts about Whiplash: Grades | and II 


People injured in car accidents sometimes experience a strain of the neck muscles and surrounding soft tissue, known commonly as whiplash. This injury 
often occurs when a vehicle is hit from the rear or the side, causing a sharp and sudden movement of the head and neck. Whiplash may result in tender 
muscles (Grade I) or limited neck movement (Grade II). This type of injury is usually temporary and most people who experience it make a complete 
recovery. If you have suffered a whiplash injury, knowing more about the condition can help you participate in your own recovery. This brochure 
summarizes current scientific research related to Grade I and II whiplash injuries. 


Understanding Whiplash 


Most whiplash injuries are not serious and heal fully. 
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e Signs of serious neck injury, such as fracture, are usually evident in carly assessments. Health care professionals trained to treat whiplash are alert for 
these signs. 


¢ Pain, stiffness and other symptoms of Grades I or I] whiplash typically start within the first 2 days after the accident. A later onset of symptoms docs not 
indicate a more serious injury. 


° Many people experience no disruption to their normal activitics after a whiplash injury. Those who do usually improve after a few days or weeks and 
return safely to their daily activities. 


e Just as the soreness and stiffness of a sprained ankle may linger, a neck strain can also feel achy, stiff or tender for days or wecks. While some patients 
get better quickly, symptoms can persist over a longer period of time. For most cases of Grades I and II whiplash, these symptoms gradually decrease 
with a return to activity. 

Daily Activity and Whiplash 


e Continuing normal activitics is very important to recovery. 


¢ Resting for more than a day or two usually does not help the injury and may instead prolong pain and disability. For whiplash injuries, it appears that 
“rest makes rusty.” 


e Injured muscles can get stiff and weak when they’re not used. This can add to pain and can delay recovery. 
e A return to normal activity may be assisted by active treatment and exercises. 


° Cervical collars, or “neck braces,” prevent motion and may add to stiffness and pain. These devices are generally not recommended, as they have shown 
little or no benefit. 


e Returning to activity maintains the health of soft-tissues and keeps them flexible - speeding recovery. Physical exercise also releases body chemicals that 
help to reduce pain in a natural way. 


¢ To prevent development of chronic pain, it is important to start moving as soon as possible. 

Tips For Return To Activity 

e Avoid sitting in one position for long periods. 

e Periodically stand and stretch. 

e Sit at your workstation so that the upper part of your arm rests close to your body, and your back and feet are well supported. 
e Adjust the scat when driving so that your clbows and knees are loosely bent. 

e When shopping or carrying items, use a cart or hold things close to the body for support. 


¢ Avoid contact sports or strenuous exercise for the first few weeks to prevent further injury. Ask your health professional about other sporting or 
recreational activities. 


e Make your sleeping bed comfortable. The pillow should be adjusted to support the neck at a comfortable height. 

Treating Whiplash 

¢ Research indicates that successful whiplash treatment requires paticnt cooperation and active efforts to resume daily activity. 
¢ A treating health care professional will assess your whiplash injuries, and discuss options for treatment and control of pain. 


e Although prescription medications are usually unnecessary, temporary use of mild over-the-counter medication may be suggested, in addition to ice or 
heat. 


¢ Your treating health care professional may recommend appropriate physical treatment. 
Avoiding Chronic Pain 


¢ Some whiplash sufferers are reluctant to return to activity, fearing it will make the injury worse. Pain or tenderness may cause them to overestimate the 
extent of physical damage. 


° If your health professional suggests a return to activity, accept the advice and act on it. 
° Stay connected with family, friends and co-workers. Social withdrawal can contribute to depression and the development of chronic pain. 
¢ Ifyou are discouraged or depressed about your recovery, talk to your health professional. 


* Focus on getting on with your life, rather than on the injury! 
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Preventing Another Whiplash Injury 


¢ Properly adjusting the height of your car scat head restraint (head rest) will help prevent whiplash injury in an accident. In an ideal adjustment, the top of 
the head should be in line with the top of the head restraint and there should be no more than 2 to 5 cm between the back of the head and the head 
restraint. 


This brochure provides general information about whiplash injuries. It does not replace advice from a qualified health care professional who can properly 
assess a whiplash injury and recommend treatment.

Pour |’application des présentes lignes directrices, les termes « blessure » et « membre d’une profession de la santé réglementée » s’entendent respectivement 
au sens donné a « déficience » ct « membre d’une profession de la santé » dans l’ATAL. 


Les lignes directrices s’appliquent dans les cas ot un nouveau formulaire « Confirmation du traitement sclon les Lignes directrices préautorisées » (FDIO 23) 
est remis par un praticicn de la santé a partir du 1° octobre 2007 ct dans ceux ott l’assureur renonce a l’obtention d’un formulaire FDIO 23 a partir du 1“ 
octobre 2007.

2. Types d’invalidité visés par les présentes lignes directrices 


Sous réserve des exceptions prévucs a la section 3 ci-dessous, l’invalidité d’une personne assurée est couverte par les présentes lignes directrices si clle 
découle d’une entorse cervicale de stade | ou II. 


La personne assurée peut ressentir de la doulcur ou présenter des symptoOmes associés a unc entorse cervicale de stade | ou II, par exemple un mal de dos non 
radiculaire, des doulcurs aux épaules, une douleur au bras nécessitant |’intervention d’un spécialiste (non reliée a la radiculopathic), des étourdissements, des 
acouphenes, des problémes d’audition ct de mémoire, de la dysphagie ou une douleur a larticulation temporomandibulaire. Les lignes directrices 
continueront de s’appliquer aux personnes assurées qui ressentent d’autres types de doulecur ou qui présentent d’autres symptomes, a condition que leur 
praticien de la santé considcre qu’il est possible de gérer efficacement ces douleurs ou sympt6émes en respectant les délais et la portée des interventions 
figurant dans les lignes directrices. 


3. Types d’invalidité non visés par les présentes lignes directrices 


L’invalidité n’est pas couverte par les présentes lignes directrices si la personne assurée a un probleme de nature professionnelle, fonctionnelle ou médicale, 
préexistant ou lié a un accident, qui remplit les critéres suivants : 


A. soit ’empéche de participer pleinement au modcle de restauration fonctionnelle; 
soit exige un traitement paralléle en plus de cclui prévu dans les présentes lignes directrices; 


B. constitue une raison impéricuse justifiant le recours a d’autres biens et services plutdt qu’a ceux prévus dans les lignes directrices. 
4. Fournisseurs admissibles 


Les fournisscurs pouvant fournir les services prévus dans les présentes lignes directrices sont les praticiens de la santé, au sens de l’ AIAL, que la loi autorise 
a traiter les blessures en question ct qui sont en mesure de faire toutes les interventions prévuces dans les présentes lignes directrices.

Les lignes directrices ont avant tout pour but d’assurer application d’une méthode de restauration fonctionnelle pour la gestion des entorses cervicales de 
stade I ou II aux phases aigué ct subaigué du traitement. 


Les définitions qui suivent s’appliquent aux présentes lignes directrices. 


a) Entorse cervicale : Résultat d’un mécanisme de transfert d’énergie au cou, par accélération-décélération, qui peut provoquer une Iésion des os ou du 
tissu mou ainsi que diverses manifestations cliniques appelées collectivement troubles associés a |’entorse cervicale (TAEC), au sens du rapport du 
Groupe de travail sur les troubles associés a l’entorse cervicale de la Société de l’assurance automobile du Québec intitulé Redéfinir le « Whiplash » 
et sa prise en charge qui a été publié dans |’édition du 15 avril 1995 de la revue Spine. 


b) Entorse cervicale de stade I : Trouble qui sc manifeste chez les personnes assurées ayant subi un coup de fouet cervical par une douleur au cou, une 
raidcur ou une doulcur a la pression sans signes physiques.

La personne est soumise a une ¢valuation 
destinée a déterminer le niveau de fonctionnement actuel par rapport aux besoins essenticls ct les limites fonctionnelles découlant de la blessure. Les 
interventions du membre d’une profession de la santé réglementée sont ensuite choisies en fonction des limites afin de permettre a la personne de 
poursuivre ou de reprendre ses activités habituclles a la maison et au travail.

Les faits sur ’entorse cervicale de stade I ou Il 


Les personnes qui ont un accident de voiture subissent parfois un claquage des muscles du cou et des tissus mous environnants appelé communément entorse. 
Ce genre de blessure survient le plus souvent lorsqu’une voiture est heurtée a l’arri¢re ou sur le cété, ce qui provoque un mouvement brusque de la téte et du 
cou. Une entorse cervicale peut causer des douleurs musculaires (stade I) ou aller jusqu’a limiter les mouvements du cou (stade II). C’est un type de blessure 
le plus souvent temporaire, qui gucrit presque toujours complétement. Si vous avez subi une entorse cervicale, des renseignements relatifs a votre blessure 
peuvent vous aider a participer 4 votre propre guérison. La présente brochure résume |’¢tat actuel des recherches scientifiques sur les blessures associces a 
une entorse cervicale de stade I ou II. 
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Renseignements généraux sur les entorses cervicales 
¢ La plupart des entorses cervicales sont sans gravité ct guérissent completement. 


¢ Les signes de blessures graves au cou, comme les fractures, sont le plus souvent évidents dés les premiers examens. Les professionnels de la santé formés 
pour le traitement des entorses cervicales surveillent ces signes. 


¢ La douleur, la raidcur ct Ices autres symptémes des entorses cervicales de stade I ou II surviennent le plus souvent dans les deux premiers jours suivant 
accident. L’apparition tardive des symptomes ne signific pas que la blessure est plus séricusce. 


¢ La plupart du temps, une entorse cervicale n’empéche pas les gens de poursuivre leurs activités normales. Dans le cas contraire, ils les reprennent le plus 
souvent en toute sécurité aprés quelques jours ou quelques semaines. 


¢ A Vinstar des douleurs ct de la raideur résultant d’une entorse de la cheville, celles provoquées par une entorse cervicale peuvent persister pendant des 
jours ou des semaines. Il y a des patients qui guérissent rapidement, mais il y en a d’autres chez qui les sympt6mes persistent longtemps. Dans la plupart 
des cas d’entorse cervicale de stade I ou II, les sympt6mes diminuent avec la reprise des activités.

Traitement des entorses cervicales 


e Sclon les recherches, plus le paticnt coopere et s’efforce de reprendre ses activités quotidicnnes, mceillcures sont les chances de succés du traitement des 
entorses cervicales. 


¢ Votre professionnel de la santé traitant évaluera votre entorse cervicale et discutera des options pour le traitement et le soulagement de la douleur. 


¢ Les médicaments sur ordonnance sont rarement nécessaircs, mais il peut étre conscillé d’employer des médicaments sans ordonnance légers, en plus 
d’appliquer de la glace ou de la chaleur. 


¢ Votre professionnel de la santé traitant peut recommander un traitement physique appropric. 
Pour éviter les douleurs chroniques

doulcur peut les amener a surestimer |’étendue des dommages.

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« Si vous ressentez du découragement en pensant a votre guérison, parlez en a votre professionnel de la santé. 
¢ Efforcez-vous de reprendre vos activités au licu de ne songer qu’a votre blessure!

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Capital Adequacy Guideline for Ontario’s Credit Unions and Caisses Populaires 
February 1, 2007 


1. INTRODUCTION 


During the past two years the Ministry of Finance, in collaboration with the Financial Services Commission of Ontario and the Deposit Insurance 
Corporation of Ontario, has been working with the representatives of the credit unions and caisses populaires to modernize the Credit Unions and Caisses 
Populaires Act, 1994. This review has resulted in new capital and Iending rules, effective February 1, 2007. This document provides guidance to Ontario 
credit unions and caisscs populaires on the new capital adequacy rules that were introduced by the Ontario Regulation 560/06, which amended Regulation 
76/95. The guideline provides the framework for the credit unions and caisses populaires to maintain adequate capital pursuant to the act and regulation. 


This document replaces the Capital Adequacy Guideline for Ontario’s Credit Unions and Caisses Populaires that was first published on March 1, 1995. The 
term “institutions” in this document refers to credit unions and caisses populaires. 


1.1 Overview of Major Changes 
Class 1 and Class 2 
Effective February 1, 2007, all institutions will be designated Class | or Class 2 based on the following criteria: 


Class 1 — These institutions are smaller, less complex credit unions that have less than $50 million in total assets and do not make commercial loans. These 
institutions are subject to quantitative limits prescribed by the regulation for cach class of loan they make. These limits have been updated in two revised 
tables for individual and aggregate limits. These institutions are subject only to the simple capital test known as the leverage test. The updated, simplified 
rules maintain the same high level of system soundness and consumer protection, without imposing complex regulatory requirements that require 
sophisticated compliance mechanisms. 


Class 2 — These institutions have more than $50 million in total assets or make commercial loans. These institutions are required to establish prudent lending 
limits for cach class of loans they make (c.g. commercial, personal etc.) These institutions are subject to two capital adequacy tests: the capital to asset 
(leverage) test and the risk- weighted test based on international standards known as “Basel II” capital test. 


Graduating From Class 1 to Class 2 


An institution may graduate from Class! to Class 2 when the total asset size on its most recent audited financial statements exceed $50 million. In accordance 
with the regulation on lending policy and procedure manuals, preparation should be made when total assets approach $50 million and the institution will have 
to comply with the lending regulations for Class 2 institutions. An institution may also become a Class 2 institution upon application to the Superintendent to 
make commercial loans, subject to meeting the conditions described in the regulation. A change will also occur if the combined assets of amalgamating 
institutions exceed $50 million. Once an institution becomes a Class 2 institution it cannot revert back to Class | either as a result of a change in its total 
asscts to below $50 million or a as a result of ceasing to make commercial loans. 
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Changes in the Calculation of the Regulatory Capital 

e In addition to goodwill, all intangible assets are to be deducted from tier | capital. Previously, only goodwill was deducted. 
* Certain portions of loan loss provision are to be included in regulatory capital 

Capital to Risk Weighted Asset Ratio 


This ratio for Class 2 institutions now includes, lower risk weighting for smaller commercial loans, increased risk weighting for certain delinquent loans, different 
risk weighting for commercial loans with a credit rating from an specificd credit rating agency, a percentage charge for operational risk on average financial 
margin and non-interest income over the last three fiscal years of the institution and a percentage charge for the institution’s exposure to interest rate risk. 


2. CAPITAL ADEQUACY 


Institutions are required to meet capital adequacy standards prescribed by the regulations as well as these guidelines. For this purpose, the Superintendent has 
established minimum standards. The first requires a minimum level of capital in relation to a unit’s total assets applicable to all institutions. The second 
focuses on the credit risk of specific on-and off-balance sheet asset categories, applicable to only Class 2 institutions. 


Similarly, leagues are required to meet capital adequacy standards prescribed by the regulations as well as these guidelines. For this purpose, the 
Superintendent has established for leagues one minimum standard at 5%: a capital-to-assets test. This provides an overall measure of the adequacy of 
league’s capital in relation to its asscts. 


Institutions must meet capital adequacy requirements on both an unconsolidated basis (i.e. the legal entity) and a consolidated basis unless the Superintendent 
permits otherwise. The consolidated basis includes all of the institution’s subsidiaries as defined by The Credit Unions and Caisses Populaires Act 1994, 
S.0.1994, except insurance subsidiaries or other regulated financial institutions whose leverage is inappropriate for a deposit-taking institution and who, 
because of their size, would have a material impact on the consolidated entity. 


2.1 Capital-to-Assets (Leverage Test) 


The Leverage Test is applicable to both Class 1 & 2 institutions. The capital-to-assets ratio is calculated by dividing the institution’s total capital by its total 
assets. The required levels of capital are outlined in Part V of the Regulations made under the Act. 


Leverage Test 


Regulatory capital expressed as a percentage of total assets. The minimum ratio for Class! institutions will be 5%. The minimum leverage ratio for Class 2 
institutions will decrease from 5% to 4% over the next three years. 


2.2 Risk-Based Capital (BIS II Test) 
Risk Weighted Test (applicable for only Class 2 institutions) 
The BIS II ratio is 8%, calculated by assigning risk weighted valucs for all the assets of the institutions and applicable operational risk and interest rate risk. 


Under the risk-based capital adequacy framework, a financial institution’s minimum capital requirement is defined as a ratio of total capital (the numerator) 
divided by risk-weighted assets and risk-weighted off-balance sheet items (the denominator). Generally, the risk weighting will be assigned based on an 
assessment of the counterparty or, if relevant, of the guarantor or of the collateral. The regulation and/or guidelines have been amended to incorporate revised 
risk-weighting for certain categories and include operational risk and interest rate risk elements. The guidelines may be adjusted in future by the 
Superintendent so that other risks - position risk, and foreign exchange risk - may be formally considered. 


2.3 Payment of Dividends 


The Superintendent may, according to the terms of the variance issued to the unit, limit its ability to pay dividends. In general, the Superintendent will 
exercise his discretion according to the following criterion: if the risk-based capital ratio or the capital-to-assets ratio is below the prescribed level, cash 
dividends will not be permitted, but share dividends may be permitted. 


Although the guidelines do not prescribe a minimum level of retained earnings, the Superintendent continues to view retained carnings as a preferred form of 
equity. Where an institution makes a dividend payment from previous years carnings, the Superintendent may view this practice as a potential impairment of 
capital and erosion of the unit’s financial position and may exercise his discretion under subsection 85(1) to require additional capital. For the purpose of 
determining capital adequacy for the redemption of shares and payment of dividends including patronage returns, the Accumulated Other Comprehensive 
Income is not to be included as part of regulatory capital. 


2.4 Capital Adequacy Requirements for Leagues 


All leagues are required to meet a capital-to-asscts test. The capital-to-assets ratio is calculated by dividing the league’s total capital by its total assets. The 
required level of capital is outlined in Part V of the regulations made under the act and regulation 77/95. 


Leagues will not be required to meet a risk-weighted test. Any league that does not meet its capital adequacy requirement must obtain a variance from the 
Superintendent. As part of the variance, the Superintendent may set annual targets. A league that falls below these targets will not be permitted to pay a cash 
dividend but may be permitted to pay a share dividend. 

2.5 Calculation of the Capital-to-Assets Ratio 


All institutions and leagues will be required to maintain the prescribed level of capital throughout its fiscal year. However, for the purposes of measuring 
compliance based on the audited financial statements produced at the fiscal year end, an adjustment may be made to “total assets” on the following condition: 
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Where an institution or league experiences an unusually large influx of deposits (which would cause it to be in non-compliance with the capital-to-asscts test) 
within the last five business days of its fiscal year end, it may reduce its total assets by these deposits. The amount of these deposits is to be the net amount 
after deducting withdrawals over the same period. 

3. DEFINITION OF CAPITAL 


The three primary considerations for determining whether capital of an institution qualifics for capital adequacy are its: 


1. relative permanence; 


tO 


freedom from mandatory fixed charges against carnings; and 

3. subordination of legal position to the rights of depositors and other creditors of the credit union. 

Note: The concepts of “permanence,” “freedom from mandatory fixed charges,” and “subordination” are defined in Appendix I. 

Total capital is made up of two tiers. Tier 1 capital (“core capital”) is the highest quality. Tier 2 capital (“supplementary capital”) falls short in cither 
permanence or freedom from charges, but contributes to the overall strength of a financial institution as a going concern. Tier | or tier 2 shares may contain a 
feature that permits redemption upon the death or expulsion of the member without changing its classification as cither ticr 1 or tier 2. The capital elements in 
ticr | and 2 capital, as well as the various limits, restrictions and deductions to which they are subject, are specified next. 

3.1 Tier 1 Capital 

Ticr 1 capital is restricted to: 

* member equity, defined to include membership shares, contributed surplus, reserves, and retained carnings; 

¢ 90% of the issued and outstanding qualifying non-cumulative, non-membership shares (where these shares have a 10% redeemability); 

e 100% of qualifying non-cumulative, non-membership shares (where no redeemability feature exists) (see Appendix I); and 

* qualifying minority interests in subsidiaries arising on consolidation of ticr | capital instruments; 

* investments by the Deposit Insurance Corporation of Ontario or a stabilization authority as approved by the Superintendent. 

3.2. Tier 2 Capital 


A capital instrument will qualify as tier 2 capital if it has an clement of permanence, and has certain characteristics of both equity and debt. The maximum 
amount of these instruments that can be included in ticr 2 capital is 100% of tier | capital. 


Ticr 2 will include the following instruments: 

Capital instruments that, at a minimum, have these characteristics: 

e 10% of tier | capital that are redeemable at the holder’s initiative and have not been redeemed; 

¢ 90% of the issued and outstanding capital instruments that have a 10% redeemability feature; 

* 90% of the unamortized portion of qualifying redeemable shares and subordinated debentures; 

¢ 100% of the capital instruments that are not redeemable at the holder’s initiative; 

¢ 100% of the capital instruments that may be redeemable by the credit union after an initial term of five years; 

e arc available to participate in losses without triggering an end to ongoing operations or the start of insolvency proceedings; and 


¢ allow debt service obligations to be deferred (as with cumulative preferred shares) if the profitability of the credit union/caisse populaire would not 
support payment; 


e are unsecured, subordinated to the rights of depositors and other creditors of the credit union and fully paid up; 
¢ Tier 2 will also include any loan loss allowance in excess of a specific loan loss allowance up to: 

¢ 0.75% of the total assets of the credit union (leverage ratio/test). 

e¢ 1.25% of the risk weighted assets for the credit union (BIS ratio/test). 
3.3 League Guarantee of Capital 


Where a league or other body provides a guarantee of capital, which is satisfactory to the Superintendent, the amount of this guarantee will be deducted from 
the capital of the league. 
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3.4 Qualifying Minority Interest 


Minority interests arising on consolidation of an institution’s financial statements with those of its subsidiaries will be included in cither tier | or tier 2 capital, 
provided: 


¢ the instruments mect the criteria applicable to that category; and 

¢ are subordinate to the rights of the institution’s depositors. 

If a subsidiary issues capital instruments for the funding of its parent credit union or substantially in excess of its requirements, the terms and conditions of 

the issue, as well as inter-company transfers, must ensure that members are placed in the same position as if the instrument was issued by the regulated credit 

union in order for it to qualify as capital on consolidation. 

3.5 Deductions/Adjustments 

Deductions from tier | capital include: 

¢ Goodwill, unless unconditionally guaranteed; 

¢ Other identified intangible assets 

¢ Note: This rule applies to identified intangible assets purchased directly or acquired in conjunction with or arising from the acquisition of a 

business. These include, but are not limited to, trademarks, core deposit intangibles, mortgage servicing rights and purchased credit card relationships. 
Identified intangible assets include those related to consolidated subsidiaries and subsidiaries deconsolidated for regulatory capital purposes. 

Deductions from tier | and tier 2 capital include: 

* appraisal increases; 

* income tax recoverable that cannot be realized through a carry-back to preceding years; 


¢ deferred tax debits that will not be realized in the following fiscal year; 


* investments in unconsolidated subsidiaries and in corporations that are accounted for using the equity method of accounting, as well as capital issues 
between two or more financial institutions that represent, cither, directly or indirectly, back-to-back placements. 


4. RISK-WEIGHTED ASSETS 

4.1 On-balance sheet 

In establishing the denominator of the risk-based capital ratio, the assets of an institution and credit equivalent amounts for off-balance sheet items are 
assigned risk categories. These risk categories are prescribed under the regulation. Gencrally, classification is according to the nature of the counterparty or, 


if relevant, of the guarantor or of the collateral. 


Amounts included in these categories are multiplied by the risk weight for the category, with the resulting weighted values added together to arrive at total 
risk-weighted assets. 


The amount of assets such as goodwill, intangibles, investments in corporations carried on the equity method of accounting, or back-to-back securities that 
are deducted from capital are risk weighted at 0%. Where goodwill has been unconditionally guaranteed, it will not be deducted from tier 1 capital. 


Certain types of collateral such as cash, government securitics and residential mortgages will be recognized for the purpose of reducing the credit risk of 
claims. That portion of a claim covered by collateral will be assigned the weight given to the collateral. However the collateral must represent more than 25% 
of the loan and the credit union/caisse populaire must internally account for the calculation separately. 


4.2 Off-balance sheet assets (See Appendix II) 


The face amount of an off-balance sheet instrument docs not always reflect the amount of the credit risk. To approximate the potential credit exposure, the 
face amount of the instrument must be multiplied by a credit conversion factor to derive a credit equivalent. Broadly, the credit conversion factors are: 


¢ 100% direct credit substitutes; 
¢ 0% unused portions of commitments with an original maturity of one year or less or unconditionally cancelable at any time (e.g. normal line of credit). 


The resulting credit equivalent is then treated in the same manner as an on-balance shect instrument. It is then assigned the weight appropriate to the 
counterparty or, if relevant, the weight assigned to the guarantor or the collateral security. 


A commitment involves an obligation (with or without a material adverse change or similar clause) of an institution to fund its member in the normal course 
of business should the member seek to draw down the commitment. Normally, commitments involve a written contract or agreement and a commitment fee 
or some other form of consideration. 


4.3 Commercial loans 


All commercial loans that do not exceed 0.035% of the institution’s total assets and $1.25 million described under paragraph 15(5)3 are rated 75% for risk 
weighting. Commercial loans not covered under paragraph 15(5)3 the percentage of risk weighting will be 100% unless a different weighting is applicable 
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based on the credit rating of an approved external credit rating agency. For applicable rates see Appendix III. Risk weighting on loans that qualify under 
paragraph 15(7)1 are 150%. 


4.4 Operational Risk (Regulation 15(9)) 


The charge for operational risk is calculated based on average financial margin and non-interest income over the last three fiscal years, exclude any year in 
which financial margin, when added to non-interest income, did not exceed zero. An example for the calculation has been provided on Appendix IV. 


4.5 Interest Rate Risk (Regulation 15(12)) 


The charge for interest rate risk of the institution’s exposure to interest rate risk. 
An example has been provided in Appendix V. 


APPENDIX I 
Non-Membership Shares (Tier 1) 
Other types of shares may qualify as tier | instrument depending on their form and substance. Factors to consider include: 
¢ subordination; 
e relative permanence; and 
e freedom from mandatory fixed charges. 
Subordination 
These shares must be subordinated to an institution’s depositors and unsecured creditors. If shares are issued by a subsidiary to fund the regulated parent 
company and are to qualify for capital (minority interest), the terms and conditions of the issuc, as well as the inter-company transfer, must cnsure that 
investors are placed in the same position as if the instrument were issued by the regulated parent company. 
Permanence 
To ensure that these shares are permanent, the following features are not permitted: 
e retraction by the holder except under death or expulsion of a member; 


e obligation for the issuer to redeem more than 10% of the outstanding shares. 


For example, an issue would not be considered non-cumulative if it had a conversion feature that compensated for undeclared dividends. Similarly, a 
conversion feature that provided a return of capital or compensation for unpaid dividends would be unacceptable. 


Free of Mandatory Fixed Charges 

Shares included in tier | capital cannot offer: 

* cumulative dividends; 

* compensation to shareholders other than a dividend; 
e sinking or purchase funds. 


In addition, the non-declaration of a dividend cannot trigger restrictions on the eredit union/caisse populaire other than requiring sharecholder’s approval 
before paying dividends on or retiring other shares. 


To conform with accepted practice, in the event of non-declaration of a dividend, sharcholder’s approval of shares may be sought before: 
1) paying dividends on any shares ranking junior to the shares (other than stock dividends in any shares ranking junior to the shares); or 


2) redeeming, buying, or otherwise retiring any share ranking junior to the shares (except out of the net cash proceeds of a substantially concurrent issue of 
shares ranking junior to the shares); or 


3) redeeming, buying, or otherwise retiring less than all such shares; or 


4) except pursuant to any purchase obligation, sinking fund, retraction privilege, or mandatory redemption provisions attached to any series of shares, 
redeeming, buying, or otherwise retiring any shares at parity with such shares. 


Example of Acceptable Features 
Outlined below are some share features that may be acceptable in tier] capital instruments: 


¢ A dividend that floats at some fixed relationship to an index or the highest of several indices as long as the index or indices are linked to general market 
rates and not to the financial condition of the credit union/caisse populaire; 
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e A dividend rate that is fixed for a period of years and then shifts to a rate that floats over an index, plus an additional amount ticd to the increase in share 
dividends if the index is not based on the credit union/ caisse populaire’s financial condition and the increase is not automatic nor of an exploding rate 
nature; and 

¢ Conversion of shares to another form of shares where the minimum conversion value or the way it is to be calculated is established at the date of issue. 

Examples of Unacceptable Features 

Examples of unacceptable features in tier 1 capital include: 

e An exploding rate share, where the dividend rate is fixed or floating for a period and then sharply increases to an uneconomically high level; and 

e An auction rate share in which the dividend is reset periodically based, in whole or part, on the institution’s financial condition. 

Amortization 

Tier 2 capital components are subject to straight-line amortization in the last five years before maturity or the effective dates governing the holders’ retraction 


rights. As redeemable shares and subordinated debentures of the credit union/ caisse populaire,- or minority interest shares and qualifying instruments issued 
by a subsidiary approach maturity, redemption or retraction, such outstanding balances are to be amortized as follows: 


Years to Maturit 
5 years or more 
less than 5 years or more than 4 
less than 4 years or more than 3 


less than 3 years or more than 2 
less than 2 years or more than | 
Less than | year 





Similarly for capital instruments that have sinking funds, amortization of the amount paid into the sinking fund should begin five years before payment is 
made. This is required because the amount in the sinking fund is not subordinated to the rights of depositors. 
APPENDIX II 
Off-Balance Sheet Categories 
The definitions in this section apply to off-balance sheet exposures. 
Direct Credit Substitutes (100% conversion factor) 


Direct credit substitutes include guarantees or equivalent instruments backing financial claims. With a direct credit substitute, the risk of loss to an institution 
is directly dependent on the creditworthiness of the counterparty. 


Direct credit substitutes include: 


¢ Guarantees given by the institution on behalf of members to stand behind a member’s financial obligations and to satisfy these obligations should the 
member fail to do so. For example a guarantee of: 


* existing indebtedness for services; 

¢ purchase agreements; 

¢ leases, loans or mortgage payments; 

* certified cheques; 

¢ sales taxes to the government; 

* existing indebtedness for merchandise purchased; 
* payment of unfunded pension liability; 

* reinsurance of financial obligations. 


¢ Standby letters of credit or other equivalent irrevocable obligations, serving as financial guarantees, such as letters of credit supporting the issue of 
commercial paper. 


* Risk participation in bankers’ acceptance and risk participation in financial letters of credit. Risk participation constitutes guarantees by the participating 
institutions such that, if there is a default by the underlying obligor, they will indemnify the selling institution for the full principal and interest 
attributable to them; securities lending transactions, where the institution is liable to its customer for any failure to recover the securities lent; and credit 
derivatives in the book where an institution is selling credit protection. 
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APPENDIX Ill 
Long Term Rating Table for Commercial Loans 
In most cases, commercial loans under paragraph 15(6)1 are risk weighted at 100% unless a credit rating from a specified external credit rating agency is applicable. 


The following are the risk weightings to be applied on commercial loans which exceed 0.035% of the institution’s total assets and $1.25 million per 
regulation 15(8) where a credit rating as specified is applicable.

APPENDIX IV 





Operational Risk 


An institution’s capital charge for operational risk is calculated as 15% of the average net interest income and all of its other non interest income over the 
most recent 3 years. A simple example of the calculation is provided. 





Example: 
Net interest income and all of its other non interest income for years 1, 2, and 3 O.Reg 76/95 as amended to 
are $100,000, $125,000 and $150,000 respectively. O.Reg 560/06 


Paragraph 15(10): 





The average over 3 years is [$100,000 + $125,000+ $150,000] +3 = $125,000 


The capital charge for operational risk is D = [(E+F+G)/H] X 0.15 
15% of $125,000 = $18, 750 (D) 





Note: For periods of less than three years, the average is calculated by using the number of years applicable. 


APPENDIX V 
Interest Rate Risk (IRR) 


An institution’s capital charge for “Interest Rate risk” is calculated as 15% of the exposure to interest rate risk. The Corporation’s Guidance Note on 
“Structural (Interest Rate) Risk Measurement and Measurement” provides techniques and criteria to be used by Class 2 institutions to measure the potential 
IRR impact, expressed in dollars.

Populaires et Credit Unions de L’Ontario

1. INTRODUCTION 


Ces deux dernicres années, le ministere des Finances, en collaboration avec la Commission des services financiers de |’Ontario et la Société ontarienne 
d'assurance-dépéts, a travaillé de concert avec des représentants des caisses populaires et credit unions a la modernisation de la Loi de 1994 sur les caisses 
populaires et les credit unions. Cet examen a abouti a |’élaboration de nouvelles régles sur la suffisance du capital et le prét qui sont entrées en vigucur le 1“ 
février 2007. Le présent document décrit, a l’attention des caisses populaires et des credit unions de |’Ontario, les nouvelles régles en matiére de suffisance 
du capital qui ont ¢té mises en place par le Reglement de |’Ontario 560/06, qui a modifié le Reglement 76/95. Les lignes directrices posent la base des régles 
que doivent suivre les caisses populaires et les credit unions pour maintenir un capital suffisant en vertu de la loi et des réglements. 


Le présent document remplace les Lignes directrices relatives a la suffisance du capital des caisses populaires ct credit unions de |’Ontario qui ont été 
publicées pour la premiére fois le 1“ mars 1995. Le terme « institutions » dans le présent document renvoie aux caisses populaires et credit unions. 


1.1 Survol des principaux changements 
Catégorie 1 et catégorie 2 
Depuis le 1" février 2007, toutes Ics institutions sont désignées comme appartenant a la catégorie 1 ou a la catégoric 2 selon les critéres suivants : 


Catégorie 1 — Les institutions de cette catégoric sont des caisses populaires plus petites, moins complexes, dont |’actif total est inféricur a SO millions de 
dollars et qui ne consentent pas de préts commerciaux. Ces institutions sont assujetties a des limites quantitatives prescrites par r¢glement pour chaque 
catégoric de prét qu’elles consentent. Ces limites ont été mises a jour dans deux tables révisées, contenant les limites individuelles et les limites consolidécs. 
Ces institutions sont assujettics uniquement a la norme simple du capital connue sous le nom de norme du ratio de levier. Les nouvelles régles simplifices 
maintiennent le méme degré d’efficacité et de protection du consommateur, sans imposer d’cxigences réglementaires complexes qui exigent des mécanismes 
de conformité compliqués. 


Catégorie 2 — Les institutions de cette catégorie sont des caisses populaires dont l’actif total est supérieur ou égal a 50 millions de dollars et qui consentent 
des préts commerciaux. Ces institutions sont tenues d’établir des limites de prét prudentes pour chaque catégorie de préts qu’elles consentent (p. ex., 
commerciaux, personnels, etc.) Ces institutions sont assujctties 4 deux normes de suffisance du capital : la norme du ratio du capital a Vactif (norme du 
levier) et la norme du ratio du capital a l’actif a risques pondérés fondé sur des normes internationales connues sous le nom de la norme de l’accord de Bale 
(“Basel IT’). 


Passer de la catégorie 1 4 la catégorie 2 


L’institution devient une institution de catégorie 2 lorsque son actif total, tel qu’il figure sur ses états financiers vérifiés les plus récents, est supéricur a 50 
millions de dollars. Conformément au réglement relatif aux politiques de prét et aux manucls de procédure, il faut se préparer lorsque l’actif total approche la 
barre des 50 millions de dollars ct l’institution devra se conformer aux reglements en maticre de prét régissant Ics institutions de la catégorie 2. Une 
institution peut également devenir unc institution de la catégorie 2 si elle demande au surintendant |’autorisation de consentir des préts commerciaux, a 
condition de remplir les exigences prescrites dans le reglement. Le changement se produira aussi si l’actif combiné d’institutions fusionnant dépasse 50 
millions de dollars. Une fois qu’unc institution devient une institution de la catégoric 2, clle ne peut plus revenir a la catégoric | en réduisant son actif total a 
moins de 50 millions de dollars ou cn cessant de consentir des préts commerciaux. 


Changements dans le calcul du capital réglementaire 

¢ Outre l’achalandage, toutes les immobilisations incorporelles doivent étre déduites du capital de catégorie 1. Auparavant, seul l’achalandage était déduit. 
¢ Certaines parties de la provision pour pertes sur préts doivent ¢tre incorporées dans le capital réglementaire. 

Ratio du capital a l’actif a risques modérés 


Ce ratio applicable aux institutions de catégorie 2 comprend désormais : une plus faible pondération des risques pour les préts commerciaux peu élevés, une 
pondération des risques plus élevée pour certains préts en retard, une différente pondération des risques pour les préts commerciaux avec une cote de la 
solvabilité établic par une agence d’évaluation du crédit précisée, des frais proportionnels exigés pour les risques opérationnels afférents a une marge 
financi¢re moyenne et un revenu non productif d'intérét au cours des trois derniers exercices financiers de |’institution et des frais proportionnels exigés pour 
Pexposition de l’institution au risque de taux d'intérét. 


2. Suffisance du capital 


Les institutions sont tenues de se conformer aux normes relatives a la suffisance du capital prescrites par les r¢glements ainsi qu’aux présentes lignes 
directrices. A cette fin, le surintendant a établi des normes minimales. La premiére exige un niveau minimal de capital relativement a l’actif total d’une unité 
pour toutes les institutions. La deuxiéme se focalise sur le risque de crédit des catégories d’actifs figurant au bilan ct hors bilan applicable uniquement aux 
institutions de la catégorie 2. 


De méme, les fédérations sont tenues de satisfaire aux normes de suffisance du capital prescrites par les r¢glements ainsi qu’aux présentes lignes directrices. 
A cette fin, le surintendant a ¢tabli pour les fédérations une seule norme minimale a 5 % : ratio du capital a l’actif. Cette norme énonce une mesure générale 
de la suffisance du capital d’une fédération par rapport a son actif. 


Les institutions doivent se conformer aux exigences en maticre de suffisance du capital a la fois sur une base individuelle (c.-a-d., l’entité légale) et sur une 
base consolidée, sous réserve d’une autorisation contraire du surintendant. On entend par « base consolidée » toutes les filiales d’une institution au sens de la 
Loi de 1994 sur les caisses populaires et les credit unions, L.O.1994, a l'exception des filiales de compagnies d’assurance ou d’autres institutions financiéres 
réglementées dont |’effet de levier est inadéquat pour une institution acceptant des dépéts et qui, en raison de leurs dimensions, auraient un effet important 
sur l’entité consolidée. 
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2.1 Ratio du capital 4 actif (norme du ratio de levier) 


La norme du ratio de levier s’applique aux institutions des catégories | et 2. Ce ratio se calcule en divisant le capital total de institution par son actif total. 
Les niveaux de capital requis sont énoncés a la partic V du r¢glement pris en application de la Lot. 


Norme du levier 


C’est le capital réglementaire exprimé en pourcentage de l’actif total. Le ratio minimal pour Ics institutions de la catégoric 1 sera de 5 %. Le ratio de levier 
minimal pour les institutions de la catégorie 2 diminuera, passant de 5 % a 4 %, au cours des trois prochaincs annécs. 


2.2 Capital en fonction des risques (norme BIS II) 
La norme des risques pondérés (applicable uniquement aux institutions de la catégoric 2) 


Le ratio BIS II est de 8 %. Il est calculé en assignant des valeurs a risques pondérés pour tous les éléments d’actif des institutions et les risques opérationnels 
et risques de taux d’intérét applicables. 


Dans le cadre des régles de suffisance du capital axées sur Ics risques, le capital minimal requis d’unc institution financiére est défini sous la forme d’un ratio 
obtenu en divisant le capital total (le numérateur) par actif a risques pondérés ct les éléments hors bilan a risques pondérés (le dénominateur). De maniére 
générale, la pondération des risques se fonde sur une évaluation de la contrepartic ou, si c’est pertinent, sur une évaluation de la caution ou du bien cédé en 
garantic. La réglementation ct les lignes directrices ont été modifiées afin d’y incorporer une pondération des risques différente pour certaines catégorics ct 
inclure le risque opérationnel et le risque de taux d’intérét. Les lignes directrices pourraient ¢tre ultéricurement modifiées par le surintendant de maniére a 
prendre formellement en considération d’autres risques (position, taux de change). 


2.3 Paiement de dividendes 


Le surintendant peut, conformément aux modalités de la dérogation accordée, restreindre la capacité d’une caisse de payer des dividendes. En régle générale, 
le surintendant exerce son pouvoir discrétionnaire en fonction des critéres suivants : si le ratio du capital a l’actif a risques pondérés ou le ratio du capital a 
Pactif est inféricur au niveau prescrit, il est interdit a la caisse de verser des dividendes en espéces, mais le versement de dividendes en actions est autorisé. 


Méme si les lignes directrices ne prescrivent pas un niveau minimal de bénéfices non répartis, le surintendant continue de considérer les bénéfices non 
rcpartis comme la forme de capitalisation a privilégier. Lorsqu’unc institution verse un dividende 4 méme les bénéfices des exercices précédents, le 
surintendant peut juger que cette pratique est susceptible d’cntrainer une insuffisance de capital ct une dégradation de la situation financicre de l’institution, 
et peut alors exercer le droit discrétionnaire qui lui est conféré par le paragraphe 85 (1) de la Loi et exiger une augmentation de la capitalisation. Aux fins du 
calcul de la suffisance du capital pour le rachat d’actions ct le paiement de dividendes y compris les ristournes, le cumul des éléments qui ne transitent pas 
par le compte de résultat ne doit pas étre inclus dans le capital réglementaire. 


2.4 Exigences applicables aux fédérations en matiére de suffisance du capital 


Toutes les fédérations sont tenucs de respecter un ratio donné de capital a l’actif. Le ratio du capital a actif est calculé en divisant le capital total de la 
fédération par son actif total. Le niveau requis de capital est décrit a la partie V du réglement pris en application de la Loi ct au r¢glement 77/95. 


Les fédérations ne seront pas tenucs de respecter une norme relative au capital en fonction des risques. Toute fédération qui ne répond pas aux exigences en 
maticre de suffisance du capital doit obtenir une dérogation du surintendant. Dans cette dérogation, le surintendant peut fixer des cibles annuclles pour la 
fédération. Une fédération qui n’attcint pas ces cibles ne sera pas autorisée a verser des dividendes en espéces, mais pourrait étre autorisée a verser des 
dividendes en actions. 


2.5 Calcul du ratio du capital a Pactif 


Toutes les institutions et fédérations scront tenues de maintenir le niveau prescrit de capital tout au long de |’exercice financier. Toutefois, aux fins de la 
vérification du respect de cette exigence sur la foi des états financiers vérifiés soumis a la fin de l’exercice, une correction pourrait Gtre apportée a l’actif total 
a la condition suivante : 

Lorsqu’une institution ou une fédération regoit un afflux de dépdts inhabitucllement important (de nature a l’empécher de respecter le ratio capital-actif 
prescrit) dans les cing dernicrs jours ouvrables de son exercice financier, elle peut déduire de son actif total le montant de ces dépéts. On entend par montant 
de ces dépéts, le montant net apres déduction des retraits effectués au cours de la méme période. 

3. DEFINITION DE CAPITAL 


La définition du capital d’unce institution aux fins de déterminer la suffisance de son capital repose sur trois éléments essenticls : 


1. sa permanence; 


i) 


Vabsence de frais fixes obligatoires 4 méme les bénéfices; 
3. sa subordination, sur le plan juridique, aux droits des déposants ct des autres créanciers de la caisse populaire. 
Remarque : Les concepts de « permanence », d’« absence de frais fixes obligatoires » et de « subordination » sont définis plus en détail a annexe I. 


Le capital total est divisé en deux catégories. Le capital de la catégorie 1 (le « capital de base ») est celui de la qualité la plus élevée. Le capital de la 
catégorie 2 (lc « capital supplémentaire ») ne répond pas au critére de permanence ou n’est pas enti¢rement libre de frais fixes, mais il contribue a la vitalité 
globale de Vinstitution financiére a long terme. Les actions de la catégorie | ou de la catégoric 2 peuvent comporter une caractéristique qui permet leur rachat 
au décés ou a l’expulsion du sociétaire sans que ne soit modifiée pour autant leur appartenance a la catégorie 1 ou a la catégoric 2. les éléments de capital de 
la catégoric 1 ct de la catégoric 2, ainsi que les différentes limites, restrictions et déductions auxqucelles ils sont assujcttis sont précisés dans les pages qui 
sulvent. 
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3.1 Capital de la catégorie 1 
Seuls les éléments de capital suivants appartiennent a la catégorie | : 
¢ avoir des sociétaires, qui comprend les parts sociales des sociétaires, le surplus d’apport, les réserves et les bénéfices non répartis ; 


e 90% des actions admissibles a dividendes non cumulatifs autres que les parts sociales émises et en circulation (lorsque ces actions comportent une clause 
de rachat correspondant a 10 %); 


¢ 100% des actions admissibles a dividendes non cumulatifs émises ct cn circulation autres que les parts sociales (lorsqu’aucune caractéristique de rachat 
n’existe) (voir annexe I); 


¢ les participations minoritaires admissibles dans des filiales découlant de la consolidation des éléments de capital de la catégorie 1; 
¢ les placements effectués par la Société ontarienne d’assurance-dép6ts ou un organe de stabilisation sur approbation du surintendant . 
3.2 Capital de la catégorie 2 


Un élément du capital appartient a la catégorie 2 s’il poss¢de un élément de permanence et certaines caractéristiques a la fois des actions et des titres de 
créance. La valeur globale des éléments du capital qui peuvent ¢tre inclus au capital de la catégorie 2 ne peut excéder 100 % du capital de la catégorie 1. 


Le capital de la catégoric 2 inclut les éléments qui suivent : 

Les éléments de capital qui, au minimum, possédent les caractéristiques suivantes : 

* 10% des éléments de capital de la catégorie 1 rachetables au gré du porteur et qui n’ont pas été rachetés; 

* 90% des éléments de capital émis et en circulation possédant un pouvoir libératoire de 10 %; 

¢ 90% de la portion non amortic des actions rachetables admissibles et des débentures qui y sont subordonnées; 

¢ 100% des éléments de capital non rachetables au gré du porteur; 

¢ 100% des éléments de capital qui peuvent ¢tre rachetés par la caisse populaire apres un terme initial de cing ans; 

* les éléments de capital disponibles pour couvrir des pertes sans mettre fin aux opérations continues ni déclencher des procédures pour insolvabilité; 


* les éléments de capital susceptibles de permettre le report des obligations relatives au service de la dette (comme les actions privilégices a dividendes 
cumulatifs) si le service de la dette risque de nuire a la rentabilité de la caisse populaire ou de la credit union; 


¢ les éléments de capital non garantis, subordonnés aux droits des déposants et des autres créanciers de la caisse populaire et qui sont enti¢rement payés; 
¢ le capital de la cat¢gorie 2 comprend aussi toute allocation pour pertcs sur préts supéricure a une allocation pour pertes sur préts précisée allant jusqu’a :

Le pourcentage de 
pondération des risques est de 100 % pour les types de préts commerciaux autres que ccux visés a la disposition 3 du paragraphe 15 (5), a moins qu’une 
pondcration différente ne s’applique en fonction de l’évaluation de la solvabilité effectuée par une agence externe d’évaluation du crédit approuvée. Pour les 
taux applicables, voir l’annexe III. Le pourcentage de pondération des risques pour les préts qui ne sont pas visés par la disposition 1 du paragraphe 15 (7) est 
de 150 %. 


4.4 Risque opérationnel (Réglement, paragraphe 15 (9)) 

Le montant afferent au risque opérationnel est calculé en fonction de la marge financi¢re moyenne et du revenu non productif d'intérét au cours des trois 
dernicrs exercices, a l’exception de tout exercice au cours duquel la marge financiére, lorsqu’ajoutée au revenu non productif d’intérét, ne dépassait pas zéro.

(11) his or her proficiency in American Sign Language or Langue des signes québécoise was at least equivalent to the 
proficiency that would be achieved by completing two such courses; or 


(c) for a person who successfully completed a program outside Ontario for teaching the deaf that is equivalent to an 
accredited Teaching Students Who Are Deaf or Hard of Hearing program described in section 42.4, 


(1) at the time the person was admitted to the program, 


(A) he or she had successfully completed at least two courses in American Sign Language or Langue des signes 
québécoise acceptable to the College, or 


(B) his or her proficiency in American Sign Language or Langue des signes québécoise was at least equivalent 
to the proficiency that would be achieved by completing two such courses, or 


(11) at the time the Registrar enters the qualification on the certificate, the person’s proficiency in American Sign 
Language or Langue des signes québécoise is at least equivalent to the proficiency that would be achieved by 
completing two such courses. 


(2) The qualification mentioned in subsection (1) shall be valid for three years from the date of entry.

WORK PERMITS 


Requirement for work permit 


1. (1) A park superintendent or conservation reserve manager shall issue a work permit authorizing work to be performed 
in a provincial park or conservation reserve to any person who applies for the permit, unless he or she is of the opinion that 
the work for which the permit is required, 


(a) is contrary to law; 
(b) is inconsistent with or does not conform to, 
(1) the management direction for a provincial park or conservation reserve, 
(11) a policy, procedure or directive of the Ministry of Natural Resources; or 
(c) is likely to create a threat to the environment, public safety or to a natural resource, including lands, waters and 


watercourses, forests, flora, wildlife and fisheries. 


(2) A person is exempt from the requirement to obtain a work permit if the person erects a portable hunting blind or 
portable tree stand in a wildlife management unit no more than seven days prior to the beginning of the hunting season 
prescribed for that management unit by Ontario Regulation 670/98 (Open Seasons — Wildlife) made under the Fish and 
Wildlife Conservation Act, 1997, and removes the hunting blind or tree stand no more than seven days after the end of the 
hunting season. 


(3) An application for a work permit shall be on a form provided by the Ministry. 
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Display of permit and validity 


2. (1) A holder of a work permit shall post the permit in a prominent place where the work authorized by the permit is 
being performed. 


(2) A work permit is valid during the period and for the geographic area specified in the permit. 
Cancellation or refusal to issue a work permit 
3. (1) A park superintendent or conservation reserve manager may cancel a work permit if, 
(a) the holder of the permit has contravened or failed to comply with the terms and conditions of the permit; 
(b) the holder of the permit did not perform or is not performing the work in an expeditious manner; or 


(c) one of the grounds for refusing to issue a permit under subsection | (1) exists or would exist if the work were 
continued. 


(2) Subject to subsection (8), before refusing to issue a work permit or cancelling a work permit, a superintendent or 
conservation reserve manager shall give notice in writing to the applicant or holder of the permit of his or her intention to do 
so and give the applicant or holder an opportunity to request a reconsideration of the decision. 


(3) A superintendent or conservation reserve manager who proposes to attach conditions to a work permit shall give notice 
in writing of his or her intention to do so to the applicant or holder of the permit and, if the applicant or holder objects on the 
grounds that the proposed conditions are unduly onerous or unnecessary given the nature or location of the work to be 
performed, the superintendent or conservation reserve manager shall give the applicant or holder an opportunity to request a 
reconsideration of the decision. 


(4) After a reconsideration under subsection (2) or (3), the superintendent or conservation reserve manager shall notify the 
applicant or holder of the permit in writing of his or her decision and the reasons for it, and inform the applicant or holder of 
the permit of the right to appeal the decision, the person to whom submissions are to be made under subsection (5) and the 
address of that person. 


(5) Within 15 days of the date of mailing of the decision and reasons, the applicant or holder of the permit may file written 
submissions, 


(a) if the decision was made by a superintendent, with the zone manager having charge of two or more parks, one of 
which is the park in which the work is to be performed; or 


(b) if the decision was made by a conservation reserve manager, with the Regional Director of the Ministry for the region 
in which the work is to be performed. 


(6) The zone manager, the Regional Director, or a delegate appointed by them for the purpose, shall consider any written 
submissions filed under subsection (5), after which he or she shall notify the applicant or permit holder of his or her decision. 


(7) The decision under subsection (6) is final. 


(8) A superintendent or conservation reserve manager may cancel a work permit under which work is being performed 
without giving the permit holder an opportunity to request a reconsideration under subsection (2) if, 


(a) the continuation of the work is, in his or her opinion, an immediate threat to the environment or public interest; and 


(b) written notice of the cancellation, with reasons, is given to the holder. 


(9) A superintendent or conservation reserve manager shall, immediately after cancelling a work permit under subsection 
(8), refer the matter for review to the zone manager or Regional Director, as the case requires, and the permit holder shall be 
given an opportunity to make written submissions on the review. 


(10) Subsections (6) and (7) apply to a review under subsection (9).

MECHANIZED TRAVEL IN WILDERNESS PARKS 


Definitions 
1. In this Regulation, 
“marine railway” means an apparatus for transporting boats using fixed tracks and wheels; 


“mechanized travel” means travel using a vehicle, as defined in the Highway Traffic Act, a motorized snow vehicle, a boat, an 
aircraft or any other apparatus propelled by machine or by means of machinery; 


“portage cart” means a wheeled apparatus used to facilitate transport of a canoe or other watercraft. 
Mechanized travel in wilderness class parks 
2. (1) Subject to this section, no person shall undertake mechanized travel in a wilderness class park. 


(2) A person who has undertaken mechanized travel in a wilderness class park prior to the coming into force of this 
Regulation may continue to do so after its coming into force pending the approval of a management direction applicable to 
the park. 


(3) A person may undertake mechanized travel in a wilderness park under subsections (4) to (10) if the person undertaking 
the mechanized travel complies with the conditions established by the superintendent for such travel in accordance with 
section 3. 


(4) A person may undertake mechanized travel in a wilderness park for the purpose of occupying land situated in the park 
that forms part of the park area if the person is entitled to occupy the land under a land use permit, licence of occupation or 
lease. 


(S) A person may undertake mechanized travel in a wilderness park for the purpose of obtaining access to land that the 
person is entitled to occupy because the person owns the land in fee simple or occupies it under a land use permit, licence of 
occupation or lease if, 


(a) the land is situated inside the park, although it does not form part of the park, and the only practical means of obtaining 
access to the land is through the park; or 


(b) the land is situated outside the park and the only practical means of obtaining access to the land is through the park. 


(6) A person may undertake mechanized travel in a wilderness class park for the purpose of exploiting a mining claim or 
mining tenure under the Mining Act, whether the claim or tenure relates to land inside or outside the park. 


(7) A person may undertake mechanized travel in a wilderness class park for the purpose of exploiting an existing 
aggregate pit authorized under the Aggregate Resources Act. 


(8) A person may undertake mechanized travel in a wilderness class park for the purpose of facilitating research carried 
out under a research permit issued by the superintendent. 


(9) A person may undertake mechanized travel in a wilderness class park for the purpose of the commercial harvesting of 
resources under a licence or agreement. 


(10) A person may undertake mechanized travel in a wilderness class park, 
(a) ina zone designated for the purpose of mechanized travel in a management direction; 


(b) in Killarney Provincial Park in accordance with the park management plan if the person is using portage carts or the 
marine railway; 


(c) for the purpose of obtaining access to and using tourist camps, 
(1) operated commercially by aboriginal communities, or 


(11) Operated commercially in Polar Bear Provincial Park in accordance with the park management plan. 
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Criteria to be considered 


3. The superintendent of a wilderness park shall consider the following criteria when establishing the conditions that must 
be met by persons authorized to undertake mechanized travel in a wilderness class park under section 2: 


1. Possible effects of such travel on the opportunity for wilderness travellers to experience solitude, challenge and 
integration with nature. 


2. Potential harm or benefit to the natural environment or wildlife caused or produced by such travel or its potential to 
support or impede the maintenance of ecological integrity. 


3. Protection of human safety. 


4. Potential economic and social impacts of such travel. 


Aircraft 


4. No person shall land an aircraft in a wilderness class park named in Column 2 of Schedule | unless he or she does so in 
an area of the park named in Column 3 in accordance with the restrictions set out in Column 4 and has a valid aircraft landing 
authorization. 


Power boats 


5. No person shall operate a power boat in a wilderness class park named in Column 2 of Schedule 2 unless he or she does 
so in an area of the park named in Column 3 in accordance with the restrictions set out in Column 4.

PROVINCIAL PARKS: GENERAL PROVISIONS 


INTERPRETATION AND APPLICATION 
Interpretation 
1. (1) In this Regulation, 


“all-terrain vehicle” means a self-propelled vehicle designed to be driven exclusively on ice, land or water or exclusively or 
primarily on snow, an off-road vehicle as defined in the Off-Road Vehicles Act, or any similar vehicle, but does not include 
an automobile; 


“artifact” means any object, material or substance that is made, modified, used, deposited or affected by human action and is 
of cultural heritage value or interest; 


“audio device” means a radio, stereo, CD player, mp3 player, television or other similar electronic device capable of emitting 
sounds, but does not include a two-way radio, weather radio or a device that can only be heard by using earphones; 


“boat” means a watercraft or other artificial contrivance used or capable of being used as a means of transportation on water, 
but does not include an all-terrain vehicle designed to be used on water; 


“bus” means a bus licensed under the Public Vehicles Act; 


“campground camp-site” means a parcel of land operated by the superintendent for campground camping that is designated 
by a camp-site number, posts or other suitable means and is directly accessible by road; 


“camping party” means a person or group of persons authorized to occupy a camp-site in a provincial park under one camp- 
site and vehicle permit; 


“camping unit” means equipment used for the purpose of outdoor accommodation and includes a tent, trailer, tent trailer, 
recreational vehicle, camper-back and any watercraft equipped for overnight accommodation; 


“camp-site” means a campground camp-site, interior camp-site, group camp-site or unserviced camp-site and includes a site 
designated for overnight boat docking or mooring; 


“disabled person” means a resident of Ontario who is the holder of a disabled person parking permit issued under Regulation 
581 of the Revised Regulations of Ontario, 1990 (Accessible Parking for Persons with Disabilities) made under the 
Highway Traffic Act or a national identity card issued by the Canadian National Institute for the Blind; 


“domestic animal” means a horse, a dog or any other animal that is kept under human control either by habit or training and 
lives in association with human beings; 


“group camp-site” means a parcel of land operated by the superintendent for group camping purposes that is designated by 
posts, signs or other suitable means; 
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‘“house-boat” means a boat designed, fitted or used as a dwelling, whether temporary or permanent; 
“interior camping zone” means an area designated by the superintendent for interior camping; 


“interior camp-site” means a parcel of land operated by the superintendent for interior camping, as indicated on a current park 
map and designated by signs or other suitable means, that is not directly accessible by road; 


“motor vehicle” means a motor vehicle as defined in the Highway Traffic Act, 


‘“non-operating park” means a park designated by the Minister that the public makes considerable use of, in which facilities 
and services are minimal or not provided and for the use of which fees are not normally charged; 


“non-resident” means an individual who is not resident in Canada; 
“power boat” means a boat that is propelled by electric, gasoline, fuel oil or steam motive power; 


“provincial park permit” means a camp-site and vehicle permit, interior camp-site permit, additional vehicle permit, daily 
vehicle permit, senior citizen/disabled daily vehicle permit, daily bus permit, summer vehicle permit, winter vehicle 
permit, annual vehicle permit, annual bus permit, cross-country ski permit, short term entry permit, courtesy pass or any 
other similar permit issued by the Minister; 


“resident of Canada” means, 
(a) a Canadian citizen as defined in the Citizenship Act (Canada), or 


(b) a person who has actually resided in Canada for a period of at least seven months during the twelve months 
immediately preceding the time that the person’s residence becomes material under this Regulation; 


“resident of Ontario” means a person who has actually resided in Ontario for a period of at least seven months during the 
twelve months immediately preceding the time that the person’s residence becomes material under this Regulation; 


“roadway” means a roadway as defined in the Highway Traffic Act; 


“self-propelled camping unit” means a motor vehicle designed, equipped and used for overnight sleeping accommodation and 
that includes built-in facilities for sleeping, cooking and refrigeration; 


“senior citizen” means a resident of Ontario who is at least 65 years old; 


“shelter equipment” means any equipment designed for overnight sleeping accommodation and includes a tent, tent trailer, 
travel trailer, self-propelled camping unit or other similar equipment; 


“special group” means a group of persons, accompanied by their supervisors, that is composed of residents of Canada who 
are, 


(a) patients in Ontario hospitals, 
(b) patients in Ontario institutions for the mentally or physically disabled, or 


(c) residents in training centres, youth centres, training schools or correctional facilities administered by the Ministry of 
Community Safety and Correctional Services; 


“spouse” means, 

(a) a spouse as defined in section | of the Family Law Act, or 

(b) either of two persons who live together in a conjugal relationship outside marriage; 
“unserviced camp-site” means a camp-site located in a non-operating park; 
“vehicle” means a vehicle as defined in the Highway Traffic Act and includes an aircraft; 


“youth group” means a group of persons, accompanied by their supervisors, that is composed primarily of residents of 
Canada who are at least five years of age but less than 18 and who are sponsored by a non-profit, religious, charitable or 
educational organization. 


(2) Subsection 4 (4), subsections 8 (3), 10 (3) and 14 (1) and (2), section 15, subsections 16 (1) and (3), subsections 17 (1), 
(4) and (5), sections 20 to 23 and 27, 28, 29 and 32 do not apply with respect to non-operating parks. 


PARK ENVIRONMENT 
Damage to Crown land 
2. (1) No person shall, 
(a) remove, damage or deface any property of the Crown in a provincial park; or 
(b) damage or deface any relic, artifact or natural object or damage or deface any site of archaeological or historical 


interest in a provincial park. 
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(2) Except with the written authorization of the superintendent, no person shall, 
(a) disturb, cut, kill, remove or harm any plant, tree or natural object in a provincial park; 


(b) disturb, kill, remove, harass or harm any animal except in accordance with the Fish and Wildlife Conservation Act, 
1997, any bird except in accordance with the Migratory Birds Convention Act, 1994 (Canada) or any fish except in 
accordance with the Fisheries Act (Canada); 


(c) remove any relic or artifact in a provincial park; 

(d) disturb any site of archaeological or historical interest in a provincial park; 
(e) make an excavation for any purpose in a provincial park; or 

(f) conduct research in a provincial park. 


(3) In considering whether or not to grant an authorization under subsection (2), the superintendent shall base his or her 
decision on the following criteria: 


1. The potential for the proposed activity to protect or enhance human safety. 


2. The degree to which the proposed activity would harm or benefit the environment or wildlife or support or impede the 
maintenance of ecological integrity. 


3. The range and value of scientific benefits that the proposed activity would provide. 
4. The extent to which the proposed activity would promote cultural knowledge and understanding. 
Storing of wildlife attractants 


3. No person shall maintain or store potential wildlife attractants, including food or beverages, food preparation or storage 
equipment, cooking devices or utensils, garbage or recycling products, scented products or any other item in a manner that is 
likely to attract wildlife without the written authorization of the superintendent, which may be granted if the superintendent is 
of the opinion that the otherwise prohibited activities will not cause a threat to public safety. 


Keeping park clean 


4. (1) No person shall deposit or cause to be deposited any litter in a provincial park except in a place designated for that 
purpose. 


(2) Every person using a camp-site in a provincial park, including a picnic area, shall at all times maintain the site in a 
clean and sanitary condition and, when vacating the site, shall restore it as nearly as possible to its original condition. 


(3) Every person using a facility, including a picnic shelter or any other facility, used for accommodation shall at all times 
maintain it in a clean and sanitary condition and, when vacating the facility, shall restore it to its original condition. 


(4) No person shall possess any non-burnable food or beverage containers in an interior camping zone in Algonquin, 
Killarney, Lake Superior or Quetico Provincial Park other than containers, 


(a) that are specifically designed and intended for repeated use and for which no deposit is charged; and 
(b) that are specifically designed for dehydrated foods. 
Fire and fireworks 


5. (1) No person shall start or tend a fire in a provincial park, except in a fireplace or in an area designated for that 
purpose. 


(2) No person shall start or tend a fire in a provincial park or part of a provincial park with respect to which the 
superintendent has posted a notice indicating that there is a fire hazard. 


(3) No person shall possess or ignite fireworks in a provincial park. 
Domestic and other animals 
6. (1) No person in control of a domestic animal shall permit the animal to be, 
(a) in a provincial park unless the animal is secured on a leash that does not exceed two metres 1n length; 
(b) in any waters in a provincial park designated as a swimming area or upon any part of the beach adjacent to it; 


(c) in any waters adjacent to interior camp-sites where interior campers would obtain water for cooking or consumption; 
or 


(d) in any area posted to prohibit domestic animals or designated as an area in which domestic animals are prohibited. 
(2) Clause (1) (a) does not apply to an animal in a vehicle or a cage, to a dog accompanying a person who is lawfully 


hunting or within an area in which dogs are allowed to be off leash. 
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(3) Clauses (1) (b), (c) and (d) do not apply to a person who is a holder of a National Identity Card issued by the Canadian 
Institute for the Blind or equivalent proof of legal blindness or to any other person who requires the assistance of a dog due to 
deafness or other disability. 

(4) No person shall permit a domestic animal, while in a provincial park, to, 

(a) make excessive noise; 

(b) disturb other persons; 

(c) damage Crown property or vegetation; 

(d) chase or harass wild animals or birds; 

(e) injure, or attempt to injure, a person or other domestic animal. 


(5) The person in control of a domestic animal shall immediately dispose of excrement from the animal in such manner 
and at such location that it will not cause a health hazard or public inconvenience. 


(6) Subsection (5) does not apply to a person who is unable to immediately dispose of excrement because of a disability. 


(7) The person in charge of a domestic animal that is not secured shall capture and secure the animal at the request of an 
officer. 


(8) An officer may seize or cause to be seized a domestic animal if the person in control of the animal is in contravention 
of subsection (1), (4) or (5). 


(9) An officer who seizes a domestic animal shall take reasonable care of the animal or deliver it to a pound as soon as 
reasonably possible. 

(10) No person shall drive, walk or ride a horse, pony or similar animal in a provincial park except in an area operated for 
that purpose. 


Protection of park environment 


7. No person shall introduce into a provincial park, or possess 1n a provincial park, any plant, animal or other living thing, 
or any object, material or other substance, that may carry non-native or invasive pests or species, as determined by the 
Ministry. 


Closure, evacuation 


8. (1) An officer may close a provincial park or part of a park to the public, by the erection of signs or other suitable 
means, for the purpose of, 


(a) preventing overcrowding of park facilities; 
(b) controlling or managing a fire, flood or other emergency situation; 
(c) protecting public safety; 


(d) facilitating maintenance, construction or other work carried out by the Ministry or under the authority of the Ministry; 
or 


(e) preserving or protecting the park environment or supporting the maintenance of ecological integrity. 


(2) An officer may order an evacuation of a provincial park or part of a park for the purpose of maintaining public safety 
in case of fire, flood or other emergency. 


(3) An officer may limit the number of provincial park permits that may be issued in a provincial park for the purpose of, 
(a) preventing overcrowding of park facilities; 
(b) preserving or protecting the environment or supporting the maintenance of ecological integrity; or 


(c) protecting public safety. 


CONDUCT IN PARK 
Inappropriate conduct 


9. No person shall use discriminatory, harassing, abusive or insulting language or gestures or make excessive noise or 
disturb other persons in a provincial park. 
Officer’s power to remove a person and cancel permit 

10. (1) An officer who believes on reasonable and probable grounds that a person has contravened subsection 33 (2) or 39 
(2) or section 45 of the Act or clause 2 (1) (a) or (b) or (2) (a) or (b), section 3, subsection 4 (2), (3), 5 (2), 6 (1) or (4), section 


7,9, 18 or 22, subsection 25 (1) or section 35 of this Regulation, a provision of the Liquor Licence Act or a provision of the 
Criminal Code (Canada) may, 
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(a) remove the person from the provincial park; and 
(b) cancel any permit authorizing the person’s presence in the provincial park in which the contravention occurred. 


(2) No person who has been removed from a provincial park under subsection (1) shall within the following 72-hour 
period enter or attempt to enter any provincial park without the written authorization of the superintendent of the park, which 
may be granted for the purpose of retrieving a vehicle or personal property. 


(3) An officer may cancel the provincial park permit of a person who is in contravention of subsection 15 (1), (3) or (5), 
section 16 or 17 or subsection 19 (1) or (2). 


Climbing rock faces 


11. (1) No person shall rappel or climb rock faces in a provincial park with or without the aid of ropes, anchors or similar 
equipment except in an area designated by the superintendent for that purpose. 


(2) For the purposes of subsection (1), the superintendent may designate an area in which the activity will not harm the 
environment or wildlife or impede the maintenance of ecological integrity. 


Begging and selling 


12. (1) No person shall beg, solicit, canvass or invite subscriptions or contributions, by the erection of signs or otherwise, 
in a provincial park. 


(2) No person shall sell or offer for sale any article, thing or service in a provincial park. 


(3) Subsection (2) does not apply where the selling or offering for sale is authorized under an agreement made under the 
Act. 


Occupation of land 


13. (1) No person shall occupy land in a provincial park except under a lease, licence of occupation, land use permit or 
agreement, or any extension or renewal thereof, or pursuant to a right conferred by a grant of easement. 


(2) No person shall occupy land for non-commercial residential purposes in Algonquin or Rondeau Provincial Park except 
under a lease granted before July 2, 1954 or a renewal or extension of such a lease that does not extend beyond December 31, 
2017. 


Entering and remaining in park 
14. (1) No person shall enter a provincial park except at a designated entry point, no matter what the means of entry. 


(2) No person shall enter or remain in a provincial park after the posted hours of closing time for the park except in 
accordance with a valid provincial park permit. 


(3) No person shall enter or remain in a provincial park or an area of a provincial park closed by the superintendent for the 
purpose of subsection 8 (1). 


CAMPING IN PARK 
Camp-site and vehicle permits 
15. (1) No person shall occupy a camp-site or camp in a provincial park except, 
(a) on acamp-site specified on a valid camp-site and vehicle permit; or 
(b) on acamp-site in an interior camping zone specified on a valid interior camp-site permit. 


(2) The superintendent may issue an additional vehicle permit to the holder of a valid camp-site and vehicle permit or 
interior camp-site permit or the guests of the permit holder if an area designated for the purpose of parking additional motor 
vehicles is available. 


(3) No person shall park a motor vehicle for which an additional vehicle permit has been issued in a provincial park except 
in an area designated for that purpose. 


(4) A camp-site and vehicle permit or an interior camp-site permit is valid from the time it is issued until 2:00 p.m. on the 
departure date shown on the permit. 


(5) A person who occupies a camp-site under a camp-site and vehicle permit or interior camp-site permit shall, not later 
than the expiry of the permit, vacate the camp-site and remove all shelter equipment and other personal property from the 
camp-site. 


(6) Every person to whom a provincial park permit has been issued shall, on the request of an officer, produce the permit 
for inspection by the officer. 
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Maximum number of nights 


16. (1) No person shall camp on an interior camp-site or in an interior camping zone for more than the maximum number 
of nights specified on the provincial park permit. 


(2) No person shall camp on a campground camp-site or unserviced camp-site for more than 23 consecutive nights or on 
an interior camp-site for more than 16 consecutive nights unless, 


(a) the camp-site is available; 


(b) the superintendent authorizes its continued use on the grounds that no adverse effect to the natural environment will 
occur as a result; and 


(c) anew provincial park permit is obtained. 
(3) Subsection (2) does not apply to a camp-site in a campground occupied pursuant to an agreement. 
Maximum number of persons 


17. (1) No person shall occupy a campground camp-site as part of a camping party of more than six persons unless the 
party consists of a single family of parents and their children. 


(2) No person shall occupy an interior camp-site or unserviced camp-site as part of a camping party of more than nine 
persons unless the party consists of a single family of parents and their children. 


(3) Despite subsection (2), the superintendent may designate an interior camp-site or unserviced camp-site for more or less 
than nine persons based on the carrying capacity of the camp-site and, in that case, no person shall occupy the camp-site as 
part of a camping party of more than the number of persons specified by the superintendent unless the party consists only of a 
single family of parents and their children. 


(4) Despite subsection (3), in Frontenac Provincial Park, the maximum number of persons that may occupy an interior 
camp-site is nine. 


(5) No camping party shall occupy a group camp-site in excess of the carrying capacity of the site as determined by the 
superintendent. 


Non-resident camping in non-operating parks 
18. (1) A non-resident of Canada who is 18 years of age or older shall not camp in a non-operating park unless, 
(a) he or she is camping under the authority of a non-resident camping permit; 
(b) he or she is using a camping unit rented from a person who carries on business in Ontario; 
(c) he or she owns property in Ontario or is the spouse of a person who owns property in Ontario; 


(d) he or she is a member or person in charge of a charitable or non-profit group that is camping with the written 
authorization of the superintendent, which may be granted if the superintendent is of the opinion that the proof of 
charitable or non-profit status is sufficient and, in the case of a youth group, there is adequate adult supervision; or 


(e) he or she is carrying out duties required by lawful employment in Canada. 
(2) A non-resident camping permit expires at noon on the day following the date shown on the permit. 


(3) A non-resident camping in a non-operating park shall, on the request of an officer, produce for inspection his or her 
non-resident camping permit, camping unit rental agreement or proof that the non-resident is entitled to camp in the non- 
operating park by virtue of clause (1) (c), (d) or (e). 


Shelters and trailers 


19. (1) No person shall place or cause to be placed on a campground camp-site, interior camp-site or unserviced camp-site 
more than three pieces of shelter equipment, one dining shelter and one tarp used for shelter. 


(2) No person shall place or cause to be placed on a campground camp-site or unserviced camp-site more than one tent 
trailer, house trailer or self-propelled camping unit. 


Algonquin and Killarney, special case 


20. Between December | and March 31, no person shall camp within 30 metres of the nearest shoreline in an area 
operated for interior camping in Algonquin or Killarney Provincial Park. 


Possession of saws and other devices in certain parks 


21. (1) No person shall at any time possess a chain saw, power saw, power ice auger, gasoline generator or similar device 
in an area operated for interior camping in Bon Echo, Frontenac, Killarney or Quetico Provincial Park. 
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(2) From April 1 to Thanksgiving, no person shall possess a chain saw, power saw, power ice auger, gasoline generator or 
similar device in an area operated for interior camping in Algonquin Provincial Park. 


Operation of audio device 
22. (1) No person shall operate an audio device in an area where operation of such devices is prohibited. 


(2) From April 1 to Thanksgiving, no person shall operate an audio device in Algonquin Provincial Park except in a 
campground or camp-site or on land occupied under a lease or other agreement. 


Permits for vehicles 


23. (1) No person shall take a motor vehicle, all terrain vehicle, bus, boat or aircraft into a provincial park or possess or 
operate any of them in a provincial park except under the authority of a valid provincial park permit. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), the driver of a bus may take it into a provincial park without paying a fee if, 


(a) all the passengers are residents of a home for the aged under the Charitable Institutions Act or the Homes for the Aged 
and Rest Homes Act or members of an approved centre under the E/derly Persons Centres Act; and 


(b) the driver presents a letter signed by the person in charge of the home or centre requesting free entry for the bus on its 
arrival at the park. 


(3) A daily vehicle permit expires at the posted hours of closing of the provincial park on the day for which it is issued. 


(4) No person shall park a motor vehicle in a provincial park unless the vehicle displays the permit required by subsection 
(1) in a manner that clearly shows the permit’s expiry date. 


(5) No person who takes a motor vehicle, all-terrain vehicle, bus, boat or aircraft into a provincial park under the authority 
of a daily vehicle permit, an annual vehicle permit, an annual bus permit, a summer vehicle permit or a winter vehicle permit 
shall permit it to remain in the park after the posted closing time for the park on the day it is taken in. 


(6) An unexpired permit issued to authorize the entry of a motor vehicle into the parks administered under the Sz. 
Lawrence Parks Commission Act is deemed to be a valid daily vehicle permit for that vehicle for the purposes of this section. 


Assignment and copying of permit prohibited 
24. No person shall assign, duplicate or copy a provincial park permit. 
Operation and parking of vehicle 


25. (1) No person shall operate a vehicle in a provincial park except on a roadway or other place designated for that 
purpose. 


(2) No person shall park a vehicle in a provincial park in an area where parking is prohibited or in a position or place that 
prevents or is likely to prevent free and convenient movement of other vehicles. 


Traffic movement 
26. (1) An officer or any person employed in the Ministry at a provincial park may direct traffic in the park. 


(2) In case of fire, accident, traffic congestion or other emergency, the person may direct traffic into such channels as are 
necessary to prevent or relieve congestion or give the right of way. 


(3) Every person shall obey a direction given under this section. 
Unattended vehicles or equipment 


27. No person shall leave unattended or permit to be left unattended in a provincial park a vehicle, all-terrain vehicle or 
boat, a camping unit, or an ice hut, ice shelter or similar equipment except on land occupied, 


(a) under a lease, licence of occupation, land use permit or agreement; 
(b) under the authority of a provincial park permit in an area operated for the purpose; or 


(c) with the written authorization of the superintendent, which may be granted if the superintendent is of the opinion that 
leaving it unattended will not cause harm to the environment or be a threat to public safety. 


RECREATIONAL EQUIPMENT 
Recreational equipment in certain parks 


28. No person shall operate a motorized surfboard, watersled, jet ski, para-sail or similar recreational equipment in 
Algonquin or Sandbanks Provincial Park. 


Waterskiing in Algonquin Park 


29. No person shall water ski or engage in other similar activities in Algonquin Provincial Park. 
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Recreational equipment near swimming area, beach 


30. No person shall launch, operate or possess a boat, water ski, sailboard, surfboard or similar thing in any water in a 
provincial park that is designated as a swimming area or on any part of a beach adjacent to a designated swimming area. 


Power boats 
31. (1) No person shall operate a power boat in a provincial park. 
(2) Despite subsection (1), a person may operate a power boat, 


(a) ina provincial park named in Column 2 of Schedule 1 in waters named in Column 3 of that Schedule if the conditions 
set out in that Column are met; 


(b) in waters that are partially but not entirely included within the regulated boundary of a provincial park; 


(c) in a wilderness class park in accordance with Ontario Regulation 346/07 (Mechanized Travel in Wilderness Parks) 
made under the Act. 


House-boats 


32. (1) No person shall moor or dock a house-boat in waters within a provincial park without a valid provincial park 
permit, unless the house-boat is moored or docked in the reasonable exercise of the night of navigation. 


(2) No person shall operate a house-boat in Algonquin, Kesagami or Quetico Provincial Park. 
Aircraft 
33. (1) No person shall land an aircraft in a provincial park. 


(2) Despite subsection (1), a person with a valid aircraft landing authorization issued by the superintendent may land an 
aircraft, 


(a) in a provincial park named in Column 2 of Schedule 2 in an area named in Column 3 of that Schedule if the conditions 
set out in that Column are met; and 


(b) in a wilderness class park in accordance with Ontario Regulation 346/07 (Mechanized Travel in Wilderness Class 
Parks) made under the Act. 


All-terrain vehicles 


34. No person shall operate an all-terrain vehicle in a provincial park except in an area operated by the superintendent for 
that purpose or in another area pursuant to a written authorization of the superintendent, which may be granted if the 
superintendent is of the opinion that operating the vehicle will not cause harm to the environment, impede the maintenance of 
ecological integrity or be a threat to public safety. 


Firearms 
35. No person shall use or display a firearm in a provincial park other than, 
(a) a peace officer in the lawful execution of his or her duties; 
(b) an employee in the Ministry or an agent of the Ministry for the purpose of wildlife management and control; 
(c) a person lawfully hunting under the authority of subsection 9 (3) of the Fish and Wildlife Conservation Act, 1997. 
(d) a person authorized by the superintendent to use or display a firearm in a provincial park. 
Commencement 


36. This Regulation comes into force on the later of the day section 54 of the Provincial Parks and Conservation 
Reserves Act, 2006 comes into force and the day this Regulation is filed.

(5) If a licence holder offers for sale a serving of liquor that differs from the volume prescribed in subsection (4), the 
minimum price for that serving shall increase or decrease in direct proportion to the difference in volume of liquor contained 
in that serving. 


(6) The holder of a licence to sell liquor that applies to premises in which the Ontario Lottery and Gaming Corporation 
conducts and manages a lottery scheme 1s exempt from clause (2) (a) with respect to any part of the premises to which public 
access is restricted and which are approved by the Registrar of Alcohol and Gaming. 


(7) Despite subsections (1) and (3), a licence holder may offer a package of food and liquor at a fixed price at an event if, 


(a) the licence holder and event organizer have entered into a written contract that sets out separately the price of the food 
component and the price of the liquor component of the package; 


(b) the price of the food component is the fair market price and represents more than 50 per cent of the total price of the 
package; 


(c) the event is intended only for the invited guests of the event organizer, is not advertised to the general public and 1s not 
open to the general public; 


(d) attendees are not charged a fee for admission to the event or for liquor or food; 
(e) the event organizer or the organizer’s delegate remains on the premises at all times during the event; 


(f) the time for which alcoholic drinks may be provided to attendees without charge to the attendee does not exceed eight 
hours; 


(g) the licence holder, the employees and managers of the licence holder and the security personnel other than paid duty 
police officers acting as security personnel at the event have completed a server training course approved by the board 
of the Commission; and 


(h) the licence holder keeps all contracts relating to the event for at least one year after the event takes place and, on 
request, produces them to a person designated under section 43 of the Act or to a police officer.

(3) Despite subsection (1), the following prescribed changes shall be considered rollovers by the Registrar for the purposes 
of transferring a licence if the principal individuals involved in the business of the licence holder remain the same after the 
change occurs: 


1. A licence holder that is a sole proprietorship becomes a corporation. 
2. A licence holder that is a partnership becomes a sole proprietorship or a corporation. 


3. A licence holder that is a corporation becomes a sole proprietorship or a partnership.

LICENSED BUSINESS ENTITIES 


1. (1) A business entity that applies to the Registrar for a licence to engage in the business of selling the services of 
security guards shall provide the Registrar with colour photographs of the uniforms and vehicles the business entity proposes 
to use in the provision of security guard services, as follows: 
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1. Depicting the front, back and sides of each kind of uniform, and for such purpose, protective wear is a kind of uniform. 
2. Depicting the front, back and sides of each kind of marked vehicle. 


(2) A business entity that is licensed to engage in the business of selling the services of security guards shall provide the 
Registrar with colour photographs as described in paragraph | or 2 of subsection (1), as the case may be, within five days 
after making any change to a uniform or vehicle used by the licensee in the provision of security guard services. 


(3) If a business entity that is licensed to engage in the business of selling the services of security guards ceases to use a 
uniform or vehicle depicted in a photograph provided to the Registrar under subsection (1) or (2), the licensee shall notify the 
Registrar in writing of that fact within five days after ceasing to use the uniform or vehicle. 


(4) A photograph required by this section may be in paper, electronic or such other form as specified by the Registrar. 
Notice of change in officers, directors, partners 


2. A licensed business entity shall notify the Registrar in writing of any change in the licensee’s officers, directors or 
partners, within five days after the change occurs.

3. (1) An officer, director or partner of a licensed business entity shall, within five days after becoming an officer, director 
or partner, provide the Registrar with, 


(a) a declaration that lists,

declaration for which a pardon under the Criminal Records Act (Canada) has not been issued or granted, 


(11) all of the person’s convictions for and findings of guilt for a provincial offence or an offence under a law of any 
other province or territory of Canada, 


(111) all fines levied against the person for a provincial offence that remain unpaid on the date of the declaration, 


(iv) all of the person’s convictions for criminal offences under the laws of other jurisdictions for which a pardon has 
not been issued or granted, 


(v) all charges for allegedly committing an offence against a law of Canada that have been laid against the person 
and that have not been resolved on the date of the declaration, and 


(vi) all charges for allegedly committing a criminal offence against the laws of another jurisdiction that have been laid 
against the person and that have not been resolved on the date of the declaration; and 


(b) consent for the Registrar to collect information on any matter mentioned in clause (a).

UNIFORMS 


Security guard uniform must comply with regulation 


1. A person who is licensed as a security guard and who is required by the Act to wear a uniform when acting as a security 
guard or holding himself or herself out as one shall wear a uniform that complies with this Regulation when acting as a 
security guard or holding himself or herself out as one. 


Words and logos, etc. 


2. (1) The name, logo or crest of the licensee that employs the security guard must be affixed to the chest of the outermost 
piece of the uniform. 
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(2) The term “SECURITY”, “SECURITE”, “SECURITY GUARD” or “AGENT DE SECURITE”, in upper case letters 
not less than 1.5 centimetres high and in a colour that contrasts with the dominant colour of the uniform, must be, 


(a) permanently affixed to the chest of the outermost piece of the uniform; and 


(b) affixed between two and three centimetres below the name, logo or crest of the licensee that employs the security 
guard, if the name, logo or crest appears anywhere else on the uniform in addition to the chest of the outermost piece. 


(3) The word “SECURITY” or “SECURITE”, in upper case letters not less than 10 centimetres high and in a colour that 
contrasts with the dominant colour of the uniform, must be permanently affixed to the back of the outermost piece of the 
uniform unless the outermost piece of the uniform is a shirt with a collar, a sweater, a blazer, a sports jacket or a suit jacket. 


(4) Clause (2) (a) applies independently of subsection (1) and must be complied with in addition to subsection (1) even if 
the name, logo or crest required by subsection (1) includes a term required by clause (2) (a). 


Identification of guard 


3. An identification tag with the security guard’s name or licence number must be affixed to the chest of the outermost 
piece of the uniform.

CODE OF CONDUCT 


Breach of code of conduct 


1. A licensee is in breach of the code of conduct if the licensee contravenes or fails to comply with this Regulation. 


Individual licensees 


2. (1) Every individual licensee, while working as a private investigator or security guard, shall,

respect the privacy of others by treating all information received while working as a private investigator or security 
guard as confidential, except where disclosure is required as part of such work or by law; and 


co-operate with police where it is required by law. 

No individual licensee shall, 

be unfit for duty, while working, through consumption of alcohol or drugs; 

conspire with another person or aid or abet another licensee in a breach of this code of conduct; 
wilfully or negligently make a false statement or complaint against another licensee; or 
misrepresent to any person the type, class or conditions of his or her licence. 


Clause (2) (d) does not apply to an individual licensee who is concealing his or her identity as a private investigator or 


security guard in order to carry out his or her duties.

VEHICLES 


Definition 

1. In this Regulation, 
“vehicle” means, 

(a) an automobile, or 

(b) other motor vehicle with at least four wheels and a truck or delivery body permanently attached to it.

2. A licensee shall not use a vehicle in the provision of security guard services that is not in compliance with this

Marked vehicles

(4) The vehicle must not have any red, blue, gold or yellow stripes or any combination of red, blue, gold or yellow stripes, 
except as part of the licensee’s crest or logo. 


Prohibited markings 
4. A vehicle must not have the following terms, or any variations of them, displayed anywhere on it: 
1. Detective or détective. 
2. Private detective or détective privé.

USE OF ANIMALS 


Licensee must comply with regulation 
1. A licensee shall not use any animal in the provision of private investigator or security guard services except in 
accordance with this Regulation. 
Prohibitions re use of animals 
2. (1) Ananimal may not be used to control individuals or crowds or for the pursuit or restraint of individuals. 
(2) An animal may not be used to guard or patrol a place unless it is accompanied by an individual licensee. 
Dogs for tracking or detection 
3. A licensee may use a dog to track or detect people or things. 
Dogs accompanying a security guard licensee for protection 
4. (1) An individual licensee, in the provision of security guard services, may be accompanied by a dog for the licensee’s 


protection. 
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(2) A dog accompanying an individual licensee as permitted by subsection (1) must, 
(a) be ona lead and under the control of the licensee; and 


(b) wear a fluorescent collar and identification tag that includes the name of the licensed or registered business entity that 
employs the individual licensee. 


Dog training 
5. A dog may not be used as permitted under this Regulation unless it is first trained, 
(a) to obey the commands of the dog’s handler or the person the dog is accompanying; 


(b) to respond only to aggression against the dog’s handler or the person the dog is accompanying, and to respond 
accordingly when the aggression abates; and 


(c) to not kill or seriously injure people or animals. 
Policies and procedures 


6. A licensed business entity shall develop written policies and procedures on the care and handling of dogs used as 
permitted by this Regulation, including policies and procedures on the dogs’ feeding, housing, transportation, veterinary care, 
retirement and euthanasia. 


Oversight by employers 
7. A licensed business entity shall ensure that the individual licensees employed by it comply with this Regulation.

8. An individual licensee or licensed business entity that gives away or sells a dog that was used as described in section 4 
shall advise the dog’s new owner that the dog was used to accompany one or more security guards in the provision of 
security guard services.

EQUIPMENT 


Firearms 


1. An individual licensee may use a firearm in the provision of private investigator or security guard services only if the 
following conditions are met: 
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1. The individual licensee is authorized to carry the firearm under section 20 of the Firearms Act (Canada). 


2. The licensed or registered business entity that employs the individual licensee holds a licence under the Firearms Act 
(Canada) authorizing the business entity to possess firearms or to engage in particular activities with firearms. 


3. The firearm is issued to the individual licensee by the licensed or registered business entity in such circumstances as 
are permitted under the Firearms Act (Canada). 


Batons 


2. (1) An individual licensee may use a baton in the provision of private investigator or security guard services only if the 
following conditions are met: 


1. The baton is issued to the individual licensee by the licensed or registered business entity that employs the individual 
licensee. 


2. The individual licensee may use the baton for defensive purposes only. 
(2) A licensed business entity shall carry insurance to cover the risks associated with its employees carrying batons. 
Handcuffs 


3. An individual licensee may use handcuffs in the provision of private investigator or security guard services only if the 
handcuffs are issued to the individual licensee by the licensed or registered business entity that employs the individual 
licensee. 


Restraints 


4. An individual licensee may not use cable ties or strip ties as restraints in the provision of private investigator or security 
guard services. 


Oversight by employers 
5. A licensed business entity shall ensure that the individual licensees employed by it comply with this Regulation.
